Chioftfltt: Professor Makes Claim to Im- 
■ 'portant Disoovon/ss CoMcernin9 
Radium 



Chicago, Jan. 4.— That tho changing 
of tlio clement in metals into tvVo 
others Is iiow ponsiuie, was tn^ stai't- 
ang clann maae yosieruay liy i'rof. 
iierbert McUov, of lliu University 01, 
Chicago, at tno Unal mociin.^ of the 
American Association ot Advanced 
Science. The ancient dreahi ! Of the 
.•separation of tno elements,' which an- 
teuates the wliole science of chemistry, 
is being fulhlled W tho process o£ na- 
ture, ahd the ettlecet of . tsldium emana- 
tion, it is-alleged by tho.ohemlst, who 
read a paper on "Tho Inter-relations ot 
the lillements.' ' Tho nevV vncory Is 
based on original investigations into 
the nature of tne atom and the experi- 
ments it is 'believed -will shatter many 
bcientilic hypothesis. 

In support of his 'statement that the 
elements no . longer- be considered Im- 
mutable and that matter of but one 
primitive , sort is subject to changes, 
Prof. McCoy told of tho in-oduction of 
dil'terent metals from elements in his 
own lul.'oratory. The presence of radio- 
active conditions in the atoms is held 
responsible for tlie change. The chem- 
ists of the Middle Ages then were 
wrong only in attempting to disinte- 
grate" the means by chemical processes 
such as were then known, according to 
t)r. McCoy. 

The discovery of radium is an im- 
portant link in tlie theory and the 
raido-active ciianges in nature gives 
the bc;=t C3:amples of the seiiaration of 
elements. Tlio study of radium is like- 
ly to prove a complelo solution of the 
pVoblem of transmutation now all but 
cleared, ho declares.

hotel shall petition for a license, should 
be amended, and that the number made 
Imperative bo decreased; that bar- 
tenders should be licensed; that tho 
bulsness t.ax should be limited to the 
bar area and not to tlie rooms, as 
temperance hotels arc thereby exempt. 

Their solicitor toolt occasion to state 
that careful , Investigation liad been 
matie as to the rumors regarding

nipeg .;bai'sj;.:dhd ho evidence could bo 
obtained that any such practice ex- 
isted.

The occurrence In rapid succession 
of mining disasters on a colo.ssal .-icalo 
in tho United States confirms strongly 
the recent adverse report upon the 
methods of American mining. Kuro- 
pean mining cnginoors have long bei-n 
highly critical of tho extravagant and 
dangerous way in wlilch mining lias 
been curried on in the United ,States. 
'JJheso dl.sa.^itors .show conchi.slvely 
that tho whole subject must bo con-

-'Among the new things for the neck 
arc velvet-t bows: made In all the colora 
and trimmed with lace.

Tlio piece 
of velvet need not Ixj luill a yard long. 
Tlio ends are trimmed wltli a narrow

Another (li.stlnct iveiy new fityio of 
neckwear is tlie tie einliroiderod in 
:ii'rench dots, to k« with collars that 
are .al.so embroidered. Both oollar.i 
and ties are .stripped, tho French dot.s 
being used as borders. These are of 
linen and come in all tho colors for 



wear Avith wliito or colored shirt 
waist.j. 

X'ery new, indeed, are tho )acc turn- 
over eoUar.s and ties whicb arc orna- 
mented with colored croelieted rings. 
Tile collar.s arc higli with stiff backs. 
Over tills tlie turiied-iiown part is 
nuule of baby Irisli. At intervals in 
the lace are appliaued colored crocliet- 
ed rings, deep pink, blue, grocn or 
lavender. The small l.iows to wear 
v/itli tiie:ie collars are made of lace 
witli a, crocheted ring set in eaoii end 
and 111 eaeli loop. These croclioted 
rings are .icved tlglit to tho lace, be- 
ing overhanded on each end. 

Amid all the lovely collars of lace, 
ribbon and tinsel there looms up a 
new stylo which is most attractive. 
Tho collars are linen affairs worked 
with groups of. miniature dots, lalaced 
in squares of four dots, sixteen, or 
in triangles or cross effects. With the 
collar.? will be found the linen tie j 
to mateli. It is either a single or douljle 
Ijov.-, tli(^ edges buttonhole stiteiied i 
with llie same material as tlie dots, | 
.'iiui also liiiished with small dots. 
Tiieso collars are dotted .With red, 
lirown. white, yellow; in fact, every 
(.'olor iinaginalile. Many of the little 
bows are shaped like pretty leaves, 
while iitliers are prim witli only the 
bow ends notclied and whipped witli 
thread, but always the collar and bow 
will be -seen to match. : 

' Bird Migration. 
The fact that biSfds r.ilgrate has been 
noted for centuries, but recently, after 
careful study by a great nurhber of ob- 
servers," many points of interest con- 
nected with migration have come to 
light. Birds may. conveniently be class- 
ed according to their migrations a.', 
(I) permanent residents,, birds resid- 
ing in tlie same locality throughout the 
year, e.g., tlio bouse sparrow, chicka- 
dee, ruriied grouse: (-) summer resi- 
dents, birds lliat go soiitli in the fail 
and eonie iiortli in .spring, living with 
us during suininer only, e.g., robin, 
Boliolink; (3) winter residents or visi- 
tant.';, birds that come from tlie nortli 
in tlie fall, slay with us during tlio 
winter and go nortli in sjiring, e.g., 
snowy owl, snowbird; (4) transient 
vi.sitaiils, birds that ..iH^iui llie winter 
south of us and the siiiniiier north of us 
."^o that we see Iheiii I'or a, short tinio 
only in llie siiring .'i.nil fall, many 
warblers belonging to this class. It is 
evident that such a. classilieation is only 
relativii, depending entirely on what lo- 
cality is considered. 'To a resident 
of I'Norida the robin would be a winter 
visitant. 

AVhy do birds migrate? That at first 
seems capable of easy solution. The na- 
tural answer would be that the birds 
leave tlio north in tho fall lieeanso of 
returning cold .and lack of food sup- 
plies, and leave tlio soutli in the spring 
iiecau.se of tlioir love of lioino. No 
doubt tliese are determining f.tctors. 
Heturning eold cuts otf the I'ood supply 
of tlie insect eaters, and snow covers 
11!) more or loss the food of tho seed 
eaters. But why do some of tho insect- 
eaters begin Iheir soutiiward journey 
about .hily I, wiien their supplies ot 
food are most plentiful, and many seed- 
e.alers leave before their harvest has 
fairly liegun. Again birds, no doubt, 
prefer seclusion during the nesting 
season; this tliey may better lliid in the 
far nortli; but they letive iilentlful sup-- 
piles of food ill tho .souUi and face tho 
eold and starvation of the early .spring 
In the north — J.'F, C. In Orangevllle 
yun. 



HERE AND THERE 

An American writer, Prot. Tlos.s, 
has written a new book called "Sin 
and Isoeiety." In this work the writer 
shows that there is a class of offend- 
ers against society whose personal 
eliaraeter may ho above reproaoli. 
Tlioj' may bo good tuthcrs and blame- 
less hu.sbands and yet inflict on so- 
ciety great and widesipread evils. He 
sayfe that It Ms the giafters, the child- 
drivers, •the - monopoly - builders, 
ci-oolced financiers, robaters, adultera- 
tions, con/merjtdal firelbooters, fraud 
promoters and such as these that are 
destroying the underpinning of so- 
ciety." 

These men .are not recognized, nor 
do they loolt upon tlioniselves, as sin- 
ners, and if Prof. Ross or any one 
else can convince tlio world that there 
is danger, that in the race for wealth, 
men will take wrong means to ob-, 
tain it, ' he ■ ■ will ^ do"- Well, The bld^ 
standard of simple honesty would,- If 
applied to many of the methods of 
modern llnanders, show how far they 
liave departed from the right way. 
It is not so much a new gospel that 
is wanted as obdieneo to the old me.s- 
sage. The simplest woman wlio 
teaches ■ her boy that he must not 
gain an advantage by the loss of 
another' -wiH do moro toward bring- 
ing back the world to honesty than 
many a' great philosopher .does , by 
pages of . learned .i disquisition. ,Tlie 
man [ who' Is clever enough ' to "make 
millions by circumventing his fellow 
men .mu.'5t be acute enough to under- 
stand the. immorality of his acta. The 
people who are cJieatod and wronged 
may be deceived but ho is not. 
* • <■ 

in Queensland, Au.stralia, women 
have gained the .sulfrage. Those who 
oppose the siiffragette movement in 
England have been at great pain.s to 
point out that the influence of the I'e- 
malo voters on the political life has 
been ■ unfavorable in that part of the 
Australian Commonwealth. Thiif is 
not tho opini.in of the Rev. W. A. 
Hoijson, .a Congrcgationalist ministcrv 
who ha,s returned to England after 
sovorjxl years. rcsJdeace In ; Australia. 
Ho saya that tho women who vote al- 
ways make for a clear moral ■ issue, 
and refuse to stjpport any' party which 
refuses to make pre-eminent not tln- 
anciul consideration.s, but national 
and civic ntorality. 

"During- tho live years I • resided in 
Queensland," tlio writer continues, 
"tho woiiieii'y, v.ito decided the tiues- 
tlon as to shop closing and eight hours 
per day- ■ labor, - with- the . result that 
the people dp just as much-' shopping 
before 6 p.ini as/ they do 'in Kngland 
before 9 or 10 .p.m., and the people, 
young' o'r "013'. '^arfe. ' freb for healthy 
amusement and recreation. A fur- 
ther result IK a mtnlmum crime and 
inimoraiity. 

"Again, the Australian women re- 
cently . supported . a bill, wliicli was 
carried,- ■ ■fior.telddlng betting on the 
race course- and everywhere else, also 
excluding betting tips from all news- 
lia pel's. 

"Before fJiis. last, mea.furc Sydney 
and Melbourne were inundated witli 
tipsters and bookmakers, elilldren re- 
ceived a holiday from school on race 
day.-i, and Ahe government encouraged 
betting through a government icitaliz- 
ator. The shops of bookmakers are 
now 'ojosed/i thev-newspaper^ cleansed, 
and watjto'tho k'nife Is being pursued 
by the'.w.dmeh against' this -evU, in- 
temperance : ana all social c'vils."

The' Iadles 'of this city !are 'such no- 
t;ib!e houfiekeepere that it se'ejiig pre- 
sumptuous: to. suggest that .anything 
In connection with their'. homed, was 
not above reproach. .-Yetv, ff --the 'next 
day one of tlie ladics-fW'all^B'llnto-town, 
.'die looks about herj^'sholj-vyljl " notice 
liow few of the spaces- ijet'tireen the 
pavement and the' la-wina' :ar'e really 
neat. In nio.^t places th'e' ground is 
littered with leaves or paper or other 
rubbish. A very few minutes' work 
on the part ot eacli housekeeper would 
effect a complete reform in thi.s re- 
spect to the grciit iinprovernent of 
llie apiiearance of our stroet.H.. It 
would be a good training lor the chil- 
dren, wlierc there are any In - tho 
home, to entnuH them with tho ta.sk 
of keeiiing their little part of the city 
in perfect condition. 

Toniorro.w morning liundrodK of 
mo tilers will send tlieir children awav 
to school, entrusting the care of tho 
exhuberant young life which during 
tlie lias-: two weeks has kept many of 
them very fully occupied, to the 
teachor.=i of the various schools. It is 
astonishing, when one comes to think 
of it, with how few misgivings this 
trust Is reposed. A very large propor- 
tion of tli(j mothers have no personal 
knowledge- of the teachers to whom 
they cntriist the care, of their cliil- 
dron. Fevv of thorn ever visit the 
schoolroom. ~ They, place tho most ab- 
solute confidence In the ability of the 
school board, ,tho .teachers and the 
educational autliorltle's to Conduct the 
education of thoir'ohHareri." In most 
cases this confidence. Is not .misplaced. 
Tho teachers- of 'Victoria' are conscen- 
tious, diligent and intelligent. ' They 
have the best interests of tho children 
at heart and do not spare themselves 
to advance their Interests. Many of 
them, if they err at all, do so on the 
side of devoting too great a part of 
their lives to tlieir work. 

In their elilcient and outltured 
soliool suporiiitehdeiit the children of 
Victoria' have a wise friend,, who 
spares neither time nor thought in 
tlieir service. 

But, liciwevcr good a teacher may 
be, efllcicnt work cannot be dono in a 
crowded room. In the James Bay dis- 
trict all the divisions were, when 
school closed for ' tho holidays, far too 
full. In the Boys' and Girls' Central 
schools there Is little or no room for 
more T!ch..ilaf;3. Indeed, tliere Is a 
room ill use in tho Boys', school where 
neither teacher nor scholars should be 
asked to work. 

If tho people who 'believe In the fu- 
ture advancement: ;of Victoria are 
right (and whovoan: doubt it'O whore 
are the children 'who como hero going 
to fln(J ebhool addommodatlons"? There 
is another matter, too, in. -whloh 



mothers are ; liitereated. In ' only 'two 
of the school.'!. of 'this city ia there a 
room In which children can play in 
wet weather. In the otlier buildings 
the teacher, on a wet day, must either 
allow the pupils to remain indoors at 
playtime, ami so lose the opportunity 
of lilling tlie room with fresh air, or 
sending theiu out In the rain at the 
rlsic of tl'iolr catching cold from wet 
garments. It may be said that it is 
of little use talking to women about 
these things- But some women have 
votes, and all women have influence. 
At tho ensuing election no trustee 
should bo put in office who is not 
pledged to make such ■ Improvements 
in tlio school buildings as will make 
them a source of pride to its citizens. 

Nor is tills all. The personal char- 
acter and attainments -of the trustees 
should be such 'as - will? '. ensure their 
abllitj- andj lltnessi'to '.exercise control 
ov'er the school pvjllcy-pf the city. If 
■juch candidates; can- bednduced to of- 
fer the women , of ' Victoria , should use 
their influence to -secure their elec- 
tion. It is very desirable that- there 
should be at least one woman on the 
board. Mrs. Jenkins has for many 
years, at no little self-sacrlhce, served 
tho public as .school trustee. If she 
should offer again she will no doubt 
be elected not' only'/by,-'a- majority of 
the ^vomen, buti of the- men. as well.

To the home woman, who in liiesc 
day;-; of i<.'mliiine activity, feels that 
she would be happier if slie were earn- 
ing money, must come consolation in 
the recent statement that every woman 
who conducts her home in a practical 
manner, giving her own personal .su- 
pervision to its detail.«, earns in direct 
proportion to her husband's income. 
If this income be moderate— say, for 
e.tamplo, $1,500, which the wife distri- 
butes so skilfully .-IS to supply the f.-un- 
lly Wants, she, by lier efforts, earns an- 
other fifteen fiiindred, thus making an 
equivalent of three thousand a year. 
In other words, if ho or she were to 
work alone, it would reriuire the latter 
sum to aciiieve the same result, and 
even then unsatisfactorily, that is at- 
tained with his earning half that sum 
combined with her Interest and effort 
in its disbursement.

How faspiiiatirig Is the ' region in 
Itnown ronly.vto „ him steeped in, its. tra- 
ditionary }ore,.jOr Viflio, not having thu 
goon fjrtuno lo have been born a 
Borderer, has explored ' "Its rece.3se3 
under :the :■' guidance of' a'; sympathetic 
cicerone. Every bosky, | dell ■ has its 
efim story; every sequesterede-spotilts 
grim tragedy of tho long/dead pa'at; 
and every tinkling waterfall its' song. 
Were tho whole literature of Border 
land by some mira.culous misfortune 
swept away, .^ays a writer in the 
Scottish Field, tho -world would lose a 
heritage of treasure that would leave 
It poor Indeed. I'^or it has laid Its 
magic spell upon tho pens of all great 
writers who have come within tho 
sphere of its .seductive glamor. Tlie 
list of the.'so is a long one, and to give 
a tew from memory we might instance 
Kir Bobcrt Aytouii, Lord Tester, Rob- 
ert Ferguson, "\Vord..iworth. John Ley- 
den, Henry Scott Riddeil, Burns, Pro- 
fessor Jolin Wilson, James Thompson,' 
Alexander Sinltli, and our moclern An- 
drew Lang. In this we have not In- 
eliKlGd.., the great Wizard liiniself, for 
lie stand-a apart, and the sh.uiow of 
his great genius almost eclipses 'all. 
It Is in "Fors Glavigera,'.' if you re- 
member, that Ruskln confessed that 
ho could 'never hear the whi^erlng 
and sighing of the Tweed among, pebr 
bles but It brought' back to him the 
song of lii.s nurse as they, crossed by 
Coldstream Bridge from "the south, 'In 
his liappy days. Thrice happy spot 
that could conjure up such recollec- 
tions of an era ol" life as yet unsullied 
by tho srnircli of the world- "The 
Border district of .Scotland was," he 
proceeds, "of all districts of the in- 
liabltod world, pre-eminently a, sing- 
ing country — tliat wliieh most natur- 
ally expresses its noble thoughts and 
passions in song. Tlie Tweed is a 
beautiful ylvcr, flowing broad and 
bright, for the bed is of milk white 
|)ebbles, iinles.s wliere, here and there 
it darkens Into a deep pool overhung 
by the birches and alders whicli had 
survived tlie statelier growth of th 
primitive forest. With the murmur, i 
whisper, and low voice; of the stream, 
iinmatciied for my.^tery and sweetness, 
we must remember also the variable, 
but seldom wild, thrilling of the. winds 
among the recesses of the glens; and 
not least, the need of relief from the 
monotony -.of . occu'patlons Involving 
some ji'hythmlc , measuroli of tho beat of 
toot or hand during' the,r-long evcnlng.s 
at the hearth 'side.'.'. '■,'' It;.- was >-,. John 
Veltoh, a true son of the Border, who 
.wrote ! ' ;'You may ,. se'e ' .herc.^in, .the 
.summer time: tho .gleaming flow, lahd 
-hear the music, by day and night,, of a 
rl-ver clear aa the light 'of heaven. It-.s 
motion is poetry itself, as It now 
stays calm in pool, and tiien rushes 
bright and joyous in stream. There 
are green boughs, .-ioft meadows and 
c.irn holds, and gently, sloping hill- 
sides and sunny ,j)arts well and pic- 
turesquely v.-oooed — all looking a.^ if 
the human life there was pleasant and 
comfortable. It Is In this region that 
wo find tlie source of the Border love 
songs — in tile IVtli century; and they 
grow Increasingly in sympathy with 
llie gr<?en bougns, the siin-gleani, and 
tho melancholy music of the .sequest- 
ered cushat of tlie woods in the Vale 
of 'I'woed." ".-V river inire as the light 
of heaven, rushing o^■er milk white 
pebbles — what t.ttier .di-eain lias ever 
evoked such poetic similes".' Whence 
springs this national rlYer?-^rfor. It. is 
claimed that It Is'natlonal ratWer than 
local. 

Tlio Tweed, the Annan and the 
Clyde, all rise from one lilllsi<le — 
and that liigli up among tho hills and 
stony places of the Southern High- 
lands on tho conliiie.s of Laiiarksnire 
and Dumfriesshire, near Moffat. In 
the wastes of these great uplands, 
over l.'JOO feet above the level of the 
sea, wliieli is at Berwick, eighty miles 
away, there rises a small spring, 
known as ■'Tweeii's Weil." Like a 
briglit eye it gleams in the midst of 
a small space of meadowland encir- 
cled iiy the "'great round'vba'ckefli, kind- 
ly solemn hills," as.'Dr. *'R!ib" -5 Brown 
called them. It is a weird, uncanny 
spot.

Could we but reconstrnet its 
wild.s, tliere might bo seen flitting 
through Its glades tho ghosts of Mer- 
lin, "the weird, half-craKod niiii.-itrel of 
Upper Tweeddalo"; Kentigeni, the 
founder of Glasgow, who Introduced 
Christianity to Tweedside; - Cuthbert, 
ono of the, leading Border Saints, and 
thu mystic .'Arthur, "of - fresh adven- 
tures dreaming." But -the.i Avood'jls 
gone beyond recall, , and . ; pnly i the 
s[)ring remains, ever clear, ■ flowing 
and cold, Can it bo .wondered .that a 
river welling from such a source 
slioiild form a "consecration, and tho 
poet's dream?" From Tweed's Well 
to the sea the river tends to the north 
cast. As It hold.-j on its course tho 
first hamlet It touches is Tweedsinuir, 
whose church is sacred to the memory 
of tjhalmers and (JuUirie, both of 
whom preached tliere in pro-Disrup- 
tion days. In its ancient churchyard 
rests many a licro ot the Covenant, 
whose epitaphs "Old Mortality'" so 
fondly re-lcttcred. "Scarcely a sweet- 
er spot can bo found," says a writer, 
"in wliich to sleep tho sleep that 
knows no waking than this lonely 
churchyard. In their lives tliese '.nil- 
ent ones dwelt amidst the wild and 
lone, and here still they rest without 
fear of disturbance, and thoir 
requiem 'is the wind whistling through 
tho glen or the song ot tho birds of 
the moorland." Further down, the 
Tweed is Joined by Logan Water.

Tlie interesting demotistratlons being 
carried on by Messrs. Swan, Hunter & 
Wigham Richardson, lilmlted.' vvlth the 
small steamer Seebar<^/^'tb>?'isliQW ■'Jtlie 
power of Dr. Schlick's gyroscopic " ap- 
paratus tor- preventing tlic' rolling of 
ships at sea, which have been attract- 
ing world-wide attention, have been 
very successful. The efforts obtained 
with the new apparatus Installed in 
the steamer .Seebar, were .striking in 
the oxtronie. When the gyroscope was 
out of actiiiii, a roll of 30 deg. was ob- 
served, wliicli was reduced ti) 2 di?g. 
when the appanitus was allowed to 
exert its full force! Messrs, S\v;in, 
Hunter & Wigham Richardson lia\'e 
ac(|iiired Dr. achliok's patents for all 
countries except Germany, and have 
carried out various experiments and 
investigations. The deslgn-ot a stan- 
dard gyroscope, suitatile for passenger 
channel steamers up to, say, 2,000 tons 
displacement, has been prepared. The 
apparatus will be driven ele<ttrlcally, 
this method being very inuch cheaper 
and requiring' less power, arid the fly- 
wheel w ill be much smaller in propiu-- 
tlnn than that in the Scobar, whilst its 
effect will be. more iiowerful. Of 
course, it would be possible to einplo>' 
gyroscoijic aiiparatus to limit jdlching 
as -well as rolling uuition, but this is 
not contemi)lated at present. If roll- 
ing is practically eliminated, tlie com-

Something' on the .same principle 
was attempted by Sir J. Thornycroft

He had an oscillating bal- 
last-tank, regulated by a hydraulic 
piston, varying its position acc-orciing 
to the swing of the vessel with llie 
wave to which it kept the sliip rela- 
1 tivelv upright. Sir John said that he 
was successful in reducing tlie rolling 
bv about one-half, and It his experi- 
ment liad been made with a ship ot 
less metacentric height, even better re- 
sults would have been attained. The 
latest device is the gyroscope.

British Built Steamers Can Be Oper- 
ated at Far Less Cost Than 
U.,:8.-.Craft«<--,-v,. 



Roliort Dollar,': "head of tlie Dollar- 
line of f steamers, 'several of which are 
registered at ■thls:'port, in a letter to 
tho Paolflo, Marine' Review ; says: 
"There need' be no argument advanced 
that the American merchant marine 
engaged in foreign Irddc ,1s gradually 
getting less, and' at present rate of 
decrease t'noro will soon be none left 
except a . very few steamers on the 
most important lines, The only thing 
we have to consider 1!^! tho cause and 
comparison with liie vessels wo have 
to compete against. Tlio government 
has recently been taken to task by all 
the marine jonrntds for ch.arteriiig 
forolgn trainii .steamers (o coal the 
fleet on tho way to this coast, It does 



not appear to occur to the wrlteis that 
there are only a very i'ev/ American 
ti-amp - steamers not engaged la regu- 
lar lines, and if the government de- 
pended on thom to coal their fleet 
thev would never reach the Pa- 
cific. On the Pacific ocean there la 
not one American tramp steamer en- 
gaged in the foreign trade, and out- 
side of steamers engaged in the lum- 
ber trade, the largest of which would 
not carry more than 4,000 tons of 
coal, t'ncre are only four which aggre- 
gate a net tonnage of 9,790 tons. When 
our fleet can't be nioved from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific in time of peace 
without . empIoylngVj (foreign - .colliers, 
what would;they^do'in'.time of ^ -war? 

"The reason and'jpausa of this de- 
plorable state of afCalra-^Js' , so well 
known that I need not g3 into it fur- 
tli<;r than to.saK:ithat|?ift6st of our'ln-' 
dijatrles are-,protecteditli&^ furnish the 
materials that go into "'shipbuilding, 
nmifilig tfre'cbst coupled 
with the very high cost of labor, 
makes the American tramp steamer 
cost more than double the cost of the 
foreign-built slilp.q. A. -short time ago 
I asked for bids on a 7,000 ton .steam- 
er, both on our eastern seaboard and 
in England, and the lowest price for 
the American steamer was .$.124,000. 
The contract went to ;i, British firm 
for $105,000. This vessel carried 3,- 
7riO,0OO feet of lumber, and the cost 
of operating trie same outside of coal 
md port charges and in.surance is 
$1,053 a month. Compared with an 
American steamer engaged in the 
coasting trade carrying 470,000, or one- 
eighth of the carrying caiiacity in lum- 
ber, the cost of operating outside of 
coal, port charges and insurance Is 
$1,930, being $275 more a mtinth than 
the steamer eight times .as large. This 
gives a .fair idea of operating tlie for- 
eign and American vessel. I cannot 
make a comparison of two tramp 
steamers, foreign and American, of the 
same size, as tliere is not one of tho 
latter on the Pacllie. 

"It has been stated that the Ameri- 
cun shipowner lacks enterprise. In 
reply to tliat, I would say that it 
would surjirise most jieoplo to know 
how man.v lurge foreign steamer.=i and 
slilps are owned ]>y Americans. At one 
time there was nearly a hundred such 
vessels owned by Americans in San 
Francisco, and witli, tho number owned 
in other Pacific coast. ports and in At- 
lantic ports, if- t'ney;; all. .had American 
registers, it would .'iiiake ; a very re- 
.spec table appearance , in the foreign 
trade. MTien the question . Is , asked, 
why not give those vessels the Ameri- 
can flag to engage in the foreign trade, 
we are immediately told It would ruin 
our sliipbuilders. To one vvlio is not 
a politician this is very hard to under- 
stand, as there is not a steamer build- 
ing in a yard in the United States to- 
day for tlie foreign trade except two 
or three for the regular lines engaged 
In West India trade. So when they 
fire not building any it Is hard to sec 
how their trade would be injured b.v it. 
So when Aniericans can operate ships 
under the foreign flag, all that is 
necessary is for congress to allow us 
to buy foreign-built ships to be used 
in the foreign trade only aijd to em- 
ploy crews as our competitors, then 
we would immediately have a mer- 
chant marine and do no injustice to 
iiiyono and require no subsid.S'. I 
(hnibt whetlier congress w.Ul over agree 
to a bill that would put the American 
l)uilL vessel on a par wit'n the foreign. 
The go\-ernment has set the example 
ot owning- f<n-eign built ships as both 
in the navy and war deijartnients near- 
ly all -their auxiliar.v vessels, such as 
collier.s, transiiorls, etc., have been 
b.uilt in British shlp\-ards. 

"Not only has tho extra lirst cost to 
be overcome and e.xtra wa.ges besides 
Ihe engineers, crews , are very much 
larger and less eincient, then there is 
tile extra insurance on the difference 
of cost as in the case cited above; tho 
American vessel costs more than the 
foreign by $230,000, at an insurance 
premium of G per cent., making $13,- 
800 per annum whicli must be made 
up. So the assistance necessary 
would be a builder's bonus or subsldj^ 
on a 7,000 ton trany) steamer of $230,- 
OOQ. Then a yearly subsidy to make 
up the difference of operating amount- 
ing to $19,836."

HAS HA.i^D TRIP 

French Bark Beset b/«Series of Gales 
on Way From England 

The French bark Beauchamps has 
arrived at San Francisco after a hard 
voyage from Newcastle-on-Tyne via 
Hobart, after a passage of 1G4 days. 
TJie vessel showed marks of hard 
usagre, and her master and creW were 
Kla<i to reach their destination after a 
most trying experience. The bounty 
earner brought 3,000 tons of general 
incrchandisc. 

A succession of severe storms made 
the Beauchamps' passage one long to 
he remembered. Leaving the Tyne July 
Ki, tlie vessel, went to Cherbourg, de- 
parting from there July 19.— -From the 
time she began her - Jong . run around 
Cape of Good rHope ; she was beset by 
storms and more than dhce it was 
feared that the sturdy craft would be 
unable to, weather the fury of tlie ele- 
ments. 

The worst experience was encounter- 
ed on October 24. ihriH' d.ays before the 
Beauchani)) arrived at Hobart, Tas- 
mania. The bark ran into .a terrific 
westerly- gale, which blew with awful 
force and set up an exceptionally rough 
and high sea. The big vessel was 
tossed about like .p.> porlt, while £;-eat 
seas swept her forc:arid aft and HUed 
her .to 'the rails. Her decks. wer.e con- 
tinually 'awash, while tha; forvlrard llfe- 
hbat was, stove in, the 'deck- injured 
and other damage sustijined. 

While at Hobart the Beaucliamps 
was in company with the German ship 
I,,ouise. which for some time was on 
tho over.-lue list, bound from Bremen 
for Sail Francisco. The Louise met 
witli tlic same gales as the Beauchaiuiis 
iind crept into port in a damaged con- 
dition. She was also short of water 
and provisions. 

Tho Beauchamps is well known at 
Tacoma. where she loaded wheat for 
the 1 1 nlted . Kingdom two yearS ago. 
uaiitain l,.,aboo Is hermaster. She is at 
present under charter to, carry wheat 
from Portland to Europe after she has 
discharged.

So tho Story is Told of Paris in the 
Sixteenth Century 

Paris, January i. — Apropos of Sa 
dou's new play at the 'L'liealro St. IMa 
tin, "Li'Atfairc des Poisons," boulevard 
Instorians are writing much nowadays 
about tho vogue ■Which polsoniiiK enjoy- 
ed in France during the sixteenth ceu- 
tia-y. To poison one's neighbor "Wda 
tlicn all the fashion. 

ij'Kstoile, writing of this in his jour- 
nal, estimated that -in 1572 no fewer 
than S0,000 persops -(Yere ipljclng noxious 
cnmnouuds In Paris' albnei- ■ Aiii-the pop- 
ulation of the city at that ; tbno only 
numbered about SOfl.OOO, one out of 
every ten Parisians was a poisoner. 
Contemporanooiis writers tell Weird 
tales o£ tho methods employed. 

It aDpears tliat a perfumed glove or 
tho prick ot a Jewelled ring could be 
as deadly a.s a blunderbuss. Only the 
'.'omnion horde put poison in food. Sonic 
-.iilletantes of the craft put their "cruel 
venoms on a horse's saddle," so ouo 
writer says, and the cavalier was doom- 
ed. Another ; amateur ...acquired . .'such 
singular address '- in : Ms" airt that all' ho 
had to do was to rub his concocttbn on 
the stirrup of tho man lie wished to 
kill. Hiding boots were about an inch 
thick in those days, but the victim only 
d few moments after mounting "felt 
his limbs convulse, his blood burn," and 
so he died. 

Kings, princes, prelates and other high 
personages whose taking off would cause 
somebody's advancement were, regarded 
as legitimato prey. But painlc was 
spread by them to the lower classes. 
Thus, according to the author of tho 
"Mcmoires do I'Estat dc France .sous 
Francis II.," peasants for 20 leagues 
around hid their- children- when they 
hoard that the royal family, was about to 
come their way. ' ;. ■'(: 

They feared that tho King's relatives 
would- sttjnl- their little ones' for '<he'sal;e 
of their blood, children's blood being 
necessary to a "venom" of sufficient 
strength, to , affeqt royal liealth. Tho 
habit b( stealing children for this pur- 
pose was attributed specially to tho It- 
alians living In France and' the chron- 
icles of the time : are ftlU 'Cf ; accounts 
of lynchings -which such accusations in- 
spired. 

Catherine de Medici, -^vhose Italian 
nativity was doubtless to blame for 
many of the stories told about her, was 
commonly believed to be somewhat of 
a witch. It was represented that Her 
favorite companions wore lior perfumer 
Rone, and her astrologer, Cosmo Duk- 
giori. She was believed to mix with 
lier own hands, eternally gloved, the 
deadliest powders and pastes. L,'Acaua 
Toffana, and the Cantarella, familiar to 
her coiiipatrlots, becaine'~a pcwer in pol- 
itics. - ■ • 

But while many of the poisons usod 
in this murderous epoch were doutitle.ss 
effective enougli, some of them were of 
a nature to give the Intended victim the 
reputation of bearing a charmed life. 
The tip of a Stagis tail and the brains 
of a cat aro specimen ingredients of 
some of the concoctions. And according 
to Ambroise I'are, the bito of ii red- 
headed m;in, "ospi-clally if ho be freck- 
led," -was alinojjt as bad as tho bito of an 
adder. 

Against all these evils they possessed, 
fortunately, admirable antidotes. Prec- 
ious stones, especially tho s.ipidiire, 
•m-re far more usrCul tlian they are now. 
Nuts and dried figs also nullitiod ;tny 
ordinary poison. And If tliese proved 
Impotent, there was always that heroic 
remedy of splitting : open a horse or an 
ox and getting inside.

Tho action of the provincial gov- 
ernment in declaring a reserve upon 
all the timber in tho province has 
excited notlilng but, favofableifisomr- 
ment. For a conHidorablto\t)eriOd!;thla 
action had been expected and as the 
area' of the staked land was great 
'there - was : little appreciable rise in 
prlcoi 

Tho Issuing of timber licenses had 
originally been decided upon as means 
of raising revenue and it was thought 
that it was unlikely that more tlian a 
couiDle of thousand licenses at the out- 
side would 'bo taken out. Tho great 
activity in tlie past eighteen months 
has rQsulted.i;in».tho. total number, of 
licensesr-beingialniost .' doubIed,'''and ' all 
the '''srevenuo required- was obtained. 
Some 10,000 licenses are said to havo 
been - issued. 

Should tho resei-ve not Ije talcen off, 
the annual rentals will continue to 
supply tho revenue. From this 
source alone for the twelve months 
ending- June last, the revenue ex- 
ceeded $850,000, and for the six 
mont.iis follow-lng the reven-ae dorivod 
from tlie same source was greater 
than it bad be.en for , the,, same period 
of the' pre-vlous .' year .-by - nearly a 
qtxarter. .' . 

The province derives a very fair 
revenue indeed from Its timber. East 
of the Cascades tho rental Is $115 a 
limit, while west of the Cascades it is 
$140 a, year. The amount of this is 
sufiiciint to deter tho mere speculator 
and s-jarantces investment b,v bona 
fide timbormon. The fee Is jiropor- 
tlonatoly the highest in the world. 
As the timber of the province is the 
best In the. world and as good hard 
headed timber men db wot In tlio least 
hesitate to pay that amount. It may 
justly be considered that there is no 
grievance for anybody. 

iSpeoiilatlon is rife amongst civil 
servants of the province as to the 
terms of the bill which Hon. Dr. 
Young, provincial secretary, is said 
to bo prepared to introduci^ at t!io ap- 
proaching session. The question of 
grading is a very difficult matter. Tlia 
fact tiiat tho provincial Gazette lias 
from time to tune in tlio last few 
months contained the announcement 
of the offloiai appointn\ent of : sundry 
offlciaJs'^'whO ,tKougl>- they- niaj? have 
filled the positions for, yea-rs have yet 
never been gaafetfied- 'to 'the diipolnt- 
ment, seems toj lmpljr, ,that the prov- 
incial secretaryl is pr'epared to go on 
with it. 

As minister of education. Dr. Young 
will introduce a bill providing f"r ti'fi 
establishment ot a provincial univer- 
sity. This was pi-acticaliy promised 
at tho last session of parliament. At 
that time an act was passed setting 
apart lands in the-provlncc to bo des- 
ignated by the lieutenant governur- 
In-council to an amount-not exceed- 
ing 2,000,000 acres. . ..This-, endowment 
while not especially -large, is quite 
sufncicnt. for all tiie ordinary expen- 
ses at tho inception of the institution. 
Toronto university, the provincial in- 
stitution of Ontario, in addition +o its 
endowment has a large annua.l grant 
from the provincial government. Of 
course Toronto has grown until it has 
probably tho largest attendance of 
any university on tlio American con- 
tinent which has necessitated large 
additions to Its revenue. 

British Columbia is decidedly- for- 
tunate in having at the lioad. ot its 
educational department, a - gentleman 
of tlic experience of Dr. Young. A 
graduate of the' faculty of arts of 
Queen's univer.sity, the doctor in, ad- 
dition to graduating from the faculty 
of medicine of McGlll university has 
also studied at the universities of 
Pennsylvania arid London. "VVhllo the 
theoretical part of the government and 
polity of different.; institutions of the 
iclnd might be readily - "criammed" by 
tho drafter of any bill of this nature, 
the value of actual experience In how 
the laws worlc out can easily bo im- 
agined.- AVlilch is partly why ediica- 
tlona.llsts not only of British Colum- 
bia but of Canada generally are 
w-atchlng the course of British Colum- 
bia with more than ordinary inter- 
est. ' 

British Columbia's growing time 
and the ^ different problems which 
tiaye brought, it prominently before 
the eyes not .-pnly of Canada, but of 
the nations'- generally have so un- 
surped the limelight tliat several 
other ■ avenues in which the province 
b!d.=! fair to distinguish itself havo 
been somewhat lost siglit of. The In- 
terest wlilch the creation of snnltoi-la 
for the treatment of tuberculosis, has 
excited amongst the members of the 
medical profession Is great indeed. 

Dong before the temporary build- 
ing of the Anti-Tuberculosis society 
at Tranqullle for the treatment of 
mild types of tlie dread white plague, 
was ready for the reception of pa- 
tients, literally scores of applications 
for admission were received from all 
over tho north American continent. 

When the dreams of tlie orij-rinators 
of tho society have materializod and 
a chain of sLinltori,-), at varying alti- 
tudes for tho treatment ot different 
stages of the disease have sprung uii, 
the province will bo by long odds the 
best equipped of - any 'portion of Am- 
erica to cope with the disease.- When 
tho Germans were able to cut down 
their death rate nearly slxt.v per cent 
li.v the adoption of r.ational methods 
of treatment of tubei-clilo.=;i;s — when) 
tho economir value of every ind Ivldiial 
to the state, is considered, the gain 
to tlio p.-icllic province of the Domin- 
ion through tho energy of the found- 
ers of the above named soclet.v, may 
be recognized.

Some 
five years' ^o?an atteiin'iJt ?if(m made to 
introduce oil concentrates into Rqss- 
land, but owing to the fereatly reduced 
cost of smelting since that date, and 
because of weaknesses in the original 
oil reduction machinery, the attempts 
.Inaugurated upon the Le Roi No. 2 
and the White Bear wore abortive. 

Since that date the oil process has 
been entirely lemodelled, and taken up 
by the English firm of Frasor & Chal- 
mers, with tlie result that the machin- 
ery has been e.vctensively introduced in 
Europe and Australia, the famous 
Broken Hill mine being the latest ad- 
;herent. 

To demonstrate the < flieionoy of the 
J process, the Elmore Company has pur- 
chased the Giant mine In the Upper 
tGolumbia River Valley, which is a ga- 
ftwa property having a large surface 
showing. In AugUKt lawt Mr. Claudet 
began the erection of a forty-ton mill 
v/hich is now nearly completed. He is 
of the opinion that if the treatment at 
this mill is successful he will be^ able 
to introduce the process successfully 
on this continent.

FISHER MEN^S WAGES 

Men to Be Paid One Cent a Pound 
For All Sizes of Halibut Caught— 
Agreement With Union 



Vancouver, .Tan. 4. — An adjustment of 
the wages of halibut fishers of British 
Columbia went into ottcct January 1 
as a result of a conference between 
Secretary Ea. Rosenberg, of the United 
Plshermon, and the managers of tho 
New England Fish company. The new 
scale of pay gives v halibut flshertnen 
one cent a pound for aUihalfbUt'cau^Kt; 
large or small. 

Heretofore the fishermen have been 
receiving a cent a pound for large hali- 
but and half a cent a pound for small 
halibut. The two companies concerned 
in the agreement operate five halibut 
steamers out of Vancouver, and em- 
ploy 120 men. 

The Halibut Fishermen's union now 
hiaa 500 members, employed on boats 
out of Vancouver, Seattle and Tacoma. 
Members of the union say the groat 
advantage of the new arrangement Is 
that It does away with danger of 
strikes or lockouts, as all the fisher- 
men of this region now receive the 
same money. 



BROKE INTO SHOP 



Thomas Feany Found Guilty of Break- 
ing Into -Vancouver Chinaman's 
Establishment 



Vancouver, ,Tan. 4. — Thomas Feany 
was this morning found guilty of shop- 
breaking by Magistrate Williams, and 
will be sentenced on Monday. Feany 
was found In the shop of Wing Mah, at 
102 Dupont street, early on tho morning 
of December 27. Ho was overpower- 
ed by Chinamen, and when the police 
oflicer arrived ho found it necessary 
to put his revolver in i^'eany's face be- 
fore lie cculd get him in charge. 

The story told by the Chinamen was 
that they were av.'akened by Feany 
forcing the front door. The accu-scd 
went upstairs, and was just coming 
down when he was discovered and set 
upon. Ho carried u gun, but it was 
not loaded. There was no evidence 
that anything had been taken. In 
Feany's pocket were found two jack- 
knives and a razor, as well as a num- 
ber of other things, and he also had a 
large candle In his possession. The lat- 
ter he attempted to throw away after 
being arrested but Officer O'Grady 
wa-s too quick for liim. 

Feany's story was very inconsistent. 
He said that ho had lost money in this 
joint, and liad gone up to the house 
to get his gun so as to get back at 
them. He had no ammunition, but in- 
tended simply to use tho gun as a club. 
Tho court intimated that Feany's stor.v 
was by no means a favorable one, and 
found him guilty. The limit for break- 
ing into a shoi) with intent to steal is 
seven years. 

"The Chinese must be protected as 
well as others," declared the court.

Trio of Former Walla Walla Prisoners 
Ordered Away by Police 
of Vancouver 



Vancouver, Jan. 4. — The police be- 
lieve that they have got rid oT a trio 
of bad characters in tlie deportation 
of three ex-convicts of Walla Walla 
penitentiary, who have been prowling 
around Vancouver at ail hours df'-lhe 
night for the past week. 

Tho niGii came to this city from Se- 
attle and through their freciuent -i-l.sit.T 
liavo become known to the ofiiccra of 
the law. On Wednesday morning 
about 3 o'cloclt Detectives Waddell and 
Scott found them in the down-town 
district wandering about apparently 
for no good purpose. They were taken 
into charge, but owing to the lack of 
evidence uppn ;whIoh-p they. - could be 
convicted they .were sent-; out of the 
city.

It was iinpot;slblo, however, to 
dellnitely connect them with any act, 
and tho poUce.concluded.that the best 
plan to adoW wlth'fthem^^^^^^ deport 
them.

■ Tho Times points out what a dlfCer- 
onco our largo use of foreign wheat has 
mado In its calculations of our produce 
and our estimated needs. . : , 

Tho rovlow of tho Cereal Tear, -wnloh; 
has been a fcatiiro of this journal for 
some thirty-nvG years, it says, has hllh- 
orto been presented to readers early in 
September, but this prompt completion 
of a twelvemonth's survey has entailed 
two very serious drawbacks. -In a very 
lato season such as 1888 and again 18Ua 
tho writer had boldly to assume the robo 
of the prophet, and tho resulting com- 
parisons wore necessarily between tho 
returns of one year and the estimates of 
another; or, to put it In farmers' phrase, 
one set of flgur.es -were guided by ac- 
tual threshings, the other could not be. 
This drawback, however, might havo 
becen accepted but for the second dis- 
advantage, which with our own increas- 
ing dependence on the foreign producer 
was bound to become, sooner or later, 
Insuperable.

Population and Production 

Economic theories at home and con- 
ditions abroad have resulted in agricul- 
tural production getting In arrear of 
food wants whether ,for-.man or beast. 
The Interesting fitfiirea* given In the 
Buff-book of December' 3- appear to show 
that in twenty-ftve years an increased 
world population of 114,000.000 has an 
Increased wheat area of 51,800,000 acres 
at Its disposition. Tho government 
statistician assumes that the popula- 
tion Is behind by nineteen points in 283. 
It is dlfflcult to follow this argument, 
and it is based upon an assumed aver- 
age yield' per aero which docs not seem 
to have any sure warrant. Moreover, tho 
gain of production on population from 
1881 to 1894, which brought, about tho 
price collapse of 1894-96, is well known; 
tho vital fact Is that since 1896 popu- 
lation has been gaining on production, 
and that the rate at which it gains ap- 
pears to bo 'accelerating. Tho situa- 
tion Is now such that even average 
crops would not havo been sufflclent to 
prevent a gentle rise in prices for 
cereals. Perliaps it is as well that a 
world production somewhat under aver- 
ago hag occurred in time to display for 
us the danger signal of a marked ad- 
vance in the cost of food. 

Out ICeat Supply 

Our meat supply has been tho sub- 
ject of discussion by tho Westminster 
Gazette. Its articles havo shown how 
tho great meat firms of America first 
obtained absolute control of tho sup- 
plies on the other side of tho Atlantic, 
and then carried their operations and 
their methods to tlie TInited Kingdom. 
Tho story has been told how operations 
have been carried on here, first in I,on- 
don and then in tho provinces: and how 
an organization has been created whicli 
Is so efllclont thnt it can fix the price of 
bcof in every part of tho country, and 
can reduce the local dealer to a mere 
commission agent instead of an indepen- 
ent operator. 

Driving Out the Breeder 

Tho most soriouH fact of the situa- 
tiion, says tho Westminster Gazette, is 
tho manner In wliicU breeders and feed- 
ers of cattle in Groat Britain are being 
driven out of tho l)nslness, for here wo 
have the phenomenon of a growing pop- 
ulation and a swelling demand for tnoat 
Hido by side with a diminished homo 
produetlnn. More remarkahlc still is 
the fact that this i.s going on at a tlim^ 
when measures spcclflCMlly rooommoruloil 
for the protection of ISnglisli mcat-grow- 
ors arc in full operation. .The Ani.'>rl(.,nn.<! 
have known how' to turn to tholr own 
advantage tho prohibition of tho import- 
ation of store cattle from Canada, and 
the rnl'usal to allow Argentine iinlmals 
to- be slai,i,-Thtf.rod at (bo por! of debark- 
ation. It 1;; tr-i, ; that til/jH'.- ■hini^s havo 
been pul>llcly reooinint ndec', oy tho 
friends of agricuUuro as absolutely

Graphic -Tale of OI(j Soldier Who Kept 
- Diary Diiring -War. : , 

In tho 'fifties the. private soldier 
was not generally as well educated as 
he Is todav, and the letters that came 
home from the men and even the non- 
commissioned ofticers to their rela- 
tives -seldom contain more than brief 
.statements of facts, and poifTihly ex- 
pressions of sorrow at the death of 
some especially mvorite comrade. But 
one gallant old follow, John Acome by 
name, who, nnnojjpily, is partially 
paralyzed and was not equal to meet- 
ing his old companiDns-ln-arms on 
Dec. 23, kept a diary, which he trans- 
cribed wlien he left the Queen's regular 
•service in 1S63. He became sergeant 
in tho ilOth Light , Infantry, and. his 
record begins that ho "Enlisted into 
tho 90th Light Infantry in the year of 
our Lord, 1852, 16th of March,, at 
Westminster, at the asro of 17 and 4 
months, and joined my regiment .aj) 
Cork Barracks, Iixiland, • 15th of April, 
18!'j2." He was in the trenches before 
Sebastopol, and was at the storming 
of the Rodan on Sept. 8, where he 
was slightly wounded."' -He sets I down 
with great pride how he csime hqme on 
Her Majesty's ship The;,Q-ueen, "one of 
the largest man-of-War, ships Of that 
date, and carried IBl'guh-s." 

Old Man's Words. 

Tho narrative is so simple and so 
graphic that extracts from it arc best 
given in tho old man's words: — "The 
regiment liad not been at Portsmouth 
long before the order came that it was 
to hold itself in readiness to embark 
for China War, but we did not embarli 
until 12th April, 1857. The regiment, 
at least seven coinaJanI,es, on board 
the Himalaya again, and we Were to 
proceed to China War; , the other four 
companies embarked on' "Her Majesty's 
ship Transit, but when they got to a 
placo called Bankers Island, ' on the 
coast of Ceylon, the ship , got on a 
rock and broke in two,-but only one 
life was lost. They had-just ;tImo to 
get all -men's kits out, before ■;■ she ilis- 
appeared -under water. The Himalaya 
was made a man-of-war." The' whole 
regiment was .under the command 01 
Colonel ^CArilpbell. and Lteut-Colonel 
W. P. PUtnell,'!'! 'When we got to a 
place called Java.Iiead there was a 
gunbdat there walling with orders ifor 
us to proceed to Calcutta with 'all- 
.speed." 

l.'rom Caloutta tlie DOtli wore order- 
ed to Chin.sura, iiiul Ihence to Allaha- 
bad. Here they found "General Out- 
ram in command, and he gave all or- 
ders for' everything, aiul wo all started 
on our voyage again, and when -wo got 
to a place called Dlnapore, one of Her 
Majesty's regiments was about -mut- 
Inying at, thut , station, so orders were 
given to disembark,: and wo wore 
formed up on tlioir parade In front ol 
them, and order.s were read to them 
by General Outrani. At tho time they 
soemeil satisfied, and wo came back 
to our boats ugiln, and started on our 
journey to Buxur to d!.-;nrm two com- 
pjuiilc^i of Sepoys. AVhl'.r- .loing so a 
iiic.s.'iagc came up to General Outrani 
again, so live companies went bad* 
and read the Riot Act t.i them, and 
would have made thein all prisoners, 
but they all agreed to do their duty. 
Tvyo companleH of the regiment were 
left at Hu.xiir whlje coining back,' and 
we vvoro in Biixhr for 'twenty-four 
hours, then tho 'remainder of the reglr 
ment came back, and the coiiip'aniea 



went on board, again, -two days' steam- 
ing to a placo called Berhampore." 
Belts and Swords Broken. 

The cavalry were there disarmed, 
their belts being cut and 'their swords 
broken. I'hen, "when wo got back to 
our boat we gave General Ouiram 
cheer after cheer for his generalship, 
all done so ciniot. Our Colonel Camp- 
bell and Colonel W. P. Purnell gave 
Us extra rations when wc marched 
back, the band played 'Young Camp- 
bell IS Coming, Oh dear! Oh dear!" 
Tht next day we steamed ,bff.^for,; Alla- 
habad, 'three day's journes;'i;'^e!t*never 
steamed by night, and we -werfe'^fully 
prepared for It If we had; for' we al- 
ways-had rifles by our; side and our 
belts on .ready for emergency. . . . . 
I. think it- Is between 100, or 200, miles 
from Allahalmd to Cawnpore, the 
force, marching- every night. We did 
not .-then maroH by day unless we had 
to go 'and glveS'sJine of tlie Sepoys a 
bl't of- a brush, then each company 
took its turn in gol.ng out to attack 
them and clear them off. We marched 
all up the Grand Trunk Road, and 
what , with .Qur baggage^ ahimals and 
bazaar it reached three miles, so 'that 
if was Very Incon-vohlent for those on 
the baggage guard. We reached 
Cawnpore just two days after the 
massacre had occurred, after we had 
been marching our last night's march, 
and it was jus-t getting daylight when 
we came In sight of some tents. Lit- 
tle did we men think we were -do near 
Cawnpore, but General Outram and 
his aide-de-camp rode on in front to 
see whose it was, and found :it W.ias, 
General Havelock's camp, and the 
band of the 84th and the 64th regi- 
ments camo out to meet us, and .play- 
ed us into tho camp to the tune 'See 
tho Conquering Heroes Coming.- 

"We stopped at Cawnpore three 
days to get a bridge of boats made to 
get our guns across the River Ganges, 
U10 fourth day wo crossed ihe Gan- 
ges,, and aft«;r having an engagement 
General Havelock formed our regi- 
ment into square and read a letter ho 
had from tho AVar Olllce, ol which ho 
said, "Men of the 90 th Light Infantry, 
I am very pleased to have such good 
news ot vour bravery in tho Crimea 
with the Knheld rifle, and that you 
have proved yourselves with the 
knowledge of it. This : Is the charaor 
tor 1 iiavo received' Ot the regiment, 
and 'today being the. first ( day under 
my ■■ command; I am -very proud to 
httvo tho pleasure to lead you into ac- 
tion with the rifle you-liad so much ex- 
perience of in the ; lato' war, .Now, men 
of tho "JOth, this tlme'we . want you 'to 
commence.-; your ; duty, of, which: I, ex- 
pect every man to do his duty.' We 
had" left all' our,. kits behind, and had 
nothing but 'What we stood upright in 
after three' days' journey. The detach - 
merit- 1 of- the «4th Regiment -and the 
84th Regiment; and the whole ot 'the 
90th'- Light Infantry; Commenced the 
inarch in, Oude Presidency, Sept '11, 
1857, flghtlng the whole oC the way." 
Delhi Was Falhno- . 

Sergeant Acome tells how, on Sept. 
2.1, ihc news luine that Delhi was fal- 
ling, and Haveloeic and' Outrani vwers 
rii king tiieir supropiii eltort,' ' Then 
"ue ^vrl•e In Lucknow Just fighting 
da\' and night foi- our food and to 
keep the t'hristian men, women and 
treayurv. and a 78'th Detachment that 
wan there before our brigado got 
thorn; but our -regiment was the only 
regiment that had rifles, so wo woi-o 
iilwavK cngagort in front, and tho So- 
povs could not make rt out, as wo 
llicd a longer dlatance than they 



could,, and ' wa also showed dlfCerent 
movements than they.; knew, pn-l^i'dv. 
26, X857, Sir Colin Cainipbell ckme ihto 
Lucknow and relieved us out of. Luck- 
novv with a much larger force than 
what ours was, and we all joined to- 
ge-thor, and soon cleared the town in 
three days. Then what was left , of 
General Havelock's and Outram's brlt?

Tli(? atmosphere is then In a 
st:ile of great commotion preceded by 
abiiormally unstable conditions. .V 
London fog is incidental to conditions 
of unusual slal.dlity, and Signor Alag- 
gior;i's memonuiduni suggests no 
physical jirocess wliicli could produce 
any el'fi.'ct in accordance with the 
known ]-'iy-->ical i)ro])erlies of the at- 
inosiiliere. it may be remarked thtil 
the w(Mght of a cubic mile i,>f air is 
aliout five million tons, and conse- 
qu<..nlly the wei.^ht of fog-laden air in 
tiie ciisc: of a fog a mile thick e;;teml- 
Ing over the; district of .greater I..ondon 
alone Is three tlKnisand million tons. 
It is obviously useless to attempt the 
motion of so great a mass by mechani- 
cal action." In view of this repott the 
L.C.C. Public' Control committee do 
not feel justlfled in recommending the 
council to expend money in connec- 
tion with experiments with Signor 
Magglora's, apparatus, but at the same 
time they think that the Inventor 
should be, afforded facilities to under- 
take exiJerlments at his own expense.

Francisco, Jan. 4.— The exhibi- 
tion of football which was given by 
the crack teams of the battloshlp 
Nebrfiska and the cruiser Colorado on 
CallfoRnia.iflQ),d has .beep an eve open- 
er tOf.coUegians'v'of the University of 
California and -vStanford. The possi- 
bilities of the An^orloan game as play- 
ed undei the revised rules haye>been 
brought hpme to.them and caused a 
big stir in athletic circles. 'V'Vhether 
the game sensed to arouse suflicient 
sentiment in favor of the old sport to 
cause a recall of Intercollegiate foot- 
ball and the relegation of Rugby is a 
moot topic wherever collegians gather.

- Lord Selborne's ' Views 
,Lord SelborMo has delivered an im- 
portant speech at Benonl on, the 'na- 
tive, problem., ,. He.'^begari.by' repudiat- 
ing,- the suggestion that the Transvaal 
was .,i'eSp6n8ible for ^what ■was going 
on hi Natal, lloS.wUhed, Indeed, that 
the whole of S,p'uth, Airlea were re- 
sponsible for' what went on in every 
part of It, but thej; must yet wait to 
.see that political evolution. It -ivas, hc 
sald. highly regrettable that people 
outside Natal, who could not possibly 
have the same information as that up- 
on which Natal was acting, .should 
pass judgment on the acts and doings 
of the Natal ministry, which was in- 
spired by exactly the same sense of 
-esponsibllity as ministers in the 
Transvaal or in the TTnltod Kingdom. 
The people of Natal were not less hu- 
mane than the people of the Transvaal 
or of Great Britain.

IS UNFIT FOR BATTLE 



Scathing Expose of IVlonumen- 
tal Mistai^es in Construction 
and Equipment 



Following is the full text of the 
-sensational criticism of the United 
'States navy, by Henry Ruuferdahl, 

which apjjuarea lii McChire'a i\laga- 

ziiie: 

ThiB la McC!ure's story' of the Am- 
erican Pacilic armada which has crc- 
, ated such a profound Inlluence, not 
"only in the United, States but through- 
out the civilized world. Henry Keuter- 
dahl, ,t^0 author. Is a naval expert of 
stahdlnar.v. This criticism has been 
foroIbly*aetiled at. Washington: 
ji'AByeryosie^knows now that if -vvo 
.^ibft'Vip war lU must conio by sea. Every- 
■;orie knows 'that U wlil be decided, not 
Ijy montlis or ye?.rg of capjpalgnjng, 
tout by one day's .-battle-T-a few hours 
of tremendous conflict between two 
fleets of ligrhtine ships. And every 
one who considers it at all must 
understand that for those few hours 
our fleet must be continually prepared. 
We are a great sea iiower now, and 
we have all tiiu deep concern of a sea 
power In ito navy. If war should ever 
come and lind u.'s unprepared, our 
losses •would be incalculable. 

The fleet of the United States, by 
jriero statistics, is now the second 
strongest in the world. But mere 
,'statlstlcs moan nothing by tliemsolves. 
Three years ago Rus.'s'a was a great 
sea power; in ohe afternoon of light- 
ing .'ihe was obliterated by a nation 
statistically wealcer than herself. Her 
fleet was unprepared. 

This article will show some of the 
chief reasons why the American na- 
tion is unprepared for war. It will be 
a statement of facts, not of opinions. 
Kost of these facts arc unfamiliar to 
the general putollc;' niany of ' ' them 
seem too extraordinary . to be 'cred- 
ible. 1 do not, aslc that my word be 
, j^accepted>^y tJ^^^^ i% U unnecessary 
<fthat It ihould be. The various points 
'.^'"whJch are statied here have all been 
''published In technical Journals; some 
"o^ ^hem have been embodied in presi- 
'dential messages. They may all be 
verilied from any sea-going oificer of 
the navy, or, if the reader is suflicient- 
ly Interested, by the testimony of his 
own eyes. 

A modern battleslilp is a simple 
thing in its big general principles. 
Two points are essential In Its protec- 
tion — a shell-proof armor, which 
guards its waterline; and high shell- 
proof turrets, which, lift up its guns 
just above the wash and spray of the 
waves. An X-ray photograph of it.s 
heavy armor would show a monitor 
with high turrets. The lower part of 
the smokestacks, the minor gun posi- 
tions, the conning, and signal towers, 
are all protected; bvitj.these two major 
points are the essentials in the armor 
of a batycship. 

Obviously, the most important fea- 
ture of all must be the belt along thf; 
i jyater line. A wound upon the turx--jt 
siriay silence that one turret's guns. A 
'i'hoie uppn the water llije will cripple 
^JprrSlrik ;tbe ship. I fpf s iall the Busdian 
*tollle?: which caiiie to 'vllght - In the 
^g^feat battlo'bf TsbusSlroa, that seal- 
ed the fate of ith<»";^ii8S»an- Japanese 
war, one stanaa-':"6ut' 'especially. The 
Russian battleshjp&i when they went 
into that light, were overloaded until 
the shell-proof amor of their water 
Unp was underneath the w^uter. 

They were not battleships at all. 
Within a year afterwards, -our navy 
awoke to the realization of a startling 
fact: The ships of the battle lleet of 
the United States aro in exactly the 
same condition as the Russian ships 
at Tsoushima— not temporarily, but 
permanently. 

Of all our battleships, not one shows 
its main armor-belt six Indies above 
the water when fully equiijped and 
ready foi' ^5ea. There Is a continuous 
belt of this main armor from seven 
and one-half to nine feet wide around 
every ship. The constructors' plans 
were made to have from to 30 
inches of this out of water when each 
vessel makes her trial trip. But trial 
trips are made ■ with something less 
ithan half the weight of actual service 
.;>«n board the ship. 'VVhein ftjlly loaded 
Son sea, practically the wh'Qj.Q of the 
';^Shlp's water lino Js under , water. 
iikpftyii tJJlB la a. thinner aririor, which 
"can be pierced tiy h^aVy' shells. 

What It Means. 
The standard heavy gun of today 
throws a steel .projectile 12 inohes In 
diametei-, i foot long, and weighing 
850 pounds, charged with a high ex- 
plosive. The bursting of one of these 
.Mhells in this thinner secondary armor 
would tetti' & hole bigger tjian a door 
upon a ship's water line.. What, would 
happen after this is best shown by 
'what actually did happen . to a Rub- 
. ulan battleship, the Osllabia, as told 
^.^by one of her officers on the evening 
^'^f tlie battle of the Tsoushima: 
'"*:'"Threo shells, one after another, al- 
ni'ist in the same identical spot. Im- 
agine it! All of them in the same 
place. All on the water lino under the 
forward turret! Ndt a ■ liolc, but a 
regular gatev/ayl Three of them pen- 
etrated her together. Siie almost heel- 
ed over at once, then sotlled under the 
water. A tremendous rush of water, 
and the parlitions were niitunilly use- 
less, 'rho devil himself couldn't liave 
done anything." 

■ The Osllabia 'B&nk' one' hour 'after 
firing began. 

Ships With Submerged Armor 
It is not necessary to dwell upon the 
fate of the eiglit or nine lumdrcd men 
upon a. battk'shii> which is sunk like 
this. On the Borodino, another Rus- 
sian slilp destroyed in this battle of 
Tsoushhna, one man was reported to 
have survived; on tho Alexander III, 
three. ±iut it Is . worth ivhllo to reca- 
))itulate the Investment of the United 
Stp.ti5i8 In- b^ttl^Snlptf w.hioh lack a first 
essoritja,] of 'diihattleshlp— protection of 
:th'e.,:water: line. Without counting tlm 
i'<!.4j'y*''^'^J^*P''» country in the past 
ten years has built twenty tlr.st class 
Hhips, costing over .$100, 01)0,000. . Five 
iTjoro are building now, which will cost 
H.s $■15,000,000. In all, our Investment 
111 battleship is over $1'I0,000,000. No 
Hhip which this pays for liaa, (jr has 
yot been planned to have, a water lino 
protection reaching more than sis- 
InchoB above tho water when she is 
ready to light. The condition of our 
armored cruisers la almost tho saiuo. 



Of our last "eight ai'mored;;crulsert)i 
Ayhlcji «Ost' us more than' $40,000,000, 
only twoi have a'iualn'armor-belt whlcn 
extondsiabovo tho water's cdgo. 
Not Common Mistake- 
No other nation in the world ha'3 
ever made this fundamental mistake, 
except in the case of a few Isolated 
ships. The French have always had a 
high, continuous belt which reaches 
from five to eight feet above ^.tlje 
water lino. The British, for Sonifi^.tlme 
without the cqntlhuous belt :>polr.cl|n^ 
the entire ship, have ;ftlww'*^r§}tHiK«?? 
armor they consideHavVital;,mai»y,,;feet 
above the water;- 'P-yherDreadnofight-rT 
their f Rmou> i bdttleshlp, ;.' embodying 
the secret leaponS of the .Russian- Jap- 
anese war — ^represents the principle 
upon which' all their ships are being 
built toAay, Hei main water line belt 
extends eight feet below the water 
line and five feet above. This ship 
has now been flni-shcd and in commis- 
sion for iiiiore than a year. Mean- 
while, the United States makes no 
movement to raise its water , line ar- 
mor to where it should be. There vi 
no defense for placing this armor un- 
der water. It is kept there simply be- 
cause it has boon jjlaecd there in the 
past. The initial mistake might be 
understood, for tho designing of a 
battleslilp is a most complex problem; 
but the continuation of the policy 
seems more incredible than its begin- 
ning. 

The United States Jias five big bat- 
tleships now . building, not , .one of 
them. In.'&pite of the continued pro- 
test of our sea-goJng officers, wfth its 
main belt" above thei watpp line. .Three 
of thesfe are too far.; along .towards 
completion to be changed. TwQ of 
them can be altered by the pressure 
of outside public opinion. But that 
pressure must be exerted soon, or it 
will be too late. 

Lowness of American Ships. 

A battleship must light at sea — in 
heavy weathei'. To do tliis, she must 
have her gunports and lier turrets 
well out of. water. If this were not 
the case, the Monitol^— long sipce dis- 
carded — would be tlie'aifhtlhg; ship of 
the world. BUt the lowest of bur 
battleships today- are scarcely more 
than monitors. The three ships of 
the Indiana class liave their bows but 
eleven feet above the waiter; the two 
ships in the Kearsarge class but thir- 
teen. Anil in the very latest of our 
ships afloat, the Conocticut, the bows 
are only about oisiiteen feet above the 
water line. The hows of our latest 
armored cruL-acrs are only twenty 
feet above. 

Now, all modern battleships in fcr- 
eign navies have forward decks from 
about twenty- two to twenty-eight feet 
above the water; the armored cruisers 
have theirs from twenty-live to thirty- 
two feet high. And in tho latest of 
tho foreign ships, especially In the 
French and British navies, the high 
bow is universal. The Drettdnought's 
forward decks are twenty-eight feet 
high. Her forward turret is set far 
buck — about one hundred and ten feet 
from the bow; and In front of it a 
breakwater is arranged to prevent the 
waves that come aboard from rolling 
back to this turret. 

Result Disastrous. 

Tho result of this difference in con- 
struction would -be disastrously ap- 
parent in any naval war. Fighting at 
sea takes place with ships under way 
and steaming at higli .speed. Our 
ships, when moving into any consid- 
erable heavy sea, take In over then- 
low bows solid water, which slaps up 
ever their forward turrets. What this 
means can be understood from a re- 
cent experience of one battleship In 
our navy. The Virginia, ^vith all her 
ports closed by sloel buclilers, shipped 
one hundred and twenty tons of water 
into her forward turret during a trip 
from Cuba, to Haiiipton Roads a few 
niontjjh'S agd With these ports open 
for actioh during bad weather, each 
wave'-\'v;buld 'seHd through them tons 
of wilier, The electrlcai installations 
of the niichihory '^^hichv^^ 
ret, hoiiats the '.aniinuhltloh/'and ele- 
vates tho guns 'wpilld 'bo/- short • cir- 
cuited'^ and- burnt out and "the' turret 
and its guns would be rendered mo- 
tionless. The water would pass down 
Inside tile turret to the handling room, 
and ffom there directly to the maga- 
zines. 

One-third of Guns Useless In Seaway. 

In other words, it would be imjios- 
slble in rougli weather to aim and lire 
the forwai'd turret guns, one-halt, that 
is, of our heaviest guns, which form 
tho main reliance. o£ the modern bat- 
tleship. In the same weather, foreign 
battleships ■ with their high bows, 
could'ftrd their forward turret guns 
with case, .^he handicap Is still worse 
for our armOrfd cruisers, for these 
ships steam faster thto the battle- 
ships, ahd cphsequently^ throw up 
more water at their bows; and, being 
longer than the battleships, they 
plunge their bows much deeper Into 
tho waves. . 

But the broadside guns on our slilps 
are In an. even worse position than 
those in tho forward turrets, in the 
Georgia, Idaho and ConnecUcut class- 
es — containing tlie twelve latest Ijat- 
tleshlps alloat — they are only about 
eleven feet aboN'c the water. In each 
of our new armored cruifser.:?, ten of 
tho fourteen medium guns arc at tho 
same height. None of these guns 
could b(! llred to windward wliilc tho 
slii|)S wore steaming at battle speed 
against even a modci-atc sea; tlial is, 
these guns could not be l'.)iii;ht at 
all in the most ads'antageinis i)0si- 
tions ; for the ship wiiich tin^s to 
windward holds the great advantage 
of being free fmni tli'j siu(ikij of her 
funnels and guns. The broadsidi! guiKs 
<>f 'fdrclgp- battleships and cr-uisi.'rs are, 
generally speaking, twice as high as 
ours and many of them are three 
times us high. 

Tho three or four be.st navies in 
the world have faster .ships than oijrs; 
they could. In most cases, pick their 
time of lighting. If they chose' to 
tight us m rough weatlier, their ad- 
vantage would be enormous. If only 
fairly lieav:,: aeas, while - the French 
and Japanese eOuld bo 'using their en- 
tire batteries, our forward turrets and 
tiiree-(iuarters o£ our ' windward 
broadsldo guns would be heiavll.y han-; 
dlcapped, if not" niii'to ' udoiess. - ?rhe,se 
constitute more than one-third Of the 
guns upon a- lighting ship. 

Long Known Defect, 

Tho na\-y departuKmt ha.3 long 
known this dcf<'Ct. It was called spe- 
cillcally to its attention by .special re- 
purls at loa.st as early as 1.(00. Re- 
peated protests against it have been 
made ever since. In .1903, after our 
last type of battleship, tho Oonuecti- 
cut, was well established, the Idaho 
and Ml.sals.slppl were pro|)osed, with 
forward decks sixteen feet high luid 
after-decks only nln(!. Tho bulkling 
of thcrio ships. In face of tho know- 
ledge of what their lowering upon the 
water meant, was iiropostcrous. There 
'v.'as a blttor llglii agaln.->t them, hut 
they wcro put through by tho con- 
gress of laoi. Our soml-Dread- 
noughta, which will not be laimched 
for two years, will have bown only 
eighteen feet abovo tho water. Not 
before our last two twenty-thousand- 
ton battleships aro launched, three i 



years from now,,, will; ■ .we. have ; one 
fighting ship in the navy with bows of 
proper height. And slhese latest ahlpa 
wero given a proper '-freeboard only 
after special pressure'-ifrom' the Preslr 
dent of the United 'States..; On; this 
point, again, the na\Tr itseltjrefused' to 
change Its policy. • ^ ' 

Open Shaft to the Magiiine. 

The most important prottiqtiph of a 
battleship, outside of thfeyhuU-ljtself/ is 
tl^4t; 'glyen to the magazlpfs, :\tJever, 
[slfac§ the use of powder; upon flfehtlps 
■Shipsj; has there been :suoh::r<jariger to 
■the niagaislnes as e?flsts;;lh;!,eyery bat- 
"tleship diid Evrmored cruiser' in the 
American fleet. It is a first principle, 
recognized even in tlie days of wooden 
frigates, that powder must not bo 
passed directly up to tho gun-dock 
through a vertical shaft. Primitive 
common sense demands that thero 
must bo no passageway .straight 
down from the fire of the guns on the 
fli:hting deck to the maga'/ine. The 
open turret of tho United States -bat- 
tleship is tho only violation of this 
principle in the practice of tho world. 

The open turret is a conical shaft 
leading straight down into the hull of 
tho ship. At the top of this shaft, in 
llio turret proper, the powder -is load- 
ed into the heavy guns; at the bottom 
is tlio handling room, where tho pow- 
der is delivered from the magazine ; 
around this handling room and open- 
ing directly into it, are the magazines. 

Tho guns in tho turret proper are 
lircd with charges of smokeless i)OVV- 
lii.T. ]iut n]i in big bags of cloth liold- 
nig several hundred ijounds. Tlii.^ Is 
Uv)t the ordinary black pqwder which i 
we all know. It Is a hax-d, round sui)- ] 
stance of a eomppsitlbn which looi;s[ 
not unlike celluloid; its grains — In tlioj 
charges lor the heaviest guns— are j 
cylladeys about the size of a spool of' 
thread. These grains of powder, win " 
unco.nflhed, do not explode If they un^ 
set on Are, but aro consumed like liz- 
i;ing lire-crackor.'4. Now, under jin^s- 
ent t^ondltions at least, a certain num- 
ber of accidents hi loading ami iiriug 
guns can be counted on. \^'hell tliose 
occur, tho Jnirning powder grains in 
the charges will fall straight down 
into the handling room. The charges 
in tho handling room will be set on 
lire, and the whole turret will ho hlled 
at onco with a poisonous, llammg gas 
that destoys life immediatol.\-. Three 
times, already, by a miracle, American 
ships liavc been saved from tho c.xplo- 
'Sion of their magazines because of 
this kind of accident. 

Danger from Exploding Shell- 
All this is In peace. In war there 
would be, in most of our turrets, th.o 
possibility of a shell cnt<M-hig through 
a port. This shell, bursting, -would 
certainly ignite tho powder hcins 
loaded into the gun, aiid set the hand- 
ling room ablaze. In at least a dozen 
of our earlier battleships shells would 
alm.ost certainly enter the gun ports, 
with an enemy who could shoot at all. 
Tho turret ports are so enormous in 
two ships, the Kcarsarge and tho iCen- 
tucky, that half a dozen twelve-inch 
shells could enter them at the same 
time. Tho openings above and below 
the guns in the turrets of these sliipa 
aro ten feet square. The service jour- 
nal, the "Navy," speaking of this de- 
fect, says that these ships are not fit 
for service In battle line against really 
modern vessels. "We cannot," it says, 
"afford to sink their trained crews." 

But the open turrets do not cause 
the only exjiosure of our magazines. 
In the twelve earliest battleships of 
the navy — a half of our battloships — 
there Is a big unaripoured section in 
tiie after-end of the superstructure 
which protects tho medium and smal- 
ler guns. This lies just in front of the 
after turret — an unprotected area of 
about llfty square feet of half-Inch 
plates. At certain angles, a shell from 
an ojjposlng fleet would pass through 
this soft spot like a bullet through a 
piece of paper. Inside the superstruc- 
ture and behind this gap In the armor 
four shafts pass down into the auxll-; 
lary magazines of the ship. 

Now, these dangers to the ships' 
magazines arc no', of recent discovery. 
For ten years our offlcers have ijro- 
tcsted vigorously, against thcni, and 
their Warnings lie in a long list upon 
the official flies. The ordinary seamen 
of the fleet, evpn, understand the '^Itu- 
atlon thoj-oughly. -One example will 
show thlis, .'Whriix the Kearsarge went 
across ,ti> Bngland and Germany in 
1903, her officers and crew fitted 
wooden.canvas screens painted to res- 
emble steel' inside of hep ^raping turret 
portd, in an attempt to keep this glar- 
ing fault' from foreign observation. 
The offlcers and men of visiting nav- 
ies at Hampton Roads la.st summer 
viewed some of the more obvious de- 
fects with Ill-concealed surprise. But 
all this time there has been practic- 
ally no change. The yawning gun- 
ports remain us originally designed ; 
the gaps In tho superstructures of a 
dozen ships are '.still unarmorcd; the 
open turrets — though Dtted with in- 
effective shutters bet'ivcen their tur- 
'rets proj)er and their handling rooms 
— to all intents and purjiosos are un- 
changed. And yot, the first two far.lts 
could have been remedied at trivial 
expense, tho last and greatest' at a 
comparatively reasonable cost, 
Poor Protection fpp Gun Crews, 

It is not my purpose to Inventory 
all the defects .In, the matorldl equip- 
ment of our battleships; "which are 
causing '.so much ilpprehonalon to our 
aervlco. But there aro many others 
that arc serious. In the six earlloi-t 
battleships .;f our navy, tho turret 
ports are not only double the size that 
they should be, but the broadside gun.? 
also stand glowering from unprotected 
or badly protected openlng.s as wide 
as--, double door.-f. The medhiui guns of 
all foreign nations ari; isolated liy 
pairs in turrets or singly In casemates. 
In none of our ships afloat, except 
only the live of latest design, Is this 
principle observed. In two .shltis, tlu- 
Kearsarge and the Kentucky, there 
aro fourteen guns in one compart- 
ment, tho flvo-lnch armor of which 
would be easily pierced by a heavy 
shell. Tho explosion of a, shell in this 
compartment would jirobably kill or 
disable every ono of tho hundred .'ind 
forty men Inside, and silence every 
gun. In the live ships of tho kite 
(Jeorgia class, one of which is not yot 
in commission, there aro two and 
three guns and their crews in single, 
thinly arnioi^cd compartments. 

Insufficient Ammunition Hoists 

■Victory at sea depends, nioro llian 
all else, on tho quickness and accurac.v 
of siiootlng. ft is not unlike westcru 
gun-pla.y; the shljis v/hich .'.ilioot l'a.st- 
cst and stralghtest win. And, with 
our recent Iraliiing in guiiner.v, (jur 
crews can slioot as fast and uccurati>,- 
l,v as any in tho world. But the ap- 
paratus of feeding them their anunu- 
iiltion lias not kepi, pace with their ad- 
vance in skill. Tho mechanism' for 
furnishing aminunltioli to tho crew.s 
of tho medium guns can give them 
only onc-Ufth to one-third tlio amount 
that they can Hro. 

Tho turrets of the big guns aro en- 
tirely unequipped with emergency gear 
for liolstlng ammunition. Now, the 
regular hoisting gear for each gun de- 
pends upon a wire cable under a 
great strain, and every foreign battle- 



ship is fitted with emergency hoists 
for use iC this should break. . The 
American turret cru«' must linprpvise 
a tackle for this puipose in case of 
accident. This . would, bo , just about 
like rigging u,^ Hand-derrick to lift a 
safe into a third storey window. Tho 
shell alono for a twelve-inch gun 
weighs 850 pounds, and that for the 
thlrteen-inch over 1,100 pounds. Prac- 
tically speaking, a battle miglit be well 
over before another shell was fired 
from the turret whosS hoisting gear 
broke down, while .the ordinary speed 
of flrlng each of the two heavy guns 
in the turret would be .iroih once to 
twice a minute. 

All these things. It will be seen, are 
but further examples of one .sun'rlslng 
and alarming characteristic of tli"0 
management of our navy — tho same 
failure, as in the case of our armor 
and our guns, to rectify mistakes when 
onco established. 

Lack of Torpedoes and 'Destroyers 

So much fur^ a survey of tho gen- 
M-:".! lighting abilities of our battle- 
ships; but there Is one most Import- 
ant ])art of modern sea-lighting that 
remains to be conslderetl — the use of 
tiie torpedo. It was a Htaiidiiig crit- 
icism of our iiav.v until tho past year 
that it gave no practice to sea-going 
torpedo craft — tliat is to say, at night, 
under the conditiiuui where, tirst of 
.all, the torpedo destroyer becomes 
useful. This .summei-. In tho evolu- 
tions of the Atlantic lleet, tho tor- 
pedo destroyers— that is, the sea-going 
torjiedo Ixjats — wcro g'iven their Urst 
real oi)]-jorluiiky lo work. Almost 
every liini' when ])itti^d against our 
licet, they rcaclu.-d the battleships; 
th;it is, they ,L;^otMnto a iio:dtion whore 
they could ilestroy thorn. It was dc- 
monsti^alcd at that time that we would 
iU'Cd a cordon of lorty-cight torpedo 
destroyers to defend our fleet' from tho 
il( stroyers of :in' enemy. We have 
just twenty available. 

Man in Command 

'I'hcso aro all faults of material 
equipment — some of the major faults. 
Tho second — or perhaps nior<: ijroperly 
tho Urst — great factor iu the oper- 
ation of the navy is it.s personnel. 
Now, this is no arraignment of the 
personnel of the American navy. Let 
him who o.Npects it turn tho page. The 
men and olliccrs in our navy arc not 
surpassed, nor ciiualled, 1 believe, iu 
any navy in tho world, in Intolllgeucc 
or bravery, or, generally spoakin.g, 
iu enthusiasm. The enliuisiasm 
among the younger ofiiccrs is extraor- 
dinar.v. But no discussion of our navy 
Ciiii be complete v.'itliout an under- 
standing of the a.ge and the prciiar- 
ation of the chief odiccrs of our. liect, 
and, lirst of all, of our admirals. 

Fighting is the wuyk of men In their 
prime. No one who has not. scon it 
can realize the physical and nervous 
strain wiiicli comes upon tho ono man 
made respunsible for the operation, of 
a licet in battle. The fate of a nation 
literally hangs upon hirn. He must 
watch continually for nays before an 
action. I myself saw Admiral Samp- 
son, a bent ligurt; upon the lirldge of 
the New York, grow older and more 
bent every hour during our .Spunish 
war. That strain, no doubt, helped to 
hurry, on his death. The story told 
iir that gossip centre of the naval 
wovld.'iho far east, of Admiral Togo's

.But.,add^d;!^tsQiJit.hlit' -fs'-the fact that 
ne^j^il'allv'ofi^'h^so men- had virtually 
no. training for their particular duties 
aj cotenianders of great and modern 
.Wghtlng, ships. The ago of retirement 
iat'Slxty-two; our offlcers .can scarcely 
reach, the hlghec positions before they 
are fetlred. Of the twenty- two cap- 
tains 'Who comtnahded' thr battleships 
and armored cruiser^ In 1906, but five 
had ever had any previous experience 
In respphslble ^positions of secondary 
command upon a battleship or armor- 
ed cruiser. 

This condition in regard to age 
comes from a system of promotion 
which oxMsts only in the navy of tho 
United States. Onec out of the Naval 
Academy, tho column of o!'1ccr.s forms 
and passes on in Indian Hie, changed 
practically not at all but -by death or 
retirement. Tho otlier navies of the 
w.irld have a process of selection for 
all ofiiccrs above tho rank of lieuten- 
ant. Those lower ullicors who arc not 
selected l'<.)r prnniotion are i^(!tirod at 
a certain age. And this has given for- 
eign i-.)untries iilekcd men of lower 
iigcs for their iuii)ortant .stations. It 
can 1)0 said, without tho slightest 
criticism of the men no\:' iu comnumd 
of our navy, that our s.\stom must ho 
cliangcd to allow the selcclii)n of our 
higlicr olliccrs. It will not only p:\yc 
us younger iiiori, solected for their 
work, at the head of our battle licet ; 
It win awaken Ihroughout the service 
a healthful stimulus of ambition 
which does not .now exifit. . 

The Bureau Management of the Navy. 

The immediate question Whl^h oc- 
ct:r,'i to c\-eiy one upon learhjtng ■'these 
fact is: How can such a;"'^ta,i(B 'of af- 
fairs be possible'^ - Soui& Of{"lhe-'cohdlf 
tlons, especially those of : the. 'materia! 
equipment, are -SO. absUrd- 'that they 
sconi absolutely Ittippsslble. How can 
any human b^Ing,.'Or.sQt-of human be- 
ings place th'O armor of a battleship 
under water ? Ifavvr-.-6ah/ -.they place 
their greatest guhs&dtjeptly'-above an 
open shaft leading 'te a pciwder maga- 
zine? How can they, year after year, 
build shipa so low that they cannot 
flro a groat percentage of their guns 
under conditions ^vhlch must almost 
certainly be met in naval warfare '.' 
How is it possible that blunders of 
those i)roportlons can lie ijcrpetratodv 
'I'Ik! ansv.-er lo this is sinii)ly that no 
human being is responsible for this 
thing. It is doiio by a system — an or- 
ganization so constituted, that its very 
nature compels It to perpetuate mis- 
takes. 

''i.'lio navy deparluicnt of the l,Tnited 
States is operated uiulcr its secretary, 
by a bureau systcui. Tho secretary is 
a civilian— gencrall\', in recent years, 
a lawyer, ]jasshig on from this step- 
ping stone to a. liighor iiolitical career. 
The conduct of the department must, 
naturally, como Into the hands of the 
bureaus beneath him. 'There are seven 
oE those — ■ Navigation, Ordinance, 
Kqulpment, Construction and liopalr, 
Stcam-cnglneorlng, .Supplies and Ac- 



counts, and Medloinc^ £^nd Surgery. 
Tho United State,'3 Viavy Is. built, 
equipped and operated by bnretu.'.^, 
The criticisms of the navy all come 
back to them. They are, when these 
criticisms .are' to be acted upon, prac- 
tically both judge and defendant. Na- 
turally, they acquit the defendant al- 
most invariably. This kills the criti- 
cism. 

Fifteen Years' Fight for a Safe Turret 

The opfen turrets of bur navy have 
been prdtestea against since they wisre 
first built, at least 'flf teen years ago. 
In 1898 the attention of the >tlepiurt- 
ment was invited jp'ecillcally to this 
defect, and to the fact that It existed 
in none of the foreign navies all of 
wlileh had their handling rooms care- 
fully separated from the turrets po- 
por. In 1901 Admiral George C. Hc- 
mey, then commander-in-chief of the 
t'-:hina station, brought the matter to 
the personal attention of the secretary 
of the navy and earnestly recommend- 
ed that tho defect bo corrected. 

In July, 1901, the three chiefs of the 
bureaus of ordnance, steam-engineer- 
ing, construction and repair, . after re- 
ceiving letters urging that come action 
be taken to do away with exposure of 
the magazines in our now battleships, 
said, concerning the turrets of tlie 
Kentucky class: "A baseball tossed 
into one of tho ports would fall direct- 
ly intr) the thlrteen-inch handling room, 
opening Into which are thlrteen-inch 
magazines, and below which are the 
thirtecn-incli maguzinos. There can 
be no reasonable doubt that a largo 
or even medium caliber shell In tho 
thlrteen-inch turret would In all pro- 
bability, explode the- ihirteen-inch and 
eight-inch maga.zlnes, as welj as the 
live-incli magazines tnat are immedi- 
ately adjacent to thejh, " thUs-lhybiving 
the complete d&Btrufetipn : Of the ves- 
sel." •' •-■ ■ 

The fact that llils fault of turret 
construction is qommon to all the bat- 
tleslilps of the navy was perfectly 
clear. Protests agalUBt It continued; 
but not only was It not, corrected, but 
tho same design of lurret was put 
Into all of the new battleships. 
Our Firat Need. 

"U'hat is needed is quite clear. The 
secretary of tlic navy, being a civilian, 
generally with a short tcnuro of offlco, 
must havo ox'pert advisers. Thero 
must be a board behind him whose 
opinion ho i.s legally authorized by 
c'.mgrcss to accept. 'I'his boiu'd, in the 
Ilrst place, must know I'xaclly the 
views of the actual s?a going service: 
in tlio second place, it must have no 
hand itself in carrying out tho details 
oi: Us own advice— it must delegate this 
to others. Every country in tlio world 
but onra bus a body of this kind at 
the imad of its navy, and it is this 
which President Uppsevelt in 1003 re- 
obmmended that obngreis'S' provide for 
ours. . . ■,)'.;:.^

' -I kno\y very wiell that this article 
'Will be criticized In'tsbmis'.. quarters as 
lihpatrlotlc' and' uhappreci9.tive of our 
navy,.,It la,,- nothlrig-^'oit' the sort. No 
one. can. be more appreciative ot tlie 
American lia'vy than myself after ten 
years of famillarity,i\vith* It^a closer 
s e a - go I n g " a c q u a I n tanCeV.'.l 'bel I e v e, than 
any other civilian 'po'ssesses. I believe 
there are no better men "or officers in 
any other navy in the world. I am 
perfectly familiar will: the marvelous 
improvement in tho gunnery of our 
navy during the last ton years; I am 
personally confident that this person- 
nel, with Its extraordinary skill, would 
fight valiantly in battle .against any 
navy In the worlci. This not a 
criticism of our navy; it is criticism 
of our cquipniont — or the poor tools 
which are given our men to work with, 
and of the system which is responsible 
for giving them these tools, 

Roosevelt's (Srea^ Ac6pmpitshm!»rit. ' 
' The skill' of our gunr<;fews iiaa in-' 
credsed firbm the bore four' per cent, 
of shots which s;U"t(bk Gervera's fleet 
at Santiago, at an*- ^verage dlstance'of 
2,800 yards, to the avi^rage' of over 
thirty per oejit of hits made' by the 
twelve-Ihoh ^vhs .of the Atlantic fleet 
at a target' of thirty' by sixty feet at a 
distance of from five to nine thousand 
yalrdS, during the battle practice of 
this autump. But these improvements 
wore made, not because of the present 
organization and management of biir 
navy, but In solte of It. Captain I'Mske, 
in a recent paper, has stated the ex- 
act case. In regard to the ultra-con- 
servatism shown when tho manifest 
neglect of target practice was brought 
to the attention of the department ,and 
a rational method of training was re- 
commended by certain junior offlcers 
he points out that the resistance was 
so effective; tliat it rendered reform 
Impossible, until a civilian. President 
Roosevelt, forced the department to 
adopt the measures which have pro- 
duced such higlily satisfactory results. 
It vv;as also the powerful influenoo of 
the president that finally overcame tiio 
"cbhservatlsm" that resisted tho de- 
sign of shiiis armed with twelve-Inch 
guns only. In these, and in many 
other matters, ho has emdjied progres 
Bivo opinion In the service to exert Its 
intluesicc in the direction ot improve- 
ment. 

But President Roosevelt, a.ftor ;ic- 
comi)llshing this great work for the 
navy, is nearing tlio end of his term. 
.-Vnolher president, Vv'ltli less interest 
in this brand! of the government, may 
succeed him. But, whether this oc- 
curs or not, 11 is higli time that the 
navy itself bo In a position to cimdnct 
Its affairs efliciently. To do this, it 
must havo a new syscom of manuge- 
mont. There is only one means liy 
vvhicli this can bo attained — by the 
arousing of public opinion, and the 
enlistment of its influence to bring 
this change about. iMy purpose in 
this article is merely the arousing of 
this public (ipinion. I am exiioslng 
nothing whtt-tever that tlie naval an 
thorltles of other countries do not al- 
ready know. 1' am telling no national 
secrets to foreigners. I am merely 
informing the American public of con 
ditlons which It .should have known 
of long ugo; and my only hope Is that 
knowing them. It will correct them.

There are from 250 to 360 of these 
great ela.stlc slabs on either side , of 
the.whale.'s mouth. When the mouth 
is closed the baleen fits, into grooves 
ingeniously and conveniently placed. 
"When It is opened the baleen springs 
forward so as to fill completely the 
space between the Jaws. 

Some of the slabs of baleen in th 
mouth of the bowhead . are ten or 
twelve foin long. The Pacific ' right 
whale yield,-^ baleen nearly as largo as 
that of the bowhead but of coar.ser 
texture; the linback v,-hale produces 
.'jhort baleen, and the South Sea 
\vhalcbone is short and coars(!. l-he 
lialeen of the humjibaek whale is so 
poor as hardly to be worth taking. 

"Wlien a kill has been made the lish- 
ermen hoist the iipjiei jaw on the 
dock of their vessel with the layer of 
bone attached. Cutting spades are 
pushed along the groove between tho 
glim ;uid tho j.-iwbone, and the entire 
head b(Jlng su.sj)ended from tackle, tho 
weight of the bono U.self aids in de- 
taching it from the jaws. 

Then with spades and axes the fish- 
ermen separate the mass of bone into 
pieces of from three to six slabs each, 
when it is stored in the hold until 
leisure comes for cleaning it. Then 
the slabs are carefully separated from 
one another by cutting through the 
.gunt-wltli an axe, the particles of .gum 
and flesh are removed with ."scrajiers 
and afler being wa.shed the bone is 
thoroughly dried. 

Much of tho whalebone taken to- 
day is landed at San Prancisco, where 
the bone is hunched in bundles of 
twenty-two slabs each, welghinff 
about eighty pounds. The bone les.-? 
tlian six feet long is considered un 
dcrsized and is sold at a lower price. 

The biggest yield of bone by one 
bowhead vvlialo was that taken by the 
Mary and 'Helen Ip 188a, when tho 
c;lean-up yielded a, 100 pounds, worth 
In the neighborhood of $15,000 at pre- 
vailing' prices. 

I-"rom tho .San Francisco storehouses 
fho bone i.s sent to New York and 
Boston ructorie,-! to be cut. All, these 
I'.ictorle;; are small, employing at the 
outside forty workmen. 

Hero the various jjrocesses of trans- 
forming the rough Into the iinished 
product are performed with a variety 
of biiears and cutting knives. When 
the workmen are through with it they 
havo dress bono which sells for $10 a 
pound, whip bone at ?G to $7 a pound 
and other varieties at different prices. 
Even the shavings are utilized, going 
to the upholsterers. 

The cost of whalehono has led to 
the introduction of many substitutes, 
siKh as horn and rattan and thin 
."-trijiK of steel covcr(,Ml with rubber or 
composition, and necessarily those 
Lhin.gs have supiilanted bone in itl.V- 
cheaper grades of coi-.sets. But bone 
occupies a place of Its own for tluv 
iiettei- trtide, and as l,)ng as fashion 
decrees stays so hmg pi-ohably will 
tho New Bedford fi.iilor take his chan- 
ties of getting cauglK in tlie ico "\p .

"The whole of their inter-colonlal 
trade, between Bombay and Japan had 
been, for the present, wiped out by 
their Japanese competitors."

O. com- 
pany. "Up to this ye^r: .they had been 
able to obtain ra -share;"of that , trade, 
but the present-' ■increase of competi- 
tion was hardly fair, sefilng that, dur- 
ing the war between Russia and. Ja- 
pan they carried on the whole of thai;, 
business for the benelit' of Japanes'e 
manufacturing Interests. When he 
fir.=it went to Japan in connection with 
the mail service from this country the 
Japanese had ,-;carcoly seen a steam 
vessel, but the denouement was start- 
ling in the extreine, .Tt seemed to him 
that tho soul of tin; people hud lain 
diirmant I'm- centuries, and suddenly 
awakened to a degree of what lie 
might term almost suiiernatiiral activ- 
ity." The assistant niaiiager of the 
Nijipon Yusen Kabiishikl Kaislia (Ja- 
pan Mall Kteanisbip i.'o.) in London 
told the Dally Mirror that it was a

eating room each diner took a bowl 
full of water and after washing his 
mouth and teeth swallowed enough 
to quench his thirst.

The 
eyelid.? of both slant inward,'eand_ the 
prominent cheekljones and other racial 
characteristics are identical among all 
these myrhads. 

Tho Jap student of today .strips off 
his simple uniform oiiJtlniono, :dons the 
dungaree, garments of j;ohri '.Chlhaman, 
strolls out'; t<j ' the, .'farthert corner of 
the Celestial;, Empire — notebook in 
sleeve aria eyes bpen. for anything use- 
ful to his couiitry— in appearance a 
Chinese, in fact, the Japanese "investi- 
gator" of tomorrow. It was from this 
college that the Japanese spies, who 
did such great work for their country 
during the recent war, were drawn. It 
Is from this colle.ire that the Japanese 
government recruits its Intelligence 
Department In its campaign of politi- 
cal and commercial conquest of the 
Chinese Empire. Indistinguishable 
from any Chinaman, equipped with 
ever.v npcesslty__and unhamjiered by 
any superllulty, tho ox-student of 
Tun-AVen penetrates yanion (olllcial 
residence) und hong (merchant'.s of- 
fice) on his tour of Investigation. Rice 
and water is his only commissariat, 
the clothes of day are his bod at 
night.

Preaomlnanoe of Lady Trout 

Why is it tliat In many a water the 
female fish tend to be much more, plen- 
tiful, than the males? There are two 
known causes of the disproportion. One 
Is that large and woll-nourished female 
trout produce more female than moio 
offspring. Tho other main cause is the 
destruction of young males by large old 
ones The old trout, though good ught- 
ei-s, aro not good faUiers. Their progeny 
besides being female in excessive pro- 
portion, tend to be weaklings Then, 
the old male trout aro cannibals.lheir 
oonsumpiion of the young is enormous. 
How is the evil state of affairs to bo 
redressed? How Is the proper balance 
of tho sexes to bo restored? 

Wherever anglers are at liberty to 
to use worm and minnow as well as fly, 
tho stock of trout Is well maintained. 
On the other band, wherever all lures 
save 11 y are forbidden, the stook con- 
stantly tends towards decline. Clearly, 
then, wherever tho balance of the sexes 
is seriously deranged, the old patriarchs 
should bo captured. Destruction of the 
patriarchs Is the condition precedent to 
a restored state of nature. This has 
been made manifest by the natural his- 
tory of the problem. It points to an 
Ideal system of management which will 
begin with offending tho understanding 
of those who aro .interested in "strictly- 
preserved" streams. "What?" they will 
exclaim, ' "Alow worm and minnow? 
Never!" It cannot be denied that there 
will be a certain reasonableness in their 
reluctance. Anglers using worm or min- 
now would catch not the cannibals only. 
They would catch young trout also. Still, 
It is damonstrablo that tho remedy sug- 
gpsted would do no harm even to tho 
stream's e*' Hampshire. 

As to the rivers and streams, even 
those which are open to all comers will 
attain their original excellence two or 
three years after tiio general acceptance 
of tho principle that it is unsportsman- 
like and unwise to take a trout which 
'I's less than' three-quarters ' of a pound. 
If all fish under that standard were re- 
turned to the water, trout fulfilling tho 
condition of capture, .and trout still 
better, would ere long, in all clean 
streams, bo as abundant as the most ex- 
acting angler could wish. 

Sisli That Have to 'be Fathered 

■Mr. ArmLslead saycs that "great care 
and iudgmcnt are necessary to niaintaln 
the stock of fish in lake or river at nny- 
tliing like Us best." Tliat Is true. Un- 
til recently care has been the exception, 
not tho nile, and such .judgmont as has 
been employed has been partly wrong. 
Owners of trout streams and anglers 
generally are only beginning to roalizo 
that tlic science of their subject is still 
In an olonentary state. Hitherto they 
havo been Inclined to assume that tho 
fish take sufficient care of themselves. 
The truth Is that trout need as stud- 
ious attention as grouse" or pheasants.

A life of Dr. Carnardo was probably 
inevitable; It is none the less unnec- 
essary, says the London Times. What 
needs to be said of him in the way of 
appreciation is soon •said, and said by 
Dr. Nichol with his wonted enthus- 
iasm; we ourselves endeavored to do 
'spme Justice to his remarkable career 
at the time of his early and lamented, 
decease. Th? .,fa9t , is .tliat , story is 
wrlttefti already " In ''lils 'various works 
vvlth'a, vlvldfless-ithat no pther biogra- 
pher can brlrig'^i..tb- the'spljne-^^^^ 
things, being as v they ^ arp,.,the biog- 
raphy was bouig'd 'tb 'boipei'ajid It is a 
pleasure' to be'ablelto Sa^-' th^t it is an 
interesting' arid 'buslriessllke' story, 
'worthy 'of the vigorous 'arid remark- 
able man whose life It records. It is, 
perhaps, possible that his moth. ids 
are anathema to the members of the 
present Poor Law Commission, but 
tho tables at the end of the»bbOl« 'and 
sonic of the appendices a!re'''hOt' un- 
worthy of their attention. 

Our concern Is lirst with the man 
himsoir. Before all things he is an 
interesting typo of Christianity. Tho 
pragmailHt seizes on him instantly 
as ono wlio yieldw results to the in- 
vestigator of religious experience. It 
may bo admitted that in this respect 
tho .-luthors of tlie life arc deliberately 
vague; when they como face to face 
with tho question tliey leave It thus; 

"It is of comparatively small mo- 
ment to which church on earth he be- 
longed. Of his personal religious con - 
vlctlon.^ it will be enough to say that 
he was intensely and actively inter- 
ested In, all religious questions, he 
tried to keep to himself what warf not 
essential to be Hnown. for his work's 
sake, and: In the , later- years of his life 
he revlv,fed'-,fj'ls: -interest in, and came 
Into clbsbr cbmrtiunion with, tho 
church of his baptism and youth— the 
Established Church ' of England." 

Lurking in the full chronological 
table at the end of the book is a state- 
ment that on July 10, 1803, "Dr. Bar- 
nardo receives a license from the Bis- 
hop of St. Albans to act as lay reader 
In his diocese," and Dr. Festlng was 
not the man to confer even tertiary 
orders on a worker of whoso genuine 
orthodoxy there was the least dis- 
coverable doubt. The last stage was 
therefore that of Anglican church- 
manship. For the other stages we 
turn to the various intimations that 
are given by Dr- Barnardo in the 
course of his letters and appeals. A 
"revival" In Ireland brings about his 
"conversion" in 1S62. He is in touch 
with the "Open Brethren," and sits at 
the foot of Denham Smith. Baptized 
as an infant in one of the Dublin 
churches, he was afterwards re-bap- 
tized in the same city and sub.sequent- 
ly himself administered "adult be- 
liever's bapUsro'Mn.hls -mission at the 
Edinburgh Caatje:^ ?fciWQUld not bo 
easy to say whether this phase wholly 
passed, but there are,, letters In ^ this 
volume from great lights among the 
"Brethren," 'showlngiiithat they i were 
lll-pleftsed, with,: his deyelppmenit.. They 
sftftokr 'thelPtlifeidsi-iat!! 
the,:- Apopalypse; . He .replled-f that he 
hoped ho 'was gaining truer knpwledge 
as -he grew older, and went on with 
his work. 

And what work it was! Some men 
have megalomania thrust upon them. 
Barnado achieved it. From , the first 
he simply had to be doing great 
things, or, at any rate, , doing small 
things in a groat way. At one and 
twenty he is at the Parl.^ Exhibition 
di.^tribuling gratuitous copies of the 
Scriptures, a proceeding of. very 
doubtful wisdom; but then, as he 
writes, "the average daily circulation 
has been 10,000." A little more than 
a year later he had Issued an annual 
report of his solo activities in the 
slums, giving it no less a title than 
"The First Occa'sional Record of the 
Lord's Dealings in connection with 
the East-end Juvenile Mission," and 
it consisted of lifty-six pages— with 
an index. He was already making his- 
tory, and doing so in the grand man- 
ner. He received £90 In answer to 
his first appeal, and the public con- 
tributions to his homes in the la.st 
year of hjs life amounted to nearly 
£200,000, but the striving .after great 
things was the 'same throughout; It 
led him into mistakes, as even his 
flroi frlend..Lord Calrnp felt at times, 
but they; were , "strong riilstakes. At 
Barnardo's death the King paid a trib- 
ute to his "courage and perseverance," 
and certainly they cover a multitude 
of indiscretions. 

Yet hls'iuemolrs are written, not in 
the Indiscretions, but in tho homes as 
they .exist today. It Is too often tho 
case with theso'' one-man philanthro 
pies that the wlthdrawel of the foun- 
der means the early collapse of the 
building. A note from Barnardo's sue 
cesser closes the volume and makes 
it clear, not only that tho work is still 
proceeding, but also tiiat tho guiding 
principal which he adopted continues 
to settlo the lines of activity. The 
most remarkable tribute that could be 
paid to his memory is written in tho 
statement that "tho funds, have in 
each year since Dr. Barnardo's death 
shown an advance, while. . the pu.mber 
of children in the homos' hag' also In- 
creased."

Dividends Passed. 
New York, Jan. 3. — The .Tournal of 
Commerce has made a compilation of 
January dividend and interest payments 
by United States corporations, showing 
a total of $185,600,000. Of this amount 
about $85,000,000 is for llvidends, as 
against over $86,000,000 a year ago — 
over twenty-one Industrial concerns 
having either passed or reduced their 
dividends. Interest payments, however, 
are over $5,000,000 greater than In ,Tan- 
uary last, due to the heavy output of 
bonds and short-term notes.

The 
smell of onion soup, dear to the Par- 
isian concierge, 'still litigers gratefully 
in the nostrils of tl)e American after 
many years, as he thinks wistfully of 
his studeiit days. No reflective per- 
son, as he ' climbs tho, stairs of an 
apartmient'Vouse, is offended serlousl.v 
by the .smoll'iDf .onions as he passes ,'i 
door. He thinks of tlie.' glory,: of beef- 
steak smothered in onlpn8;-f''p£;bnlons 
cooked In cream, of onions" dr.v, ijut 
unfolding their hearts, of fried onions 
as a side dhih- for heroes. Ho thinks, 
and siglis. for his own Arabella can- 
not endure the smell, not knowing 
that line lIne,"huBband and wife defy- 
ing the world wltli mutual onion."

Some manu- 
facturers, urgentl.y needing help, were 
advancing passage money to girls of 
irreproacliable rliar;icter. ■ I'he more 
girls tlio association sent out tlie more 
would our nation provide tho wives and 
mothers of the future Canadian people

association's aim. The condition of 
inan.v girls and women in ISn.gland to- 
day was most pitiable.

-Other men may have 
advanced further on the roads of spoe- 
iallzation tliat lie on tlio hordcrs of 
phyfslcs and chemistry, and pos.slbiy 
some have made more brilliaiit dl.'s- 
coverlcH, but it ■w-u.s ho wlto pointed Iho 
tho way by his indefatigable labors. It 
is to him ■wo. owe the Atlantic cable 
and the perfected marine compass, the 
delicate apparatus by 'NVhloh electric cur- 
rents are measured, as well as tlio dis- 
covery of many of the laws governing' 
naturul forces. Ho opened tho way I'or 
some to reap ricli harvoBU of discovery 
and for others to bulUl up gigantic for; 
tunes. Witli a long life of uiuvearletl 
industry and of univ(;r.sal honor i.va8 .as- 
sociated a lovable nature which charmed 
all with whom In? came in contact. 

What atrikcK tlie .stiiUont of Kelvin's 
career la his romarkable precocity. In 
IS.'ii, at the Hanio tlnu; as lii.s eldi;i' 
brother Jame.s, \\o iiialrlcnlatod In Clas- 
I gow. Unlveralty at tile age of Inn. This 
I was in 18;i2, all hLs education up to 
that time having been acquired through 
his father's Instruction. Having grad- 
uated at Glasgow at' the age of fourteen 
I M'llllam Thomson devoted himself for 
: several yearn to teaching aiid .study, llu 
I resigned a minur profi'ssorKhip at flla.s- 
! gow in order to continue hl.s academic 
i career at Cambridge. Unterlng Peler- 
house College of that University in 1841', 
'he studied assiduously and In 184B> ho 
took Ills degree as second wrangler at 
; tlK! ag(> of twonty-ono and to that honor 
] ho addoU the renown of llrst Sniilh'a 
I pri?.C'nian. 

I At tlni.t time there were few opportuii- 
I itioa for the sliidy of e.xperlnicntii 1 KCi- 
I once in Grejit , Britain. Faraday at tho 
Hoyal Institution held a unique position 
and was feeling his way almost alone. 
•Science in Cambridge hiis made but 111- 
' tie progress since tile ilays of Newton. 
! .It was to Paris, therefore th.at Nciwtoa 
directed his steps but he only remained 
a year, during which he worked in tho 
laboratory of Uegnault, who ^^•a,s then 
engaged In his clus.sical rcaoavchcs into 
the thermal properties of uti'ain. 
nuea tho Chair Fifty-three ■yearn 
Thomson was called at the age of 
tweiily-two lo arenpt the chair of natur- 
al philosophy in tijii I.Inl ver.sl t y of Glas- 
gow, which \w. lilled for lifty-threc yours, 
attaining universal recognition as ono 
of the greatest pliyslclat.s oC all record- 
ed time. .."■'; 

One of his earliest papers there dealt 
with the age ot: the earth and brought 
him into eplllsion wltli. the geologists 
of tho uniformllarian school wh'j -iverc 
claiming thousands of millions of years 
fi>r the f oriHatlon Vof the- stratified, por- 
tirms Of .; the earth's crust.. TKomson's 
calculations on the conductioii ot heat 
showed that at SQine time, between liO,- 
000,000 and -lOO.OOO.OOU millions, prob- 
ribly about 100.000.000 years ago, the 
jjhyslcal conditions of the earth must 
havo been entirely (iiffcrcnt4o,.^t)iose that 
now obtain. This led to a:Ibns coritrp- 
versy in ■ which the physical prlnclplca 
held their ground. 

In list? 'Thomson met .lames Pi^escott 
.Toulo at the (Oxford nieijUng of the 
British Association. A fortnight later 
they again met In Switzerland uml to- 
gethei; inea.su rec4 tilt; rise of temperature 
of till' water In a mountain torn-nl due 
to its fall. The views of Jouhr as to tin: 
nature of heat strongly inlluenced Thoni- 
Hon'.s mind, with, tho result that in IS hS 
Thomson produced his absolute scalo of 
toniperature. which Is Intii^pondent of 
the properties of any tlieriuumetrlc sub- 
st'inev. 

Phantom of Perpetual Motion 

The Ih'st law of tlicinioUynamin.s 
states that thi! amount of lieat c\-ol\-ed 
In doing a given amount of work, as- 
auming that thci.'work results 'exclus- 
ively in the formation of heat is cmi- 
stant, anil on the other hand the con- 
ception of heal in producing rneclianhuil 
(;nergy is cciually constant. So far ;is 
tho Urat law goes tlieri; Is absolute and 
roversablo equivalence between heat and 
wprk; but to it must bo addednhe second: 
Ift-w, ■which states: tljat heat cahhot pass 
from a body at' a lower temperature to 
one at a higher. Hence is given a new 
significance for teinpc-rature at heat )<»v- 
el. You may havu heat enough, and to 
siiarc, but unlesB you ha-vc a balance 
of temperaturi! in your favor you will 
nevoi- get any work out Of it. Thus 
while the llrst law expresses tho con- 
servation, equivalence and oonvcrtlblllty 
of energy, tin; seeond cxpreHse.s tlw doc- 
trine of tlie .'ivailability of energy. 

Tho lirst la-w is dii.> in part to the 
genlua of I.,ora Kelvin, the. :;:;coiid is 
entirely his. 

Thomson's liiird law is expressed in 
^ phrase — that action and I'l'-aetlon are 
equal and opposite. Lord Krilvjq. it ipyv 
be pointed out, took seme trouLh- to 
show that Newton was on t,lie \'ejj- 
verge of recognising eoniplet<-Ty 'tlie 
modern doctrine of the consi-i.-s'^ititiii ar' 
energy. Tin; discussion on tiies'e laws 
has excited consideruhlc controversy on 
the old idea of perpetual motion. Tiie 
phrase is regarded among .scientists to- 
day .13 unfortunate, since tin' unlvers" 
itself must In all prohabiliU' he reg;ii(l- 
ed as a perpetual motion iiiaohim:, l.iit 
by tlie inijjnssiliility nl pr.rn.'lual ii'c,t|,„i 
is really meant not a denial of Thom- 
son's llr^^, law of motion — that is to 
say, the dootriHe that all motion Is 
perpetual until force Interferes to alter 
and modify it, but rather tho principle 
of such a perpetual mntion Is no use i 
since no work (.-an hi.' done wllli It e.\- i 
eept by using it up or annihilating 
I>ord Kelvin had Ilttlo patience" Willi 
what he deseribed as "the old pliantotn 
of perpetual motion turning up again In 
a new form." 

• The. rinallfy of. Matter 

It was hot Surprising that such a, 
mind as < Loria IColvtn'8 sjibnld ho fas- 1 
cinUtod 'by the -theory of ether.' In' his I 
.celebrated Baltimore lectures in 1 SSJ he 



\gavo a splendid exposition of tho con- 
ception tliat the. ether is really a con- 
tlnuou.g, homogeneous, . non-atomic, elas- 
tic solid. The fartoils vorteJc theory 
which ho evolved means that tho por- 
tions of tho eth'er which' are of extra 
density have somehow become cant in 
tho form of vorte.^ rings. like the rings 
lB!5Uing from a smokor'H mouth. 'X'iio 
otiier is hold by the advance guard of 
soionce to bo absolutely omnipresent, 
and that ponderable matter is a speolal- 
iuud ,mariifestatioripfofi:.?,iti*^:J\Y6mSrithat 
point, thiJiwol'kOway'tiiikJiniirup'fiby^^^ 
— Professor J. T. Thomson; with his 'ra- 
dium investigation; .Sir William Ramsay, 
with his descovery of new gases In the 
atmosphere— helium, argon, kripton, and 
tho rest. M. Polncare, with his pursuit 
of .matter , to its. final expression in the 
electron in the ■yvaves-flf Invisible ether, 
■which cuiised ex-Preiiitei" Balfour to coin 
the remarkable phrase In Ills address to 
the liritisli Association that "matter 
had not merely be<!n explained, but ex- 
plained away." Witli all this the vortex 
atom theory 'of . Liord Kelvin , remains, 
with the ultimate 'Particles ; trahsforred 
to tho electron. 

The Submarine Cable 
' But it, is necessary to go back. 

Thomson's great work in tlicrmody- 
nanilC'^j may bo regardeil as his ntost im- 
poi'tanc coiitrlbutioln to science, but it 
is the Hold of electricity-— especially in 
its application to stibinyrlne telegraphy 
that lie la best Icnown to tlio world at 
largo. It may be said witliout exag- 
geration that since . l.Si54 he has . been 
tho most prominent among telegraph- 
la tsrf;. In- .tha;. letters which he addressed 
in Noyember.! and.- December of that year 
to' Prof. Stokes, and which were pub- 
lished In the "Proceedings of the Royal 
Hoelety" the year following, he discussed 
the mathematical theory of signalling 
tlivoiigli submarine cables, and enunciat- 
ed the conclusion that in lopg cables the 
retardation due to caRadUy^fnijlBt'render 
tho speed of signalling In'v'ersely pro- 
Iiortlonal to the s(|Uarc of the cable's 
length. Some held I liat if tlilK were true 
ocean telegraphy would Ixi iiniiosslble, 
anth sought in consequence to ill.sprovo 
the conclusion. Thomson, on the other 
luuul. .set to work to overcome the dlf- 
liculty by Improvements which he intro- 
duced In the manufaetun? of cables, and 
llrst of all In the production of copper 
of lilgli conductivity and the construc- 
tion of apparatus wlileli would ri^adlly 
ri'siidjid to llu: .slightest variatlmi of the 
current in the cable. The mirror gal- 
vanometer anil tlu! syjihnn recorder 
which was iia tented in ISli? were the 
ont<'ome of lliese re.'-earches, ,The sci- 
entllic value of the mirror galvanometer 
is. howi-'ver. Independent of Us ,us<i ln 
tf'legraphy, and the syphon recorder 
was Iho direct precursor of a forni of 
galvanometer now eoininonly. used in 
electrical laboratories. ,;..,„■, 

E'V'erythiiiar ' idea'iated ' ' 

It was impossible for a mind like 
Tlujmson's to be content with any phy- 
sic.'il cinanllty. however !^iicceysf nl from 
a practical jiolnl of view ■without sub- 
jecting it to measuremont. Ills work 
In. ,corin0ctlon with telegraphy led to 
tho pfbduotion in rapid'' succession of 
instrumeiits adapted to the reqiilrements 
of the tlini! foi' the measurement of 
ever.v elec.trical iiiiantity, and wlien el- 
ecliic lighting came to the front li<! 
was ready with a now sot of Instrn- 
ment.s to meet the requlroments of the 
f li'Ctrlcal englneoF, sHls electrometer is 
known everywhere, and every model ii 
work of importance on cb'Ctric lighting 
di'sorlbe.-^ the instruments which lie .•-'IH-C- 
liillv designed for central section -work.

N any attempt to forecast the future 
of Victoria and Vancouver Island 
it is impossible to leave out of the 
calculation the likelihood of the 
harbor of Esquimalt — one of the 
finest on the Pacific coast of Amer- 
ica — assuming the proud position of 
a great commercial depot, for which 
it IS so eminently fitted because of 
its commodiousness and accessibility to the 
ocean».v To.ithe clo^e observer ot the trend of 
events' /bearing on the transportation problems 
pressing for a solution in this quarter of the 
globe, there would seem to be legitimate 
grounds for anticipating that some recent an- 
nouncements are calculated to force a recon- 
sideration of the position of Esquinialt as a 
point which must, out of sheer necessity, be 
called into utilization at a very early date in 
order to provide needed facilities to meet new 
commercial demands. 

Before proceeding with some speculation 
as to what one may reasonably anticij^ate in 
this direction at no remote date, it will per- 
haps prove of inter.est.to recall some early opin- 
ions of Esquimalt harbor /ahd what waJs aiitici- 
pated would be its ultimate position amongst 
the chief ports on the Pacific seaboard 

Bancroft, in his history, referring to con- 
ditions, ou'Vancouver Island in 1842, says: 

At the extreme south -eastern end of Vancouver 
Island Is a large open bay called Royal Bay, directly 
back of which Is Bsqulmalt harbor, some three miles 
east of whlcl; if yiotorla harbor. Tha,t part of Royal 
Bay leadiiig inqfe. directly into Esquimau harbor^ and 
beginning at Albert Head, Is called Royal. Roads. 
Vessels may there anchor In ten or" twelve fathoms, 
safe from all winds save those from the east or 
south-cast. Esquimau harbor may , be entered at all 
limes, and there;, vessels of any size , may find safe 
anchorage. "li;, appears not a little remarkable," says 
Imraj'. West -Coast of North America, 239, "that with 
the excellent) harbor of Esquimau within two miles, 
Victoria should",have been continiK-a as the commer-' 
clal port :of a' rising colony." About, a league west of 
Camosun was a spot known to the nativos as Esqui- 
mau; that la to .say, ' a iilace lor gatliermg: caniass," 
great quantities of which vegetable wore found there, 
where It was now well known was a better harbor; 
indeed, Camosun could scarcely be regarded as a suit- 
able rendezvous for whalers; but that did not prevent 
it being a better place for a fort. "When once the 
shoals and covered rocks were known, the channel 
would be found sufficient for the small vessels of the 
company; and as for whalers, the other harbor was 
quite near enough for tlicir not always too pleasing 
presence. Little Ihouglit was thon^ taken as to which 
sliould be the great commercial city. Even Khould tlio 
station ever assume such jjrotensions, E.squimalt 
would asauroclly still be tlie in-opcr place, and Camo- 
sun would still be near enough to it. For the present, 
fnvnrahlo surroundings, good open lands, clear frosli 
■ ivater, and a beautiful periscope wore far weightier ■ 
. consideations than the accessibility to .shipping, whicli 
they did not care to have too near ihem. 

In reference to Esquimalt, Sir James Doug- 
las says : 

Iswhoymalth is one of the best iiarbors on the 
coa.st, bolns perfectly .safe and ea.sy of acces.s, but in 
other respect.-j it po.s.sos.s no attractions. Its appear- 
ance is strikingly unprepossessing, the outline of the 
country exhibiti»g a confused assemblage of roclc and 
wood. .-^^ '• 

In the report on "Sur^-eys and Preliminary 
Operations on the Canadian Pacific Railway 
up to January, 1877," by Sandford Fleming, 
engineer-in-chief, we find the following under 
the sub-head "Deductions from Naval Testi- 
mon\'": 

That the appi'oacli (tn Burrard Inlet) by the south 
of Vancouver Island is through pas.sagos more or less 
intricate, between, or at no great distances from, 
i.slaruls known as the San Juan group. That the most 
important islands of tiie San Juan group nro in the 
territory of a foreign power, and that I'roiu tlieir posi- 
tion Ihey hold the power of assuming a tlireatening 
attitude towards passing commerce. Accord ingl\-, it 
i.s held important, if practicaljle, tliat tlic railway 
.sliould terminate at a liarbor to gain which these 
islands need, in no way, be approached. . . . An 
imbroken line of railw-ay from tlie railways of the 
eastern provinces of the Dominion to one" of these 
Iiarbors on the oiuer roast .if Vancouver l.sland \vould 
lie pxceedinglN- de.slralile. All the difficulties of navi- 
gation in reaching the mainland from the ocean would 
then be avoided. ... If it be considered of para- 
mount importance to carry an unbroken lino of rail- 
way to one or more of the harbors nn the coast of 
Vancouver Island, and there is a likelihood that this 
project will, regardless *f cost, hereafter be seriously 
entertained, then route No. 6 (via Bute Inlet) becomes 
iOf the first Importance. 

,. Extract from the statement of the late Capt. 
Johp Devereux, respecting the accessibility of 
Burrard Inlet: 

There are three montlis In the year, viz., from part 
of August to tlie same time in November, when this 
fioast i;i subject to dense fogs, rendering It unsafe, if 
not utterly impos.siblc. to navigate llaro Strait and 
the Gulf cif Georgia with large steamers, such as the 
Koyal Mull. Cuiiard, anc! (^acific Mail Co.'s slilps. . . 
In my opinion I^lsnui.-nalt must he made tlie torm'inus 
<t[ Ihe ocean steamers, or else a liai-hor must be 
fiougnt uonli of \^incoiivcr l.sland altogether. 

It v.-ould appear to have been made abun- 
dantly clear that the harbor of Esquimalt is 
immeasurably more advantageously situated 
in respect to its strategic position on the sea- 
board' than any port on the lower mainland of 
British bolutnbia; and we may now attempt 
a general stii-ycy of the present situation in 
the hope of discovering reasons which appear 
to justify the belief tha^ at a very early date it 
wiir be the scene of considerable ac'tiyity i-e- 
Bultant upon the inauguration of n'ew:/'eriter- 
prises; • 

Of supreme interest to all who are at all 
watchful of the trend of events bearing upon 
the future of this city and Vancouver Island 
is the recent action of the board of directors of 
ilie C. .P. R. in determining to transfer to these 
waters at an early date tlie vessels of the At- 
lantic Empress line of stcaniship.s — Empress of 
Britain and Empress of Irehuid. There is 
complete unanimity of opinion amongst tho.se 
best in a position ,: to sp.eal< with knowledgeQf,;; 
the subject, that ii"js;'eJctremely unlikely tKat; 
vessels of such mammoth proportions will pro- 
ceed to a port on the mainland 'which would 
necessitate the navi.gation of intricate passages 
notorious for the existence of dangers which 
have in the past resulted in the occasional loss

of and not infrequent serious dama'ge to ^hips 
of "much smaller, dimensions. 

For our >present purposes> let us assume, 
then, that there are some grounds for the be- 
lief that the y\tlantic Empresses will choose 
some port on Vancouver Island for a terminal 
point on this side of the ocean when operated, 
(as has been stated by the C. P. R. they;. will 
be) on the route to the Orient. In previous 
articles some argument was attempted to show 
that Victoria would be, or ought to be, the 
point chosen for such terminal port, rather 
than a harbor on the west coast of Vancouver 
Island,^ but we may dismiss this point from 
immediate consideration, as not matecial to the 
question of tlie future of the harbor of Esqui- 
malt. 

Whatever point may be chosen by the Em- 
press of Britain and the Empress of Ireland 
as a terminal port on this coast, the task of 
coaling them Avill constitute a problem which 
will necessitate a departure from existing ar- 
rangements for the placing on board of the 
necessary amount of fuel to complete the long 



fancy they detect preparations to haul large 
quantities of coal to bunkers to be erected at 
Esquimalt.- v ■ . 

, It is within the prerogative of people not 
so .'fortunate as to enjoy<vtTij2 .wntidence of thje 
greatest transportation cofepany in the -wdi^Id 
to occasionally recognize commercial oppor- 
tunities wliich must apparently be eml)raced 
at a very earl}^ date by the C. P. R. To many 
it must be obvious that there is no enterprise 
connected with the development of Vancouver 
Island which offers better inducements to the 
C. P. R. than the establishment of large coal 
bunkers at Esquimalt. 

In three particulai-s^ there are conspicuous 
advantages .attendant upon the erection and 
equipment of such facilities.

2. To many vessels seeking cargoes of 
coal, and others requiring but to fill their 
bunkers, the navigation of intricate waterways

I do not know how many Americans have 
stood on the great stone causeway leading over 
to the noble pi^rliartient . buildings, wondering 
how it cam© abput that in iheir own city or 
state, after most reckless spending of money, 
they had not managed to erect something 
equally .splendid, writes AV. S. Hardwood in 
"The World of Today." I doubt not, though, 
there has been ami)le cause for such wonder- 
ment. This building stands as one of the 
finest, though not one of the costliest, public 
buildings on the continent. It is the i)ride of 




voyage across the Pacific ; and it is because of 
this circumstance that I am seized with the 
conviction that the harbor of Esquimalt nfay 
be called upon to play a new role— and (this is 
as the site for great coal bunkers capable of 
accommodating a large proportion of the ship- 
ping of this coast. 

The steamers which the C. P. R. is at pre- 
sent operating to the Orient — the Empresses of 
India, China and Japan, are coaled at the dock 
at Vancouver. The fuel is towed over from 
Ead3\smith in a hulk, from which it is taken in 
])argcs alongside the vessel to be supplied, 
into which it is hoisted by means of a 
steam winch and bucket.s — the operation being 
at once crude and tedious. Now, assuming 
tliat the Atlantic Emp; esses, when they are 
brought to these waters, will not go to Van- 
couver, but make their headquarters at some 
port on this Island, does it not appear that the. 
most favorable point that could be chosen at 
which to coal them would be Esquimalt? The 
idea that they would proceed to the bunkers 
at the mines may be dismissed at once, as the 
course to be followed in reaching those points 
is quite as intricate as that to Vancouver. Ks- 
(juimalt, then, seems to be the one point likely 
to be used by these ships as a coaling port. 
But there arc additional reasons, as we shall 
presently sec, why we may cuiticii;aLe the early 
erection of bunkers of large capacity at that 
point. 

_ At a very co,nsi.dei^able outlay, the road'^bed 
•of ' the ,Esquin|a|t Si- lianaiirip . rat liyay (^C. P. 
R.), has recently been grea:tiy iinproved— 

stone and steel structures replacing the wooden' 
bridges and culverts, and the whole line made 
capa])Ie of handling heavy traffic. We are 
only permitted to guess at the reasons^which 
actuated the company in embarking upon thi.s 
policy. On the surface, it would appear that 
they were moved to do so because of the fact 
that such improvements were desirable, in any 
event, and demanded in view of the increased 
traffic proniised on the completion of the ex- 
tension ;to Alberni. But tile circumstance that 
this work has been done with some evideiice 
of an apparent desire, to be ready for business 
which will be offering before the Alberni 
branch shall have been completed fits in very 
conveniently with the deductions of those who 



on the east coast of the island would be avoid- 
ed and time and pilotage dues saved. '■ 

3. The E. & N. railway would earn a large 
revenue by transporting coal to Esquimalt, 
where now it does not earn a single cent from 
such traffic. V 

In regard to the first point, the coaling of 
the Empresses of Britain and Ireland, it has 
probably been sufficiently dwelt upon to in- 
dicate its bearing on the question in hand ; 
but in respect to the others something further 
may be said. Local shipping men who were 
asked for an opinion on tlie matter of the 
feasibility of establishing bunkers at Esquimalt 
said that beyond all ipiestion such an enter- 
prise would not only appear, from all stand- 
points, to be a good business proposition, but' 
would uiuloul)te<llv ])riivc a boon to the ship- 
ping interests in these waters. The saving in 
time a'fid jjilotage dues, not to mention the ■ 
lessening of the ri^|cs of navigation, would no 
doubt induce many vessels to forego the trip 
to the mines on the east coast of the Island,"* 
and induce them, instead, to take their car- 
goes, or fill their bunkers as the case might 
be, at i^squimalt. Then, again, it w'as pointed 
out, the fact that the coal obtainable at Esqui- 
malt was of a superior quality to that available 
at the Sound ports would induce manv vessels 
plying to the American ports to call at the 
former harbor for their fuel. y\t present many 
ships which would otherwise give a prefer- 
ence to Qup coal do, not; do- so, because the 
bunkers at"thii mines are :sq much out of their 
way. •;. "•■ :. , ' " ' , • . - 

In respect to the^ question ; of increased, re- ' 
venue which would flOAv to the- G..' E;-,R. sis a 
result of the establishment of bunkers at Es- 
(|uinialt, it may be said that thi's'one'consider- 
ation alone ought to be sufficient to ensure the 
success of the undertaking. At the present 
time tlie E. & N. is hanclling but the most 
infinitesimal portion of the outjiut of the Island 
colleries, whereas, if the foregoing deductions 
are warranted it is clear that the line might 
handle, via Esquimalt, a very considerable 
proportion qf it. It m^y>be;^;saidithi^ 
could obtain coal cheapeif,'at''tlie':'m^^ 
at the bunkers at Esquinialt. ' This would 
seem a; reasonable contention ; but inasmuch as 
they would save time, a considerable sum in 



Victoria indeed, I fancy it is the pride of all 
Canada. 

Lying down in one far corner of the 
great island of Vancouver, Victoria is alone, 
set apart from her neighbors, Seattle and 

Vancouver, and wholly unlike either of them 
in municipal type. vSlie loses much in a com- 
mercial and a business way by not being on 
the mainland, by not feeling th,e touch and 
impact of the things of today. And yet she 
has not the railroads to blaclccn her blue sky 
and make bedlam of her streets; only the 
white steamships from her sister cities and 
those that reach out to the war-stirred lands 
across the sea to make bridges for her to other 
civilizations. 

Without any huge manufacturing enter- 
prises or any vast industrial; establishments it 
is a charming life these Victorians lead, full of. 
delightful, ' even if caste-marked, society, . as 
many a garrison town is marked, rich in real 
culture, soberly aggressive in material devel- 
opment, willing to let the other fellow make 
part of the money, passionately devoted to 
uplifting sports, intensely British but uncon- 
sciously American after all. I wonder some- 
times if these loyal Canada folk realize how 
much they are beir.g influenced by the great 
neighbor to the south. . I said to a ruddy- 
checked Victorian with the very dawn of an 
iinglish morning upon his brown 'head and the 
blue of a Canadian sky-atiove Injiii: " 

"I hear that the .'Canadians great 
middle. West beyoud the Seilcirks and the 
Rockies and this side of Witihipeg are being 
much influenced by the so-called A.inerican 
invasion of Canada. Do yon think thescAmm- 
can farmers are going to make these people 
over so that tliey will want to come into the 
United States one of these days?" 

He looked at me in indignant silence for a 
moment. Then with his British choler rising 
he burst forth : 

"Let them go, if they want to, let 'em go 

to -," mentioning a place 1 have not been 

able to locate on the map. "British Columbia 
stands by the Unioii; Xackitpithe^^ !" 

It is a motley crowd, as the 'afternoon sun 
is striking the distant snowclad peaks of the 
Olympians, that gently ebbs and flows through 
the streets of tliis old city : now and again a 



bronze-faced ' Indian ; f rontiersrften \ ^come in 
from the forests ; jaunty city •. chaps' inihasteSto 
a tennis tea; men in green with white ielts- 
and dark blue caps, men in scarlet-'coats -witli;-. 
natty red caps tipped over their ears, in en 'in 
handsome dark blue with brilliant red stripes 
or even more conspicuous white ones running 
down the trousers, men in white, men in yel- 
low, men in khaki — so many of them you 
wonder where the rest of the garrison may 
be; while around the corner swarthy fishermen 
are chatting; sealers for the ArcticSiare swapr 
ping lies; a pair of wondering-eye'd Ghinaineri 
stand watching a pudgy black bear, who is al- 
ternately running up a telegraph pole as far 
as he can for the tethering chain and again 
dashing down and along his few feet of lee- 
way at the street gamin who is making his 
life a burden with a sharp stick, all in a vain 
attempt to cuff the lad with his powerful flat 
paw. 

Round about Victoria are delightful jilaces 
to visit, while inland upon the great island 
arc opportunities for the royal sport of gun 
and rod. Of course the people of Victoria^, 
do '.not brag about their cliniate; nobody 6ft|>. 
the Pacific ocean from Mexico to. Alaska evete' 
does that! But they ar^ vvilling y<?u',shottl5iI! 
draw yoi^r own inferences jfropi their cleV'erly;^ 
prepared tables and their ingeniously woi'ded''''' 
comparisons; and, before you are aware of it, 
especially if it be such charming weather as 
that which greeted the writer, you are seeing 
the year through an aureole of climatic glory. ■ 

Historically there is much of interest in 
Victoria from the early days when it was a 
fort of the Hudson's Bay company. I can 
hever.4orgiye;£ipmebody, I am sure I do not 
know who it was, who let the good ship Bear 
ver go out upon a voyage that wrecked her, 
the most interesting craft upon ariy'sea. It 
was this little ship, long stationed at Victoria, ■ 
which a number of years ago went to pieces 
on the rocks of Brockton when she ought to 
have been preserved for all time as a precious 
relic, the first steamer to cross the Atlantic 
ocean, the first to round Cape Horn, the .first 
to ride the Pacific. , ■ 



The farmers of Vancouver Island are very 
proud of their herds of cattle. The Jersey is

try?"' There is ho loiVger 'any need for British 
Columbia to send east for its pure bred stock, 
unless it be for the purpose of introducing new. 
blood now and then for the purpose of pre- 
venting too much inbreeding. The opposite is 
becoming the case. Dairymen on the Island 
are commencing to export their thoroughbred 
stock, and they are being recognized as the 
best in all the west. 

The quality of the butter made in the 
Island creameries is the best made anywhere.,, 
This is evidenced by the fact that in the Vic- 
toria .market the Island butter realizes from 
five to ten cents. a pound more than any other 
brands, and even in VancQuyer many expert 
buyers call for Island butter' in preference to 
any other on the market. It is not a question 
of winning a prize with a specially, prepared-, 
pound or tw.q, ^.but; it ..is.^yKinning .the;-^ 
with the daily jptitptiiJatr'evei^ 
year.- - ' /' . 

Vancouver' Island has within itself the 
source of immense wealth if that is only de- 
veloped. A commencement has been made 
sufficient to prove the value of the part yet un- 
developed. It has been shown that the best 
possible butter can be made, and that in pav- 
ing quantities. Those who have large dairies 
are among the most wealthy and influential 
members of . the Islands communitiesi and). the 
influence of such people:^is- bound to'increase ' 
as the years roll by. • . .' r 

Between Nanaimo and Comox, on the E. & 
N. railway belt, there are thousands of acres 
of the best land in the world, which needs only 
the stumps and timber cleared away to make it 
a country of exceeding richness, where farmers 
and fruit growers will go in and make suffi- 
cient wealth to keep up- another large city. 
North of Comox there is even more, and the 
wealth of the Island in those places in cultivat- 
ablc land is untold' But that is nothing like 
all. Across at the west coast, at Alberni and 
numerous other points there arc large agricul- 
tural areas which have only just been touched, 
and where very little of the land is cleared. At 
the north end of 'the^^jlsland, too, the land is al- 
most all level and. fit. for agricultures- The at- 
tention of the world is being drawn 'to these 
lands, and the timber is already in the hands of 
capitalists who intend to develop it. Following 
the logging off will come the clearing of the 
land, and these large areas will be more or less 
contingent to the city of Victoriaj with which 
Ihey will be connected by rail.:''arid ^Steamboat,' 
Cultivate all the lands above mentioned, and 
there will be enougii produced to feed all the 
people in British Columbia and fruit to supply 
a considerable part of the population of the 
prairies. Widi this agricultural development 
will come, however, the development of the ■ 
mining areas of the Island, and these will take 
the produce of the farmer, thus ensuring for the 
farmers for ever a ready market right at their 
doors, ' ' , 
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A New View of Canadian Immigration 

ANADA wants women: So much we 
all know; but Canada wants refined 
and educated women. That is what 
few'people seem to realize, It is 
too much assumed that there iB no 
demand for women of superior edu- 
cation and culture. We have been 
. told over and over again that there 
Is no place for "ladle.s" in the Do- 
minion. Such au Idea Is ciulte er- 
roneous, and a lady wlio went from 
Canada to Kng-lancl for the express 
purpo.se of di.spnlUnff that notion, 
has publicly slated that the Dominion is on the look- 
out for ten tliousand women of fair education and 
culfure. It is aulto true that tliey have to perform 
domestic duties in a great nunilier of instances, but 
no woman is any the worse off for tiiat, and she can 
enjoy life just as mucli and far more tlian the woman 
Wlio has no dulios. To walce up in tlie morning feei- 
, ln» one has absolutely nothing to do all day would 
: . ^ be horribly boring, whereas to know that there' are at 
least a dozen'' things -nvaiting to be done, makes some 
pleasure ini existence. The present generation is 
- popularly supposed to -live for amusement. Ay a mat- 
ter of fact, nothing could be more erroneous. The 
keynote of tiie pro.sent ago Is work, not piay. The so- 
called "loisiircrl class" no longer exists, except among 
the ranks of the unemployed, and even they cannot 
loaf in the streets witliout strcnU': usly sliouting to lot 
tiie pas.ser.s-ljy know their .s-upposed desire for work. 
"Women thinii, and jierluips quite naturally, that if 
tlu>y go to Canada, tiicy wllf have to rough it. The 
exact nieaning of that expression depends on tiie dis- 
position and ideas of tlio women wlio liavo to do it. 
On the farms of western Canada tliere are at the pre- 
sent moment many liouseholdK of refined people. The 
men have to do rough work, and hard worlc, but it ii^ 
a great mistake to suppose, because thoy do tills tliat 
.. . they are tlio dull, Ignorant, lumbering clowns tiiat so 
■ ." many people imagine they must be. Tlieir wives arc 
nonetheless ladles of education and culture, if they 
do perform household duties and dairy Avork, Ji'am- 
lUcs who have settled- in Gahada need help, and they 
naturally prefer and' desire to obtain the . assistance 
of women who are more on their own level than the 
ordinary run of domestic servants. They want a lady 
who can do her share of the work and at the same 
time be a companion in any pleasure or sport that 
may be going on and really become a member of the 
family. She can help tiie cliildren, give tliem a few 
lessons and enjoy the dellglits of a home life, taking 
her share in both the worlt and the play. The same 
tiling applies to the nienkind of the family, as natur- 
ally an Englisliman settling in Canada would prefer 
otlier Englishmen to worlc for them, in their own so- 
cial position, who, while vi-orlcing when worlc has to 
be done, can also talce part in riding, fishing or 
shooting tvith their employer. The bracing air puts 
life and vigor into them. The west is not entirely de- 
void of amusement, either in winter or summer, and 
the life is a most exhilarating one. So many gentle- 
>' r- 'womenvwoulilfado better to make a start in the Do- 
minion than to* remain In the old country in genteel 
poverty, and many a iglrl who has little or no pros- 
pect In England would find life out here worth living. 

It seems such a pity that one great obstacle seems 
to be pride! There is a growing demand for capable 
women and girls In all directions as tiia various dis- 
"tricts open up. There will be schools, gymnastic les- 
sons, music lessons, and a hundred and one things in 
which women can assume the greater portion of tiie 
work. The prospects of thousands of girls in Eng- 
land after they leave" school are anything but bright, 
and after year.s of worlc they find themselves in a 
poor position and want more pay than can be given 
to tliem. Surely, with the many prospects of work 
in Canada in which, too, they get well paid, it would 
be far better to try the chances in the new country, 
for Canada really seems to want them. It must be 
rememoerod. tliat we live in a business age, and a 
woman's capacity is shown by her methods of order 
and arrangement, and this not only in a trade or In a 
profession, but also In social affairs, and in the every- 
. /da>y round , of existence. Education has done its work 
. and'we as- a sex'hav'e learnt the value of time and the 
need' "of 'orgarilaatioh, and benefit has been gained by 
example. ' Much' is said > in England against the 
American invasion, but after all something is owed 
to the friends across the Atlantic. They have taught 
■! English people to "hustle," to pick up new ideas and 
-to believe in the uses and beauties of competition, 
' ' and, best of all, they have sliown us that a woman 
may have brains as well as look*, that she can work 
as well as play, and that however liigli her position, 
.she can yet bo a useful member of society, and any 
girl in whatever station of life she may be, if stie 
needs to come to Canada to earn lier living, need 
never be asliamed to "put her shoulder to the wheel" 
and to do cheerfully and willingly the work she has 
to do. AVomen workers liave become a power in the 
land, and bid fair to rival men in most trades and 
many professions. It is said vvlien women earn money 
they squander it. This may or may not be true, but 
girls starting to earn their own living should prac- 
tise economy, and. remember the deathless remark of 
"Mr. lilicawber" in (David Copperfleld by Dickens). 
He said: /'Anual Income £20, annual expenditure 
£19-19.6; ■ result, happiness. Annual expenditure 
g': £20.0s. 6di result, misery." 

' This dl'ctum'puts the question into a nutshell, but 
one must work out one's own salvation, but the fol- 
lowing rules for economy are good eitlier at liomc or 
abroad: "Always leave a margin," take trouble, make 
bargains, buy nothing without paying for it, and 
}]_ •■ make keeping your accounts a matter of the first Im-

Fashion's Fancies 

In view of the praiseworthy success with which 
the modern dressmaker provides,! us with delightfully 
q)mfortable little house frocks of cloth, silk, or velvet, 

S , made with blouse bodices, often .vjnllned and unboned, 

' it is useless to say that the blouse and the skirt are 
over out of fashion; and yet the problem of making 

' a completely satisfactory blouse bodice is an ex- 
tremely dlfflcult one. Most of us who have a limited 
dress allowance heroically struggle against the banal- 
ity of comblninar a blouse of one color, and a skirt of 
another, i'^ashion has (iecreed that tills season there 
sliould be no coiiipromine about the matter, and the 
only permlssililc coiiirast with tlic tailor-maile cos- 
tunio is while, in spite of cold weather (with which 
Victoria is not much blessed) the finest white lawn 
skirts, pleated .-liiil haiul-stitrlied, are "do rlguer," 
and even those of more li'nely erobroiderod linen are 
in great d<uuan<i, esiieelally wiien finished with dainty 
frills, all of the washing persuasion. These are very 
■.■harming and delightful for town wear, but I'or morn- 
ing or country wear flannel and delaine, caslunerc and 
silk skirts for wearing wltla cloth and tweed coats 
and skirts are far more comfortable and useful. It Is 
impossible for the blouses and skirts to go out, of 
fashion, for the latter are absolutely essential to the. 
sporting woman, even as the former are to women 
who lunch at thoir club or at a restaurant. This 
fashion has at least given us a happy solution of an 

■'. over-present dlfllculty, for the smartest frocks have 
■ ' in blouse of thin silk. Union, or cn-cpe do chine, dyed 
to match exactly the tone of the cloth, or velvet coat 
and skirt. This for town wear is a necessity, and also 
an Immense advantage, both for those who pay calls, 
or go out to luncheon. Out-of-doors, though (luite 
cold when wo go in to lunch or tea. the rooms ;irc 
well wanned and when we remove our coats a blouse 
to matcii our skirts is inlinitely smarter than even a 
wliite lace lilouse. fir cmirse, \\ith a white cloth 
iikirt, nothing is ko cliiirining as a blouse of white 
Irisii crochet, ami a lovely idea is to have a band of 
dark fur at the hem of the skirt and a tiny sugges- 
tion of fur to corresponil on the lilouse, (Juite the 
nicest lace biousos nre those of fine gulimre, mixed 
wltli Hpplhiues of coarse tUet lace In a raised design, 
cut open at the nock to show-a'.triansiKijroncy of a soft 
tulle 'cheini.sotte. A coateriv "effect Of guipure is 
channlng, especially' wjien it is gatlieeed into a beau- 
tifully .'jvvathed embrijifler.ed. fbelt. , It Is well to re- 
member when on tlicf subject bf blouses that very 
•nucli dejiends on the way In which they are put on. 
Vew thlng.s are more difllcuit to arrange becomingly 
than the simple skirt. The blouse, as a rule. Is much 
easier,; ,18 It Is generally "fussier" and therefor more 
' bflcoinlnki'-:' Tliat subtle quality known as "chic" is 
dt'tildodiy needed to jnil on the modern wklrt with its 
laso-inatiBg' ll'tlo frills, which can look so wimiii and 



becoming when peeping from 'tinder a smart tailor- 
made or fur coat. White .skirts of any description 
•must be extremely fresh to be dainty. In fact they got 
so quickly crumpled that they seldom do duty more 
than once. Otherwise they lose their perfection of 
daintiness in which lies their great charm. Accessor- 
ies after all make the frock, and they most certainly 
make the modern skirl and blouse. There is above 
all things a certain "cachet" which proclaims the 
lucky woman that can invest her simplest garment 
with character and gives the inlmittible quality oy 
smartness to bQ an individual and not merely^ 
plagiarist, both. in lior clothes and the way she puts 
tlioni on. In evening gowns we seom as reluctant to 
part with the sequin as we arc with tlic blouse, and 
the bolero, and this season is undoubtedly one of 
beadsj, sequins and glittering embroideries. The great 
disadvantage hitherto . of .ethereal .gowns, laden with 
heavy aidornments have )3een.theli5,fr««UIty, but the - 
present fashion of silk and. velvot henis has to a con- 
siderable extent counteracted this drawback, and the 
seiiula gown or fine net.with Its deep, or shaped bor- 
der of thick material, is quite as durable as the av- 
erage thin evening toilette. The smart effect, too, is 
brightened by this border if tlie colorings arc aptly 
chosen and silver and gold sequins on ivory net are 
lovely with a shaped hem , of palest blue, or pink 
panne or satin or of the "concha" velvets, whicli arc 
quite cheap and to be had in innumerable shades. 
Kor a girl whose pin money is limited, and to whom 
pretty evening gowns are essential, a sequined robe in 
white and silver is one wliicli I would suggest, select- 
ing one with a deep scallop at the edge, or one with 
alternate deep, or smaller Vandykes. 'IMiis .should bo 
lined perfectly flat, with a fine union which lias the 
effect of a thick chiffon, and doubles the life of the 
robe. With this cloudy intermediary It is immaterial 
if the foundation— or slip — is of 'silky sateen or ot 
silk, another great consideration when funds are 
limited. For tlie edge I would suggest either a. deli- 
cate blue or a pale moss, or Upie green, velvet, cut to 
fit the scalloped edge so that a line Of sequins out- 
lines the top of the velvet. The bodice must reiicat 
the same coloring, which is repeated also in the belt, 
and up the left side both on bodice and skirt somo 
loose knots of the velvet, holding trails and clusters 
of violets in one or two shades will afford a cliarm- 
iiig relief on the pale robe. A dainty little toilet of 
union In pink, blue or ivory is quite charming for 
the girl who owns a silk slip which at once enhances 
the effect. Strappings of silk, or rows of narrow 
satin ribbon are deiiglitful on frills, bcrthes and 
tunic arrangements, and tlic pretty sequined bertlies 
in gold and silver, or white intermixed with opales- 
cent beads and sequins are by no means a bad invest- 
ment, as thev greatly add to the beauty of a plain 
gown. Anotlier charming little evening gOWn is Df 
ivorv spotted union, the frills edged with blue satin 
ribbon and beaded by roses made In pink union. The 
same decoration is repeated on the bodice, where the 
shaped borthe Is lightly run with sll-ver thread, and 
tlie bow linished with silver tassels. There are long, 
elegant evening wraps of fine cloth with tinsel i^lon 
and coque feathers or fur, and these are of the useful 
type, and cover the gown. Of the opera wrap de 
luxe the variety 'Is" enormous, and the styles inde- 
scribable, but lace Is still in vogue and mounted on 
satin with much chiffon and many tassels. Exquisite 
gemmed buttons appear on these wrajis and imiiiy 
have stole fronts which arc a mass of lovely embroi- 
dery. The lialr is worn very high in front and the 
diadem comb is a conspicuous favorite. Kid shoes 
for evening, in v.-hite, or delicate colors, are 'i<-'avUy 
embroidered in gold and silver, and have very high 
heels and straps over the Instep. 



Hints On Home Furnishing 

One can only be thankful that there are but few 
people in this world so hygienic in their ideas and ac- 
tions as to dispense entirely with draperies in the 
rooms of their household. It is quite possible to com- 
bine hygiene with beauty and there is not the slight- 
est necessity to dispense with those very ornamental 
items, draperies, provided a certain amOunt of com- 
mon sense be brought to bear on the point at issue. 
These draped valances and ovordoors which a few 
years ago v/ere supposed to be "things of beauty and 
joys for ever" proved mere dust traps ot a not par- 
ticularlv artistic description, but they, alas! may 
still find favor in the eyes of some, but any kind of 
drapery which cannot be taken down and shaken out 
of its 'folds, so that the dust and fluff can be got rid 
of should not be emploxed In the household at all. 
Have your draperies by all means, for curtains and 
valances do much to beautify and improve wliatever 
room they may adorn, but avoid those above describ- 
ed. To begin with, pure and simple, whetlier they be 
for halls, window draperies, or bedroom, lace or 
muslin curtains should only be oniployed when it is 
a question of veiling tlic vyindow. Tliey should never 
be utilized In passages and halls or even across door- 
ways, as one often sees them arranged. l''or every 
oUier purpose a more substantial fabric should be 
emploved, tapestry, chenille, serge, velveteen, arc all 
suitable for this purpose, and the.se curtains .sliould 
never be allowed to rest upon the ground for more 
than an inch. Tliey should be slipped upon poles 
tli'rough a deep liem, or be suspended on curtain rings 
by means of hooks and pins .suiiplied by ironmongers 
for tills purpose; thus the curtain can be taken down 
at a monicnl's notice, shaken, brushed, and reliung in 
the space of a few minutes. For summer draperies 
in rooms and for bedrooms during the whole year 
cotton and linen fabrics are the best to employ, and 
nowadays one finds such a delightful assortment of 
cretonnes, chintz, and casement fabrics, that It is a 
case of embarras de riohesses ^vhen called upon to 
make a selection. The claims of the cTsemont cur- 
tain, I always urge on every occasion, against that of 
the ordinary linen blinds or spring rollers. The fit- 
ting of casement blinds on running strings or a rod, 
cost far less than the adaption of a .spring blind, and 
the result is ftir more satisfactory, since oiu' can reg- 
ulate the light and shade to a nicety, and while veil- 
ing oft the sunslilne from one portion of the room, 
still leave another part of the win(lo>v iindraped. l''<ir 
nrdinarv casements, the best are those with a hiiff- 
eolored ground in preference t':> those of dead wliiie, 
since the latter arc rather apt to make too garish a 
light and not be sufllelenlly soft and |,)loasing to the 
eye. Tile ordinary bed valance should clear the 
ground liv at least .an inch and be made of washable 
matc>rial.' ^Vllel■e a very large bedspread is used it if< 
not alwax's nt;c(!ssary to have a valance, although It 
always looks jirettier to see one appear at the foot of 
the lied stead, since a bod.spread cannot always be 
regulated to entirely veil this portion of the furni- 
ture. I'or mantel draperies and. the upper portion of 
curtains anything in the form of stiffly draped folds 
are very ugly. Far better it is to adopt a simply 
falling valance for the latter and a plain piece of 
material for the former, allowing aliout half a ^•ard 
on either side of the mantle-shelf which, when tack- 
ed into position, will fall over and arrange itself in 
pretty folds. For ordinary muslin window eurlaius 
atr edging of frills ot the same, or of lace, is pretty 
.a:nd soft looking. For ci'Otonne and cotton fabrics 
ball fringe Is the best trimming to use. h'or table 
covers silk, tapestry or velveteen should be used for 
the sitting rooms, while printed cotton ones in tlie 
same lint as the decorations of the room are admir- 
able for bedroom use. The latest piano drapery Is 
merely a large square of embroidery of Indian or 
Chinese workmansliip, though failing tlii.n plain folds 
of silk or volvoteen arranged so that a brass rod can 
be run through' a beading in such a' fashion that a 
little frill is fmnied, coming about one inch above..the 
ton of tlie piano, the rod itself resting in tvyo clip 
hooks screwed. into the piano back forms an easy and 
exceedingly pretty drapery. •, ', /; , ,^ -cf^'

Method: Cut the ox tail Into pieces and put into 
cold water with a pinch of salt and bring to a boll. 
Strain off the water and wasli the tall In cold water, 
return it to the stewpan with two quarts of stock (or 
water) a carrot, a turnip, an onion, a bunch of sweet 
herbs, two peppercorns and a clove.

Put slices of bacon across breasts, and roast care- 
fully, basting constantly. 

Serve breadcrumbed, with bread sauce, and 
boiled potatoes, and If it can be obtained, forced As- 
paragus, with this dish. . 

Note— If It Is Impossible to get any asparagus, any 
green vegetable would do In lieu of It. ■ . 

Fronoh Apple Pudding 

Required: One and a half ouncijs of butter, two 
ounces of flour, three gills of milk, one ounce of sugar, 
vanilla essence, two eggs, one pint of stewed apples. 

Method- Melt the butler smooth, and gradually 
add throe quarters of a pint of milk, stirring all the 
time Let all boil for I! minutes, then poUr the mix- 
ture 'into a liasln, adding to it, the sugar and the •va- 
nilla essence, boat in the yolks of two eggs one at a 
time whisk the whites stiffly, and stir in very lightly. 
Put 'a thick layer of apples into a pie dish, pour over 
the batter, and bake in \hv oven for forty minutes. 

Orange Charlotte 

Required: Slices of white bread, slices of cliceso, 
oranges, half a lemon, one bbiod orange, four ounces 
of castor sugar and half a pint r.f cream. 

Metliod: Dissolve the gelatine in a gill of cold 
water in a basin placed upon the stove. 'When the 
gelatine Js- quite dissolved, add the juice oi two 
oranges, and grate down a little of the yellow, peel so 
as to wake a breakfastcup tm in all. Then add the 
lemon Juice, and four ounces of castor sugar. Beat 
all together, and set aside to cool. Heat the cream, 
and when the Jelly is just aiwut to set, lold m the 
cream. Have ready a mould lined with slices of blood 
oranKe. pour In the mixture carefully and, place In ii 
cold place. Turn out and serve With whirjpeii cream. 

Cheese Sandwiches 

Required: Slices of wliltobread, slices of. cheese, 
two tomatoes, half an ounce of butter, cayenne pep- 
per, frying fat. 

Method: 'i'alie (hin slices of breadi square them, 
or cut them into i ircies, and cut cheese Into, slices the

To clean Wliite Satin Shoes: Dip a flannel in 
spirits of wine and rub along the grain of the satin.

A Good Metal Polish 
A good metal polish may be made of the following: 
An ounce ot oxalic acid, four ounces of thuily pow- 
dered rotten-stone, and one and a half ouiioes of 
sweet oil; with the' addition of a small quantity of 
' turpentine, you will find that it doesn't matter how 
good your polisli is, damp and foKg>- weather, will dull 
the polished brass surface. The best remedy for lliis 
Is to mix Ju.Ht a few drops of paralln oil, in tlio abovr; 
paste before using. This Is said to help to keep the 
brass bright, , 

To Dye Browrt Fur Black 

If lined, first ot all detach tho.'Jitiifcfroin Its lining 
and remove uU dust or flufC which' adheres to It. Boll- 



an ounce of iogwood, a quarter of an ounce of su- 
mach, and a drachm of copperas in two quarts of 
water. Dip in the fur and let it boil for five minutes, 
lllnse first In cold water then in alum water (w)iich 
must be strong). Then again in cold water, and dry 
In a strong wind.' 

Faded Black Lace 
To revive this 'delicate fabric, make some strong 
black tea, and strain as much into a basin as you, 
think will cover the piece of lace you desire to revive. 
Steep the lace for 12 hours (not less, more if possible'). 
Ujion taking it out squeeze through the hands but be 
careful not to rub it at all as this spoils tlie lace. 
Continue to dip it Into the tea until tlio lace looks 
dirty. Have some weak gum water prepared, and 
Into thi.s dip in the lace, and again squeeze between 
the liands. Hang u]) for a quarter of an hour, then 
pin it on to a towel in its proper shape, and when 
nearly dry, lay another towel over it and iron with 
a cool iron. - 

To Clean Wash Leather Gloves 
First of all remove all grease spots by rubbing 
with cream of tartar. (Magnesia will do cpilto as 
well.) Tlien makea lather of Ca.stlle Soap dissolved 
in hot water, and w'nen lukewarm divide Into two 
portions. Wash and sqiieezie the gloves first in one 
lot of suds and repeat in the other, and rinse them 
first in lukewarm' water and then in quite cold water, 
and dry before 'the fire, Htretchlng into shape from 
time to time. 

To Remove Tar Spots From a Dress 
'i'o remtiv(^ a tar spot from a 1 iress, tr.v this: Place 
two or three tblckneswes of l)latting i)aper under the 
spol, then gently i-ub In a little olive oil, which lias 
bocii dropped on the spot with your finger. AVlu^n the 
tar is thus loosened cover with another piece of blot- 
ting paper, and. place a liot iron on it. Repeat till all 
tar is drawn out, then cover with paste of Fuller's 
Earth, let dry, and then brush off. If any mark should 
remain clean away wltli alcohol on cotton wool.

Fancy Work 



Warm Woollens for winter. The following direc- 
tions mav prove useful to some of our readers, whose 
favorite plav-work is knitting or crocliet. 

\ Comfortable Knitted Petticoat.--Materlals re- 
ouli-ed- About eighteen skein.s of petticoat wool, and 
a pair' of kiiitUng needles. Cast on one Hundred and 
tweiitv stitches Work in plain knitting until there 
is -1 piece done wiiich nioasures about twenty-six 
i'hches in dentil, tlicn coiiimenco lo rib the:;.work by 
doing twf. plain and two pearl, to- about twenly-.two 
row.s Then cast off. Worlc another breadth in pre- 
ciseiv the same manner. l''or the third or gored front 
lireaillli commence as for breadth one;. or two, liut al- 
ter 'tlic first twelve row.s decrease at the beginning 
•md end of each row about every two,tnohes, Join 
the brea'dllis together and for a.trlmmlngjknlt an edg- 
ing as follows: Cast on twenty-one Htltchos,,;;, First 
i-ow— 'Knit the first stltcli, then knit one, pearl; twp,. 
knit' one put the wool over the needle, knit .one,; slip 
0110 knit one, pas.s the slipped stitch ovov, pearl on,(j^ 
take two together, knit one, pearl, one, knit, one, slip 
(uic knit one, pass the slipped stitch over, pearl one, 
take two togothor, knit one, pass the wool over and 
knit the last stitch. Second' Row— Knit one, pearl 
three knit one, pearl two. knit one, pearl two, knit 
one pearl two, knit one, pearl four, kuit ope, pearl 
one knit the last stitch. Third i Row— Slip the first 
stitch, knit one, pearl two, knit one, put the wool, over 
the needle, knit one, put the .wool over, slip one, knit 
one, pasij the Hllpped stitch over, pearl one, ttike two 
together, pearl one, slip one, knit ono, pass the altp- 
pcd atltch over,, pearl one, take two to- 



getlier, pas.s the wool oi-or, knit ono, put the wooFoveif; 
knit the last stitch. Fourth Row— Slip the first' 
stitch, pearl four, knit one, pc.nrl one, knit ono, pearl 
one, knit one, iiearl five, knit two. pearl one, knit the 
last stitch. Fifth Row4-Slip the first stiXch, knit one 
pearl two, knit one, pass the \voo\ over, knit three, 
pass the wool over, slip one, knit two 
together, draw the slipped stitch over, pearl one, slip 
one, knit two together, draw the slipped stitch over, 
Iiut the wool over, knit three, put the wool over, knit 
the last stitch. .Sixth Row— Slip tlie first stitch, pearl 
six, knit one, pearl seven, knit two, pearl one, knit 
the last stitcli. Seventh Row — Slip the first stitch, 
knit one, iieari two, knit one, put the wool over, knit 
five, put the wool over, slip one, knit two together, 
pass the slipped stitch over, put the wool over tho 
needle, knit five, pass tho wool over, knit the last 
row. Eighth Row — Knit the first stitch, pearl six- 
teen, knit two, pearl one, knit the last stitch. 

Repeat from first row until there Is a .sufficient 
quantity of this bordering to trim the lower edge of 
the petticoat. 

Pfe'lticoat for a Bal)y in Russian Crochet— Materi- 
als required: A small sized ivory crochet hook and 
about four ounces of soft white Andalusian wool. 
Make a cliain/ of fifty-four stitches, and work thirty 
treble, and then twenty-four double, crochet one into 
every stitcli. Always take the loop nearest the first 
finger of the left hand, and remember to turn every 
row with one chain at the double crochet end (this 
end Is the bodice) and with three chains at the treble 
end, wivloh is the skirti These chains stand for one 
stlteh. The second.'row is of course, first 24 double 
crochet, and then 30 treble. Work twenty rows in 
this manner to form one half of the back, then leave 
12 double crochet for.the armhole. Work the other 12,, 
and the 30 treble for four rows for beneitli the ariiii 
Make a chain of 18, six of which are 'for the lltfle • 
strap. Work four rows of 30 double and 30 treble, ' 
then twenty-eight rows of 21 double and 30 treble'', 
for the front. IS chain, 30 double crochet and 30 
treble for four rows, 12 double and 30 treble for four 
rows under the arm. Next make 12 chain and work 
twenty rows of 24 double crochet and 30 trebles for 
the other half of the back. Sew up the skirt and 
then attach the little shoulder straps down to the 
back of the bodice and finish round the nock and 
arm-holes with some simple scalloped edging. For 
the bottom of the skirt, the following would form a 
pretty trimming: First Row — Work all round the 
skirt one double crochet, one chain, repeated. Second 
Row — One double crochet, into the first space, * 3 chain, 
1 double crochet into the next space but one, and re- 
peat from Third Row — 1 double crochet into the 
first space* 1 chain, 4 treble into-the next space, 1 
chain, 1 double crochet into the next space and repeat 
from • Fourtli Row — 1 double crochet into tite space 
before the first four treble 4 chain, 1 double cro- 
chet into the next space, 1 chain, 1 double into next 
space and repeat from ■* Fifth Row — 1 chain, 5 treble 
with one chain between each into the 4 chain space, 
1 chain, 1 double crochet Into the next space and re- 
peat from the commencement of the row.

Twelfth Night (Epiphany) which falls on January

There-is a Twelfth Night cake, with twelve candles-to. 
represent the apostles, and a King and Queen preside, 
over the feasting and dancing. Twelfth I^ight .revgls; • 
are'^not well-established^ in,!' this country, but ' .fhey •> 
can'' be made pleasant affaii-s fgr young people . still: : 
enjoying their college vacation of two weeks. To pre- "■ 
pare for Twelfth Night, flrst bake a cake, richly spic- 
ed and filled wlth nuts. Before pourinpr the batter in- 
to the pan, add:a:bean.' When' the cake is .baked and - 
ready to cut, add twelve white candles, as a decora- 
tion. Hake a crown of gilt paper and. cardboard, and 
also prepare a fruit punch for the loving cup. 

The first event of the evening is tho cutting of the 
cake by the hostess. This is made an elaborate cere- v: 
moiiy, with a grand march and softly played music. 
Each guest receives a .slice of cake and the one . to •, 
whom the bean-falls is the King of the evening. The ' 
King is. crowned -with appropriate nonsense, selects.' 
his Queen, who-.ls' also crowned, and his Gentlemen- t 
In- Waiting,- and the Quee^i names her'Malds of tionor: :/ 
The King and Queen demand strict obedience, and 
are the leaders of the games or dancing. 

Bean-bag games will come in well for Twelfth 
Night romping. If you have never made bean bags 
for the children, this is a good time to learn. Cut 
squares of denim .or ticking, six:: inches or larger, as 
the cblldrenmay direct. Use light colors, white being 
best of 'all, so the bags. can>.be seen .in a. -dim- light, j 
Fill loosely with -bean's; softer bags, are. easier to 
catch and to throw than the- hard ones. For a bean- 
bag race, divide your party Into two aides with cap- 
tains. Draw four squares, each one-foot square, at 
each end of the line of players. Place the bags in 
the squares at the - top, of each, line and. Station, one 
player by each, square. : These players' must not^ stoop 
or touch a bag until .the command.- ''Go,"'.is ■given. 
Then. 'each tries 'as quickly: as -possible to carry the 
bags from the^top square, .one 'at a, time, and place 
them on' the bottom square on his side. No bag must 
touch the sides of Uie squares. Both players go on a 
run, and'', the side scores whose player transfers the 
bags firsts The second two ).ilavers carry the bags 
back to the top squares. Fast music accelerates the 
race, so does tlu^ cheering ot the sides. "Bean Bag 
Catchers" is a, game that gives good excuse for a 
romp. Two players face a captain, who holds the 
bean bag. He suddenly drops it and one player grabs 
it. If caught, lie joins the enemy's ranks. The tos- 
sing g.ames &rc many and require but little ingenuity 
to plan. In one, the players, with bags In hand, turn 
tlioir backs and toss the bags over tlieir heads to 
the other players, who must catch them without mov- 
ing their feet; or, the line may lace. One side holds 
the bags and tosses them across with the right hand, 
and opposites must catcli with the right hand and 
send them liack to the pltcliers. This throwing and 
returning counts oiiO' point for each side. This ma.v 
be varied by throwing and catching with the lef.t hand 
or by throvving and catching with both. 

Supper follows this romp, then the final 'J'wclfth 
Night ceremony. All tMirlstma.s greens must be 
taken down and burned on the yule log, or hearth, 
lest bad fortune follow you during ilu: coming year. 
The King or Queen lays the last wreath on the flame 
with this adjuration, that all must, during tills cere- 
mony, banish grudges held over from the past year 
and live in peace and harmony during tho coming ono. 
The "loving cup" of graiie juice, frtiit punch, or 
mulled cider is passed from lip to lip, each making 
a wish for the New 'Xear, If this Is done in tho true 
BiJirit, It is really an impressive ceremony. , • , 



The Strongest of All Woods 

Official tests' of the maily valuable hard woodu na- 
tive lo Western Australia have made known the ex- 
traordinary properties ol yate, believed to be the 
strongest of all known woods. Its a\-eraee tensile 
strength is 24,000 pounds to the square Inch, equal- 
ling that of good east iron. iMany specimens are, 
however, much stronger and one was tested up to 
sevontoon and one-half tons to tho square inch, 
which is equal to the tensile strength of wrought 
Iron.

DAVID LIVINGSTONE' 



There is no .story of adventure ever written more 
mterestlag or more wonderful than the tvue story of 
the life of David Livingstone. This wonderful man 
was born ninety- four years ago, In a little stone 
house In the factory town of Blantyre, on the Clyde, 
In Scotland. His parents were poor people. Neil 
Livingstone kept a little tea store. He loved books, 
liowevcr, and as he was a very religious man he dis- 
tributed tracts and tried to get people to read good 
books. He was very strict and there is a story that 
\ynen David was a big boy his father ^ve him a 
thrashing because he would not read a certain good 
book. Ho shut the door always at dusk, thinking his 
lads .shoidd all bo in the house by that time. One 
iiiglit little i:)avld stayed away too long, and when 
lie got home found the door barred. The little fellow- 
said nothing but sat down on the doorstep and pre- 
pared to spend the night. Uin mother found him 
there when she loolied out anxiouidy. Jlost of vou 
hoys can guess what she did and you will be right, 
for his mother, whose name was Agnes Hunter, was 
a very sweet and gentle woman. David loved her 
dearly and did all he could to help h.er. He very often 
made the house clean and tidy and she used to tell 
with pride that he swept "oven under the door mat." 
lilke most boys, David hated to be seen doing "Girl's 
work," but he used to tell his mother he would scrub 
the floor if she would "bar the door." We must not 
think, however, that David and his strict .father were 
not good friends. They loved one another' dearly and 
the father's last words were a comforting message to 
the son he was never to see again on earth. 

In spite of all the motner's care and industr.v the 
Income of the industrious father was too small to 
keep the family, and when he was ten years old little 
David had to go to work in the eotton factory. Yet 
tlie Livingstone home was a very happy one and af- 
ter the long day's work was over the family drew 
round the tire and spent the night in reading. 

David brouglit his first money to his mother, b\it 
it was thought best that ho should take part of it to 
buy a I^atiii book and go to an evijnlng school. There 
he .studied from eight to ten o'clock and after that he 
often came back home and Vvorlced at his books till 
his mother snatched them from him and sent him to 
bed. In this way the little factory boy Improved so 
much that at sixteen he could read books which lads 
who spent the whole day -at school might have been 
prpud to' master. But the factory lad loved the great 
out-of-doors, and whenever he had an opportunity yhe 
vvent Into the country to gather flowers and shells 
and pieces of rock, as well as to watch the birds and 
animals. He noticed the shells In the limestone and 
puzzled the quarry man by asking how they got there. 
1'he good man told him that when God made the rocks 
he made the shells In them. When he went on these 
excursions David took with him his little brother, 
who used to get so tired that he would cry for wojiri- 
ness. Y'et, in spite of this, he was ready to go with 
his big brother next time. With much work and 
study and a litHe play David Livingstone grew to 
manhood. AVhen he was tihout twr.nty-one he grew 
eager to read the religious boolis w'hlcii were so dis- 
tasteful to him as a boy. Among those which fell in- 
to his hands was one written by a German showing 
the need for missionaries in heathen lands. David 
longed to go to the help of those who were giving 
their lives to make men love God and follow Christ. 
His father and mother were only too thankful to help 
their son fulfil his wishes. A little money was gath- 
ered together and one winter's da,v the father walked 
with the young man of twenty- three to Glasgow, a 
distance of eight miles. Here young Livingstone 
studied hard all winter. Not tlie least profitable 
knowledge lie acquired here was how to handle tools. 
This he learned through the kindness of the assistant 
to the professor of chemistry. Though a good scholar 
and, as he afterward.s i)roved himself, an excellent 
teacher, David Livingstone failed a:? a preacher. He 
was sent to take the place of a minister who had 
suddenly fallen ill. When he faced the congregation 
he became so nervous that the words of his carefully 
prepared sermon l ould not be recalled. "Friends, I 
have forgoticn all 1 had to say," said the young man, 
as he left the pulpit. 

Yet the missionary society saw that In spite of 
his want of words this young man had In him the 
stuff of which heroes were made. Tliey accepted him 
and sent him to London to study medicine. Here 
Livingstone's kindness and gentleness won the love of 
all the sick and suffering — for^hls brave, strong man 
was as tender as a woman. Here he spent two years 
and returned to Blantyre to say goodbye before he 
sailed for Africa. It was a hurried farewell for there 
was but one night to spare, yet in this godly family 
time was taken for prayer and Bible reading before 
in tlie gray autumn mornlg father and son again set 
out for Glasgow. 

In a few week.s David I.,lvingstone .^ct sail for 
Africa. On the long voyage the young missionary 
spent his leisure time In learning to use the instru- 
nionls and make the calculations by which travelers 
ran tell exactly on what part of the earth's surface 
they are. So well did he learn the lesson.s which the 
obliging captain was only too glad to teach the eager 
stiKlent that he w.as able to make acurate maps of 
the great discoveries ho afterwards made. In three 
nifinllis' time the good ship George reached Algoa 
lla.\' and here, for the present, we Will take our leave 
of Livingstone, returning next week to tell of his 
travels in what was then the unknown land of 
Cenratl Africa.

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SOME PRIM'AR* suggestion's' 

Bi4' ^lost people speak of the Bible as though it wore 
^^w^'' written at the same time and by one iudivicUial. They 
"i.-'^j'' know that this, Is not the case, but they read It and 
'criticize It as though it were. No one knows witli 
jinythingr like certajnty when or by whom most of 
the books were written; or If the writers of any of 
thoni were familiar ■witli all the others. Some of it 
was composed under the influence' of Babylonian and 
:lOgyptian thougrht; some of it is dl.stinctly the pro- 
duct of Jevvish culture; .some of it bears the Improag 
of Greek and Roman influence; some ot It takes its 
peculiar quality from the fact tiiat it wa.s written by 
men who were in personal contact with Jesus of Na- 
' zureth. A part of it dates from an ' antiquity at 
which we can only guess, and much of It was written 
at .a time of which we have alumdant historical infor- 
mation. It deals with the greatest and littlest of all 
problem.", from the creation of a Universe and the 
salvation of a soul to tlic petty details of daily life. 
It look.'; bac!cv»ani Into an inil'athomable past; It pro- 
jects itself forward into an illlnittable future. There- 
fore it is the most vvonderful of all books, a veritable 
mine of fact and thought whdreYn' we may find riches 
Incomprehensible. Familiarity with the book has 
bred indifference to It, but if we had never had It- in 
its present form, and some one had discovered its 
A'arious books, hidden away in .^ome ancient ruin, and 
liad put them togetlior, civilization would almost 
stand still while the learning of tlio world ■ ndeavored 
ti) conii)rehend the writing.s in their full significance. 
The value of tlie Bible has to some extent been les- 
.sened by the mediaeval construction put upon many 
, of its passages, and the later misconstructions of pre- 
' sumptuous ignorance. 

Bearing these considerations in mind 'and recog.. 
nizing the facility witli which any one may draw er- 
roneous deductions and form -wrong imprcs.sions, wo 
siiall endeavor to present a few suggestions, wliicli 
. • ■ may be *of some assi.'dancc to tliosf who find diffi- 
culty in reconciling some of the things taught in 
Scriptural books, w.lth -their own Jtidgment.'and - Who 
' think it unreasonable that they shbiild be asked to 
a<?cept on faith statements for which tliere is ap])ar- 
entl.v no demonstration possible. We note tliat 
two of the l.xiolcs of the Bible liegiii with the 
same woi'ds. namely, Oonesis and tlie Gospel accord- 
ing to St. John. The words are "In the beginning." 
The writer, of (he first chapter of Genesis tells us 
that "In the beginning God created the heavens , and. 
the earth," and St. JohH tells lis thaf "In the' begin- 
ning was the Word, and the Word was Avltli God and 
the Word .was God/' NOw if the Old and New Testa- 
mbnts were written at one time and by the some 
writer or under the same general supervision these 
two statements would lie interesting enough, but 
when we consider the time and probable authorship of 
Doth of them, they take on a^ new importance*:' We 
do not know who wrote -the first chapter,::0f Genesis. 
Ah it seems quite certain that thi^first.five books of 
tile Old Testament, to say nothlhg of Any pf the 
o£herj, were put in tlieir present form after the Baliy- 
lonlan captivity, and as an account of creation sul5- 
stantially similar to that contained in llie chapter re- 
ferred to has been found in the records of Babylon, 
there is no difficulty in assuming either that Ezra, 
or some contemporary or later ^riter accepted the 
Babylonian account, or that both Qiat and the Jewish 
.tradition of creation weire variants of, the.fSalme origi- 
nal and po.ssibly far riiore ancient account. Mention 
may be made of the fact that the word translated 
"God" in the first Chapter of Genesis Is .a plural 
noun, which seems to indicate that the original con- 
ception of the Deity was at least dual. In the fourth 
verse of the second chapter of the same book we 
have the monotheistic idea brought prominently for- 
ward, tha word translated "Lord t»od" being Jehovah, 
whom the- Jews recognized as their tribal deity. One 
;v,.,,;mlgh-t therefore be justified in thinking that the 
iV,.-, Jewish aa^^ accepted a very ancient account of the 
- creation and assigned it to their own particular deity, 
re.iecting wholly the (jonception of the dual nature of 
the Creator. Thousands of years later we find what 
J.S churned to be John, the Divine's, account of the 
career of his Master, Spme doubt has been cast upon 
: the claim made that he was the writer of the Gosper 
which bears his name, but this is not very material. 
He may or may not have written it. but it Is very 
clearly the work of some one familiar with the iier- 
sonalit\- of Josus, and it was written at a time when 
Ills sa.\ings must have Ijnc.n fresh in the minds of 
lli.-s loUowers. Tile Gospel according to St. John opens 
with a rpturn to the dual conception of the Deity. 
W e quote: "In the beginning was the Word and the 
Word was with God and the Word was God. The same 
' was In the beginning with God. All things were made 
hy Him, and without Him was not an> tlilng made that 
was made" Mere is a iiresentation of a dual na- 
ture, sonnnhing self-existent, Imnuitable and un- 
changeable, and at the same time energizing, creative 
and oinnii)ntent. If we turn to the Epistle to the 
H( bre->vs. the authorship of Which fs usually attributed 
to St. Paul, we find it opening with these words: 
"God, who at sundry times and in divers manners 
spake In'tlmes past unto the fathers by the prophets, 
hath in tliesc latter days spoken unto us by liis Son, 
whom he hath appointed heir of all things, liy whom 
also he made the worlds." These words of the writer 
of the Kplstle cast a contemporary light upon 'the 
meaning of the language employed by the writer of the 
Gospel. \V(t venture to .suggest that this method of 
approaching the investigation of this question may 
help to make some rough places smooth for those who 
find .Scripture sU\(\y very difficult and as requiring 
too much (jxercise of l)lind, unreasoning faltli. The 
primal conception of the IJeity of the Scriptures is 
one wliicli is at lea.st dual in its character. This was 
lost- at a very early day so far as the Jews were 
concerned, in their Intense belief that Jehovah, whom 
they worshipped, was an individual, but after Jesus 
had come the restricted monotheism of the Jews 
was supplanted, so far as the Christians were con- 
■ cerned, by the restoration of the ancient dual con- 
ception with the addition of a third aspect of the 
. Deity, which we describe nowadays as the Holy 
Ghost. ' • » 

Let us return for a mpment or two to the con- 
sideration of the first chapter of John's Gospel. He 
.speaks of John the Baptist, who, he says, was sent 
to bear witness of tlie Light, and he declares that this 
Light "llghtcth every man that cometh into the 
world." It has never been disputeu that the word 
"Light" here ref era. to Jesus, and thM it.is the Indtvld- 
uallzatlon of the power of the Godhead described In 
the first : verse as "the AVord." Later in the same 

■ ■ chapter the: writer of the Gospel tells us that "the 

world was made by 'Him," which makes the Identity 
complete. But' we note also that in a previous verdf, 
!ie said, referi'Ing to the Word, "In him was life, and 
the liCa was the Light of men." Putting all these 
, matters-together. It seems very evident thafailje: teaoh- 

■ ing of the Scrlptiires on this point Is that Some of 

■ the qualities of the Deity, which wore exemplified In 
their highest degree In .Tesua Christ, are the possos- 
.slon of all men, that we are made in "the Image" of 
-G(jd and wo begin to form an understandable idea of 
what the Apostle meant when ho ...ild that we are 
"heirs of God and joint heirs with Jesus Christ." It 

: -soems .to us that. If we make the necessary allowance 
V Cor Ihe weakness' of our' vocabulary and remember 
•Jklfhot wo have to express the g-reatest of all mysteries 
;una :-olat!on'--hips by the words nsr-ii for the trivial 
•, affairs/ ol our dully life, we may take up the study of 
the nature of the Dotty, ot .Jpsus Christ and of our- 
solvea and of the relations existing bat ween these 



three entities in exactly the same spirit as we bring 
to bear upon the study of any other,, subject of In- 
vestigation, and that, we will end ,pur examination 
wi h belief founded iipoit the oonvictib'ri 'of our reason, 
instead of beginning it with I'aitli founded upon dog- 
matism. ■ 
Lot us endeavor to present the same idea, as Is 
above indicated, in the language of a modern school 
of thought. Let us say that in file beginning -there 
was an original cause oil everything; that this cause, 
^^pjjen^^ting .fthi'puglv^ 
creation: thatf thfiSG agencies' aire, repre^en^^ 
wo call the laws of Nature, biit;aiso.-fW^ 
expression in humanity, which poss&seai s of 
the power of origination as well as of execution 
whicli characterized the original cause, and that in 
tlie one Perfect Man these (lualities were manifested 
in their coinplelest degree. . We do not believe that 
any man of science, no matter how Agnostic he 
miglit be, would find any difficulty in admitting that 
this might be possible, and that It Is not very dif- 
ferent frpin. tlie things whlfeh miter^^^ science In.' very 
recent years has denionst;rated. We are coining ne^v 
words to express our discoveries, but the new dis- 
coveries bear a remarkable resemblance to the old 
teachings that have come down to us from past ages. 
Religion, and science have been too long divorced. 
Each must be founded on trntli, and it must be the 
same truth. There cannot bo two sets of eternal 
truths. The progress of Christianity In its Influence 
upon the minds, hearts and lives olT men has been 
retarded because Ignorance and Intolerance have put 
asunder those things which In the very nature of 
tilings must be joined together. 



MARY WORTLEY MONTAGUE 



Lady Mary Wortley Montague was oldest daugh- 
ter of the Earl, afterwards Dijke ot Kingston. She 
was born about 1690, and Is pi-obably entitled to b6 
sldered as the fir.'jt conspicuous literary English- 
woman. Her father was kindly and affectionate, but 
devoted chiefly to pleasure, and her education was a 
matter of hapliazard, being chiefly carried out on 
such lines and in sucli a manner as pleased her own 
fancv. She Is said to have been an excellent classi- 
cal . scholar, although quite self-taught- Mary was 
evidently a very precocious child, for when, at eight 
years.of alsre,. her father introduced her. to the"Kit-Kat 
club,' she wets promptly made a memlifir of that, the 
most notable social organization of the day. As she 
grew up she developed Into a beauty, although her 
portraits suggest piquancy ratlier than prcttiness. But 
combined with her personal attractiveness was a wit 
and brilliancy of rare quality, and she became a great 
■ favorite. She appears to have not always been re- 
garded with favor, for when she fell in love with E. 
Wortley Montagrue, a member of Parliament, whose 
brother was Lord Halifax, his family objected to' lier 
quite as strenuously as hers did to him. But. opposi- 
tion was fruitless, and the yoimg couple eloped, she 
being at that time twenty-two years of age. The 
marriage seems to liavo been a happy one, at least 
the couple lived together without scandal or discord 
for a quarter of a centaury, when she left him for rea- 
sona^hat haye never ibeeii' explained. After the accias- 
sloh of George I she became one of the brightest orna- 
ments of the court, and won the hearty esteem and 
friendship of the intellectual' loaders of the day. 
Among. them were Addl.son, SwU't, and Pope, and the 
latter appears to have presumed too much upon her 
friendship, his conduct being resented by a severe 
blow, which the poet found It very difficult to forgive, 
and doubtless added to the fierceness with which; in 
later year's he attacked her, although In the me.antlme 
they had returned to term-s ot friendship. Lady :Mon- 
tague does not appear to ha\'e ilone anything in a lit- 
erary way until after the appointment of her husband 
as ambassador at Constantinojile. She accompanied 
him, and while in the Levant wrote the letters upon 
which her fame rests, although they were not the only 
creations of her pen. On her return to England, she 
took her old place in society, but after a time political 
differences arose between her on the one hand and 
Swift and Pope on tho other, which led to a contro- 
versy that attracted great notice at the time, and in 
whicii the last named writer descended to depths of 
course invective which his greatest admirers have 
never been able to excuse. After her separation from 
her husband in 1737, Lady Mary lived in Italy untjl 
after his death, which happened In 1761. While 
abroad she wrote many letters to her daughter, the 
(.!ounless of Bute, and her sister, the Countess of 
31ar. She only lived a few montlis after her return 
to Kngland, dying in 1702 at the age of about 72 years. 
PerlKips the most remark-able act of her life was her 
introduction into England of the practice of inocula- 
tion for smallpox, which she saw employed In Turkey, 
and caused to be tried with success upon her own 
son. In a letter written from Adrianople in 1717 to a 
lady, whose Individuality is concealed by the initals 
"S. C," she descrbes the system of inoculation, or "In- 
.graftlng," as she says the Turks called It, and she tells 
of the parties that were formed to have the small- 
pox together. She quotes the French ambassador as 
saying: "People here have the smallpox by \5ray of di- 
version, as they take the waters In other countries." 
In the same letter she says: "I am patriot enough to 
take pains to bring this useful indention to Kngland; 
and I should not fall to write to some of our doctors 
very jiarticularly about It, if I knew any of them that 
I tliought had virtue enough to destroy such a consid- 
erable jjart of their revenue for the good of mankind. 
But that distemper Is too beneficial to them not 
to expose to all their reisentment the hardy wight that 
should undertake to put an end to It. Perhaps if I 
live to return I may, however, have courage to war 
with them." This courage slie had, and she empha- 
sized her faith in it by having her daughter publicly 
inoculated after her return to Kngland. Six con- 
demned criminals were also inoculated at the same 
time, £^t»d in each, case wltji stich gpod results that 
two ch'ildren of the Princess of Wales were treat- 
ed In the same way, which made the practice fash- 
ionable. While Lady Mary was not at all disappoint- 
ed In her anticipations ot hostility from the medical 
profession, she encountered even more bitter opposi- 
tion from the clergy, who declared Inbouia.tlon, to she 
a device of the devil. ' - ■ ■ ., ' 

As a writer Lady Mary Wortley- MontagUe was 
graceful, graphic and witty, although at timijs care- 
less as 10 the -construction of her sentences and' occa- 
sldnally weak''!as to grammar. But she was an unsur- 
passed observer of people and things. She bus been 
described as "the eighteenth century masquerading 
as a woman," Her satire was keen. One of her critics 
say^ that she exhibited lack of .strong natural feeling, 
and indifference to the primal truths pf existence, and 
"a tendency to /acrlflce the Ten Commandments to 
an epigram." It Is not to be Inferred from this that 
Shev>Vas-:ln any sense of. the word Immoral, for, as a 
matter of fact, her persofial reputation was unblem- 
ished. One of her biographers says of her: "She re- 
turned to her native land sick, homely and old, but with 
power still to turn her poor tenement Into a court. 
The last pleture of her Is of a decrepit old woman In ; 
an abominable : ivy1& and greasy petticoat, and Sh old ■-' 
greatcoat with tarnished brass buttons, receiving tho 
homage of English Wit and English culture, drawn to 
her by an Irresistible fascination." 

The following -extract.'^ from one of her letters to 
the Countes.s of Mar will give some idea of her des- 
criptive powers. Shu had visited the Kiyayo's wife. 
She first tolls of tho palace: "I entered, a largo room, 
or rather pavilion, built around wit;, gilded sashes,... 



which were most of them thrown up, and the trees 
planted near them gave them an agreeable shade, 
which hindered the. sun from-£belng t^^ 
Jessamines and honeysuckles ' ' tWistied round their 
trunks, shedding a soft perfume, increased by a white 
marble fountain playing sweet water tin the lower part 
of tho room, which fell Into three or four basins with 
a pleasing sound, '.l.'Iie coiling was painted with all 
sorts of flowers, falling out of glided ba.skets that 
seemed tumbling down. On a sofa, ral.sed three steps 
and cpyeced;iwltli fl^ carpets, sat the Kl- 

yaya's - lady;' leaning on cushions of white satlni em- 
broidered, and at ;her feet sat two young girls, the 
oldest about twelve years , old, lovely as angels, dressed 
perfectly rich, and almost covered with Jewels.

THE MAGNET 

Every one is acquaintied with the magnet. Wo do 
not say th;'.t every one is familiar witli if, for magnet- 
ism Is very cxcUislve. If allows its influence to bo 
felt, but keeps itself in the background. There Is no 
known reason why a piece of magnetised steel, if free 
to move in any direction, will take up a position 
so that one end will point nearly north and another 
nearly south, and /^hat the. same ends wlH"al>i^ays 
point in the same direction'.' Take the needle of the 
mariner's compass and move the end which Is point- 
ing north to such a position that it will point south, 
release It, and tho needle will resume its original 
position. Every magnet has wJ^at are called poles, a 
north pole and a . south pole, in England and Ger- 
many the pole of the magnet which' points to the 
north i.^ called the north pole; In France It Is called 
the south pole, which/seems to-be more sclerittflcally 
accurate, because the opposing poles ot iiiagnets at- 
tract each, other,. ■Therefore If the iearth is a huge 
magnet, one' of the poles ot whibh Is' In the north. It 
would seem to follow logically that it is tho south 
pole of the compass which points north. Tliis is, of 
course, not at all inaterikl( for magnetism Is some- 
thing much' more than a_ matter of names. 

Most people know •that the magnetic poles do not 
correspond with the north and south poles of the 
eartll's rotation. The north pole of the earth Is tliat 
spot upon" its surface over which the North Star, 
hence called Polaris, is vertical. This is not an exact 
definition, but it is close enough for popular use. If 
you do not know the North Star when you see it, do 
not delay learning, bow to find it. There are ho-l 
many simple things better, worth knowing. Find the 
group of starg geperally spoken of as tho Dipper. The 
two stars on the side furthest from the handle arc 
called The Pointers. If you imagine a line joining 
these stars and projecting a!;ove the top of the Dipper 
the first bright star which it will approach is Polaris. 
Familiarize yourself with the appearance of Polaris 
and the stars immediately surrounding it, and you 
will soon become able to recognize It, even if The 
Pointers are obscured. This ' knowledge will enable 
you to fix the points of the compass, and every one 
must.have felt the desirability of being able to do this. 
Just in pas.iing it may be mentioned that Polaris is 
coinciding more from year to year with the absolute 
North Pole, and this approach will continue for about 
two centuries, when the two Will separate and con- 
tinue to get further apart. Two thousand' years ago 
they were twelve degrees apart. Th^e North Magnetic 
Pole is considerably south of the North Pole of the 
earth. It Is situated In Northern Canada, on one of 
the Lslands lying north of the Continent. Its position 
is not permanent, but swings pendulum-like from east 
to west and back again, so that for the purposes of 
careful surveying it is Important to know In' what 
year boundary lines have been run; ' The -location 'of 
the South Magnetic Pole is not deftn'Hely known, and 
one of the objects of Antanstlc explorations is to deter- 
mine it. Why the compass should point to the Mag- 
netic Poles Is one of the secrets of .Nature which she 
absolutely refuses to disclose; neither will she tell us 
why there should be any variation of the compass. 
Before iiasslng on to another branch of the subject 
it may be mentioned that the discoverer of this won- 
derful property of magnetized steel Is unknown, and 
the age, In which he lived ,1s unknown, ' The Chinese 
are known to have used the dompass thirty-five cen- 
turies ago and attributed Its invention to' Ilwang-ti, 
the greatest of the om])erors, but as some sa\' Homer 
was not a poet, but an era In Greek literature, so 
tliere Is reason to believe that Hwang-tl was not an 
emperor, but an era in Chinese civilization. The 
compass may have been of vastly more ancient origin. 
One writer claims to have found proof that it was 
known to Noah. 

Tho most common form in which we have the 
magnet is tho horseshoe-shaped piece of iron, which 
can bo bought In small' sizes for a few cents. This 
little bit pf metal, is a very extraordinary thing. If 
two of them 'bo taken it-will be. found that, while one 
end of ea<Sh will adhere to an end' of the other, it will 
only do so-If the-nprth and soi.i|;h ends are brought to- 
gether, -Every boy knows that If a magnet is 
rubbed upon a .knife 'blade, the lattei- will become 
magnetized, but the rubbing ought always to be done 
in the same direction, not backwards and foi-wards! 
When a knife blade has been magnetized it will al- 
ways remain magnetic to a certain extent Just as a 
sponge will take up so much water and no more, and 
retain It, so a piece of steel will take up so much 
magnetism and no more, and retain It. You can soak 
a sponge full of water, and a certain amount of it will 
run out, but at a certain point this running out will 
cease and the sponge will become dry only by evap- 
oration. So you may charge a-. knife blade ;wlthva .- 
great deal of magnetism, but If it IsVbverbh'arged Hhe' ' 
surplus win pass off until only as much Is left as 
the steel :Tylll;jP^ retain. This amount Is what 

Is calldd the point of magnetic saturation, and jirst 
as sonic sponges will hold more water - than others, 
HO some pieces of sleo] will hold more magnetism' 
than others. But the saturated sponge weighs more 
than the dry .spcjiige, while the .saturated piece of 
steel weighs just the same a« It did before it was 
magnetized. Something passed froin the magnet to 
the knife Wade, but Itdiad <noi>eIgfht,,'though it pos- 
sessed much power' and' absbluto^p^^

Mr. Asquith Replies to Mr. Balfour 




R. ASQUITH was the principal 
speaker at a meeting held in the 
Mechanics' hall, Nottingham, un- 
der the auspices of the Free 
Trade .tlnion, says ,the London 
Times. The chair was' taken by 
Aid. H. Fraser, president of 
the Nottingham Liberal association; Precau- 
tions, were taken with a view to securing or- 
d^r; wpmen were admitted only to. the front 
'seatSj and printed instructions were given to 
"the"' stewards directing those near a person 
creating a disturbance to remove the disturber 
gentl}'. An. appeal was also made by the chair- 
man that order should be kept. 

Mr. Asquith began his speech by remarkin,g 
that he would not be dealing fairly with the oc- 
casion of the audience if he entered into the 
general survey of the political, situation, He 
should confine himself to the main 'purpose of 
their gathering (A lady here rose and in- 
terposed with, "The question is whether you 
are going to give votes to women." There 
were cries of indignation and the lady was re- 
moved protesting. There were some cries of 
"Shame," apparently at the treatment she re- 
ceived. Another lad}' rose and began .to ask 
a question, but her voice was drowned in the 
din. The chairman appealed for silence and 
the lady was quietened without being re- 
moved.) Mr. Asquith, continuing, said that 
the fiscal question, as it .was called, had now 
been before the country for four and a half 
years. Mr. Balfour on Monday night spoke 
of it as an ancient and now closing contro- 
v'ersy which it was time to put on the shelf 
and consider that its place mi,<>iit !)e taken b}' 
newer ;uid more cxcitin,g topics. He ventured 
to sa}' that in botli ]iartics of the »State, if that 
was the condition of Mr. Balfour's mind, he 
was alone in that oi)inion. 11 is Birmingham 
speech was one which some of his apologists 
and supporters were sanguine enough to sup- 
pose that, as far as his party was concerned, 
had healed division, offended nobody, satisfied 
everybody, and provided a reconciling formula 
to which' all sections might now subscribe; 
but, like many other historic formulas, the 
great merit of this particular formula was 
that no one precisely understood what it 
meant. CJlear, hear.) .Mr. .Balfour's formula 
was the latest, and it would not be the last, of 
a series of desperate efforts to span the im- 
passable chasm of irreconcilable i:)rinciples by 
a merely vcl-bal In'idgc. I'^ree trade meant prc- 
■ cisel}' what it always had meant; protection 
m.eant what it always had meant. 

The, electorate of tliis . country, when they 
were consulted two yeafS ago- (A lady, in- 
terposing, asked, "But who 'consulted the Wo- 
men?" There was some confusfon. Mr. A.s- 
quith paused, but the lady Avas not expelled.) 
The electorate, Mr. Asquitll,. continued, had 
no difficulty in making itp^-tlieir minds two 
years a,go. Was there any reason wh.}' at the 
next election — and this was the question he 
was .going to put tonight — they should revise 
or re\'ci-se the verdict emphatically pronounced 
two years ago? ("No,") All the fresh evidence 
since the .general election pointed conclusivclv 
in favor of the wisdom and justice of tlic de- 
cision which. the country arrived at. He asked 
them to consider the neyv facts which had 



come to light sinfce then-'-tfs tp the course and 
character of our oversea/ trade, to think over 
those aspects of the matter upon which light 
had since been thrown -which expressly con- 
cerned our relations with our self-goverr.ing 
colonies, and, lastly, to compare our position 
as regarded the productiveness of our fiscal 
system Avith that of the .great jjrotectionist 
countries. (A lady here exclaimed, "And last, 
not least, consider votes"* for women." There , 
was laughter and spme,'(i;6nfu4ion, :'Ehe: wo- 
man was ejected;: amid shouts tfrpm'^the gal- 
lery of. "Put them all out") To- tariff reform; 
Mr. Alquith resiimed; is"jput the expansion' in 
our oversea trade, "which was already in full 
swing in 1903 when this controvers}' began 
and wliich had developed since then with un- 
abated vigor. The result was that not a few 
of the predictions so freely circulated in the 
early days of the controvers}' on protectionist 
platforms had been either conveniently forgot- 
ten or judiciously revised. Not on!}' had there 
been this oversea expausi'm of trade only, 
there had been also even a slight decrease in 
the imports of foreign inanufactured goods, 
and this in spite of the predictions of four 
years ago as to this country becoming the 
dumping ground of foreign manufacturers. 
Under the malignant influence of free trade it 
was remarkable that, vvliile we had been in- 
creasing largel}' our imports of raw material, 
in which our ca])ital and labor were emi5lo3'ed, 
we had been decreasin.g our importation of 
our rivals' manufactured .goods. (A lady, 
"But what about votes for women?") The 
export t^de, he claimed, told a still more sig- 
nificant tale in favor of free trade. There had 
been an unprecedented ' increase Jn our ex- 
ports, and it had gone on with the countries 
from whose markets we were told by some 
we were bein.g aljsolutcly cxchuled by tariff, 
walls. Statistics showed that tree trade was 
fairly well suiled to us in a condition of things 
when, as every one admittefh there had been 
great and general prosperity throu,ghout the 
world. The}/ often asked what would ha])pen 
when the trade boom was over. He replied 
that free trade would be far more necessary to 
us then than now, because great as was the 
power of free trade in eriabling us to take full 
advantage of the general prosperity of man- 
kind, still greater was the value of a safe- 
guard against a time of adversity. 

Coming to the second point, the light 
thrown during the last two years upon the re- 
lations of this fiscal c|uestion to our self-gov- 
erning Colonies and the Lunpirc, he said it 
had become increasingly clear that colonial 
preference on the side of our self-governing 
Colonies meant .such preference and such pre- 
ference only for British as compared with for- 
eign goods, as was not inconsistent with the. 
]3ractical exclusion from their markets of all' 
British goods which seriously .competed with 
their own protected industries.'' The Second 
point made clear in this regard was on the 
Imperial side, meaning that au}- Imperial pre- 
ference we were to grant could only take the 
form of a tax on foreign food or raw material 
or both. Mr. Balfour still declined to answer 
a (|uestion which he (Mr. y'^.squith ) had several 
times put to him — (A lady here exclaimed, 
''And you decline to answer the women s ques- 
tion." ' She was removed). Mr, Balfour, con- 



tinued Mr. Asc|uith, declined to answer the 
question whether he was ])ersonally in favor 
of a tax on foreign food, but^the lo.gic of facts 
could not be met by the swdrdplay of dialec- 
tics, aitd ta.vation on foreign corn and meat re- 
mained, and would continue to remain, the 
first plank of the protectionist platform. P^ig- 
ures .showed that you could not do justice to 
the Colonies unless you imposed a tax upon 
foreign raw material as. vyell as. a tax upOn 
foreign goods. .With, respect to the produc- 
ti.veness ^and resourcefulness of oiu- fiscal sys- 
tem as compared with tKa:t of great protection- 
ist countries, here again the stars in their 
course had been fighting for free trade. In 
proof of this he pointed to the conaition of 
America and Germany. Let them look at the 
financial crisis in America, while the German 
Finance Minister told his Parliament that if 
the German Emjiire was to be kept to.gcther 
fresh sources of taxation must be discovered. 
The}' were often told here in this country that 
;we Avere at the end of our tether. Social re- 
form, old age pensions, with which they hoped 
and. intended to make a beginning during the 
next session — (loud cheers)-^money had . to 
bc'found for these things. lie had been in- 
vited .to make this the occasion for anticipating 
the proposals of the next, or. perhaps, the next 
but one budget or the next but two. (Hear.) 
He did not propose and, they would not expect 
him to gratify that curiosity. Whatever the 
Government did. he hoped they would be able 
to pay their way.

RUIT- GROWING is one of the infant 
industries of British Columbia, but it 
is growing rapidly and is Quito cer- 
tain 'ere many years to rival mining, 
lumbering or fishing. A few years 
ago the man who would venture to 
describe the Kootenays as fruit- 
growing districts would be loolced up- 
on as a visionary or an imbecile; to- 
day all Southern British Columbia is 
acknowledged to be tlie finest fruit 
country on this continent' Not only 
Will It produce fruit In abundance, 
but the quality of its fruit la superior to that grown 
in any, other, part of America. 

In 1903. Messrsi Stirling & Pltcalm, of Kelowna, 
on 01<anagan lake, shipped a trial carload of apples 
to Great Britain. The shipment consisted- of Spys, 
Baldwins, Ontarlos and Canada Reds. They arrived 
in Glasg-ow, Scotland, on November 91*, in splendid 
condition, and sold at G shillings per box, or about .1:1 
more per barrel than the choicest eastern Canadian 
apples — reckoning three and a half boxes to the 
barrel. The British Columella apples aroused much 
> interest amongst fruit dealers a.s well as consumers, 
and many letters were received by the consignors 
from persons eager to secure shipments of tlie Ki)lon- 
did fruit. In the year followin.g, ISO'l, 1lie British Co- 
himbla Department of Agriculture iorw 
lection of British Columbia fruit 
to London, England, for exhibition 
purposes. It consisted of apples, 
pears and plums, including the fol- 
lowing varieties; Apples^Fall 
Pippins, Kings, Vanflnerverse, 
Twenty-ounce Pippins, Blue Pear- 
A mains and Oranos, from Lytton;. 
. RIbston Pippins, 'Wolfe Rivers, 
AVealthies and Snows, from Kel- 
owna and Lytton; Warners, Bos- 
koop. Baldwin, St, Lawrence, 
Greening, Golden Russet, Alexan- 
der, Blenheim Kings, Canada Red, 
King of Tomplvins, Ontario, .Jona- 
than, Northern Spy, lieiie of Or- 
ange, Wagoner and :McIntosh Red, 
from Kelowna; Wcaltliy, Ribstons 
and Gravensteins, from Victoria. 
Pears — Beurre Clairgeau, Easter 
• ■ Beurre, Beurre d' Anjou and How- 
ell's, from Kelowna, and plums 
from Victoria. The exhibit was 
greatly admired and .evoked the 
highest enconlumS'from. the news- 
papers. The London Tlnies, while 
hesitating to declare the fruit su- 
perior to the best English speci- 
mens,' admitted 'that they very 
.nearly approached them in color, 
shape a'nd flavor, even after hav- 
ing traveled 6,000 miles by railway 
and steamship. The Royal Hor- 
ticultural society's ai)proeiation of 
the fruit was shown 'D3' the award 
of the society's gold medal and di- 
ploma. 

Ono result of tliis exhibit was 
.'the deluging of the agent-general 
of British Columbia (Hon. J. H. 
Turner, Finsbury Circus, London), 
With letters from prominent fruit- 
dealers, anxious to do business 
•Vlth British Colurribia fruit-grow- 
ers. To momentarily satisfy the 
clamor for British Columbia fruit, 
and to emphasize the fact of its 
good qualities, the department of 
agriculture, shipped In cold stor- 
age a full carload of assorted fruits 
to London in the fall of 1905, in 
charge of Mr. R. M. Palmer, pro- 
vincial horiitfiiliurist. This fine 
collection was the chief attraction 
at the Royal Horticultural Fruit 
Show .It London, England, and at 
several provincial show.s, and was 
aw arded many prizes. 

Following up the success of 1905, 
the department of agriculture for- 
warded a commercial exhibit last 
Reason (1906), consisting of apples 
-and pears, to Great Britain, in 
charge of Sir. Palmer. This fruit 
.was shown at Edinburgh, York, 
' London and other cities, and won 
praise from press and public at 
every point. At Edinburgh the 
gold medal of the Royal Hortlcul- 
turo.I Society of Scotland was 
awarded the collection, and at 
London the province ag.ain won the 
gold medal of the Royal Horticul- 
tural Society for the best collec- 
tion of apples, while seven silver 
and silver-gilt medals, and three 
ijronze medals were awarded to in- 
dividual exhibitors, whose contri- 
butions made up the collection. 
As4n former years, tlie Canadian 
Paditic railway company co-oper- 
Ated with the government of Brit- 
ij9h Columbia in the collection and 
transportation of the fruit, gener- 
ously furnishing cold storage cars 
and, cold storage space on its At- 
Jantlb. steamships, free of charge. 

The 'prize winners at London

At the fifteenth annual convention of the North- 
w'est Fruit Growers' association, lield in Vancouver, 
December 1907, the Kelowna, British Columbia 

I'^i'uit Growers' association won the first prize gold 
medal, for the best display of fresh fruit, and ,Mon- 
slierger & Hope, of Grand Forlcs, B. C, won second 
prize. In two other competitions: Best five boxes of 
apples, five varieties, and best box of c.ommerclal ap- 
ples, T. G. Earl, Lytton, B, C, won third prize. In 
these competitions British Columbia was. pitted 
against the choicest productions of Oregon and "Wash- 
ington, 

It has been estimated tliat in Southern British Co- 
lumbia there are over 1,000,000 acres of land fit for 
fruit growing, wliile in the great northern interior 
from :),000,000 to -1,000,000 more acres will be found 
available for fruit. Apples, plums, pears and elier- 
ries are grown with great success on the Skeena river, 
and it is believed that this will 'tirove true of most 
of the valleys of tlie nortliorn portion of the province.

When to Plant and Prune Peaches' • '■ 
"Planting should be done. If possible, at once,' so 
that the roots can make a little headway before win- 
ter weather. The system Of ..pruning Ip not so- simple 
to the amateur as thatrOfmost 'oth^pitrees, the reason 
being as follows: With' Apples and Pears It Is neces- ' 
sary to cut back the young wood in restricted trees 
to but three or more eyes, as the case may be, these 
spurs then form wliat are called fruiting buds and 
leaf buds, but in the case of the l^each only the young 
wood requires thhming out, leaving for ))reference 
those growth.s which are tlio thickness of u gooso 
(|uill— If thinner tlie fruit is usuailv poor, and if 
thicker it generally falls off, but should the growth 
bo very strong, it denotes tlie presence of tap roots 
and absence of fibres. These should be attendoil to ' 
immediately the leaves begin to fall, for without 
plenty of fibrous roots it is useless to e.xiiect good 
fruit. To ront-pruno Kuecessl'ully It Is necessary to 
undermine the tree in siicli a way that tlie soil about 
the roots is not loosened, and at a reasonable distance 
ironi the stem. As each thick flcsJiy root appears, 



have a tendency to grow outwardly or inwards; these, 
of course, are not reciuired if a well-trained tree is 
to be expected. Tlie next thinning should be one here 
and tiiere of those that remain, bearing in mind that 
the ton ono and that nearest to the base of the shoot 

, should eventually be left. These on no account 
should be removed. By reducing the numerous little 
growths by degrees, no great check i.s given to the 
flov.' of sap, which must be very rapid at the disliud- 
diiig season. The tree goes on enjo>ing its frcedoin 
of growth satisfactorily, and witli only the reail.v re- 
quisite number of growths to build up the tree for

Vegetables and Flowers 

Tliere are innumerable receptacles which can be 
used for starting seedlings, and no doubt several will 
suggest themselves to you. To me, one of the chief 
charms of gardening is the fact that there is always 
something-new or different for each year and for each , 
seaso'ni .aa^r'^well as for each operation. , ' 

The Useful' Tin Can 
Probably the tin can is the most popular trans- 
planting device. If set on the stove until the solder 
melts and the seams open, the bottom can be remov- 
ed and the sides held in shai^e by a piece of wire 
twisted around tho middle. A board or a trayful of 
these is carried into tho gai'den at planting timo and 
each is slid off into the . hole prepared to receive tlio 
plant. A knife is then run round the inside of the 
can, and the tin is lifted upward, leaving the soil and. : 
roots free. The can, may be left in the ,,,hole with,, 
the plant, in which case the wlre should hot ^be lobs-;;;-; 
ened, but the ca,n should be drawn' Op'" until the top ; , 
of it Is about two inches above the soil. ' This forms 
an absolute protection against cut-.virorms, and is 
specially valuable in new soil, or sod land when first 
under cultivation. If you raise tomatoes in cans, I 
would certainly advise this method of transplanting, 
for It is the most annoying thing in the world to 
have .'in entire plant cut off Just at the top of the 
root. Other insects mutilate a 
plant, but there is some chance of 
saving its life. Cutworms slay 
outright. It might appear that the 
can would confine the roots so ' 
that they could not otitaln enjpugh 
nourishment; on the contrary, 
they grow deep and spread out be- 
low the can, which also protects 
them from drought These cans can 
be used over again, year after 
year, if they are stored away af- 
ter their spring 'usefulness is: end-^, 
ed. Each bottomless S'tansi-itiaS^f^^ 
little iflne gravel'or saifd put lii be'- ' . 
low it. Powdered charcoal (or the 
pieces of charcoal that can be 
purchased from any plumber or 
tinsmith, and which arc easily 
crushed fine enougli ■with a ham- 
mer or hatchet) Is tlio very best 
thin.g ill the world to add to the 
drainage layer at the bottom of a 
pot, can or other receptacle de- 
signed to hold the roots of a plant. 
It will keep the earth sweet and 
loose. 'The tin is then filled with 
finel.v screened, rich loam in 
.,/jWhIch the; s,eedSjare planted. .Sev- 
eril'?seeds-;£w:e p.ut in e can and 
the stockiest' seedling retained. 
Paper Flower Pots 
Flower pots can, of -course, bo 
used, but they are more expensive 
than the cans, which are generally 
thrown away as a perfect nuis- 
ance. Paper flower pots are de- 
cidedly good for this, . purpose. 
They are made ot a.l^towji^pi^p,-- 
ticaily water-prooft,rv,cardliQai;d, 
cleverly cut, and folded in such , a '■ 
wayUhat : they may ;bp,'^slly;;iaK^ 
qulckly'opened 'at sldetfehd boftonn.' : 
When the seedling is v grown ^tnd ; : 
ready for the garden, / the 'pof is- ; ; 
unfolded, the plant i^eleaseifl, , ana : 
. tho earth, if I moist, vvlll retain Its ' 
shape., These,! paper pots can bo 
purchased, from . dealers, in .sample 
lots of one dozen; . or in . cases ; of . ■ ;

from two and one-quarter : Inches ;'

Other Cheap Devices. 
Berry baskets are good nurser- > 
ie.s for seedlings, especially the 
small, square or oblong ones with 
flaring tops, used for strawber- . 
ries and raspberries. The spaces : 
between the strips allow . ;good ■ : 
drainage. The baskets, when fill- ' ■ 
ed with earth, should be set. In' aV , 
s;hallow box, so that any rootlets 
vvhich come through the openings 
may not be injured. 

If you -wish to limit expenses as 
much as possible, there Is another 
receptacle that comes to almost 
every house and is as promptly . , 
thrown i» way, when emptied of Its 
contents, as the iberry^ basket"^ -are. 
I mean cliarlotte-riisse, cases. The 
bottom can easily be pressed out, 
and there is left a jpasteboard cyl- 
inder, as good as a' tin can, though 
smaller. 

Roofing felt could be made to 
answer the same purpose, and it 
has this advantage, the cylinders 
can be made any size desired. A 
atrip of this material, five by ten 
inchfes, rolled around and over- 
lapped one inch, tied with heavy 
string or wire, makes a good size 
for tomatoes, peppers, eggplants, 
etc. Tho old-fashioned way of 
using up old newspapers in the 
transplanting of cabbages is not to 
,be forgpixen. . The plant is wrapp- 
:ed. lli'.'a' piece of paper slightly 
shorter; than itself at each end. 
This protects the plant at the col- 
lar and upsets tho plans of the 
cutworm. ■ ■ ■ -' .•■ .

Peach-growing Out(Joors 

,E tJiink there Is a general agreement 
among frult-lovers that a good Peach 
is pleasant to eat at all seasons, whc- 
tlier It comet; from a glasslious(< or an 
open wall. For this reason tho follow- 
ing hints from a corresiiondent may 
be useful to the readers of these week- 
ly notes: "I suppose that no fruit I:-' 
so acceptable in. tho late summer 
nipn.tha,as;a ,ripe .P§a,ch, the culture of which cannot 
be maapitbo'ivldely; known. Success is best attained 
wjieni'ia' south: wall. Is available, for Peaches revel In 
sunshine, and It Is difficult to ripen either the wood 
or the fruit, when the: trees are In any other position 
hut south. Much care is necessary in the' preparation 
of the soil In which tho trees are to be planted, espe- 
cially if the natural soil does not contain lime. MUch 
also depends upon the. subsoil. During my thirty 
years' experience I have had to deal with all kinds of 
soil, but none suits i'!Peadhes Abetter than a fairly stiff 
retentive onb; Qnfa Chalky -subsoil, lime is an abso- 
lute necessity, therefore. If it Is not present; it must 
ho procured, using it at tho rate of '.aibatToW-load to 
a carload of good Stiff loam. Tho Wtter' should bo 
well chopped up with a spade and sufficient Ijurpt re- 



carefully cut it through wlth.a sharp .knife and.fill in 
the gap made by excavating with a liberal, addition of 
new maiden soil. If the work Is carefully -done ' and 
no roots are bruised. It will be found that where each 
one has been pruned new fibres will spring away to 
tiike at once to the new soil.' This Is the only way oC 
checking strong growth. When Peach trees are old 
and well established, it is an excellent' plan to make 
a (luantity of llmo and scatter it over the border, 
covering this with horse droppings and litter. The 
sin-ing is tho most critical .season for Peaches grown 
outdoors, for they usually expand their flowers very 
early, and at a timo when cold winds and frosty 
nights are frequent. A temporary covering should be 
at hand by which tho pollen.can be: protected. When 
this Is chilled or frozen the friiltf seldom sets. 

V.>! A System of Protection 
Is, ia' double thickness of flsh-nettlng. This can be 
left on In tho daytime, and admits plenty of .air and 
sunlight. No artificial method is necessary in the 
lertili;2ing of Peach 'flo-wers.' The action of wind and 
rain is sufllclent, and I never have, cause to regret 
not using the rabbit's tail or camel-hair brush usually 
brought forward by many growers. The flowering 
and selling season is one of great Interest, and great 
care must be tnl;en; It Is then that tho trees tell you 
whether they liavo been treated proiiurly in autumn, 
it is at (Ills priod that. the growth buds as well as llie 
fruit buds liave an unplen.'-vint way of Maying 'We'll 
have no more of it,' and fall off, never to be replaced. 
However, If the trees .-ire carefully tended this will 
not occur, and as the gniwth extends and tho leaves 
expand, it is thc'ii that they required careful fingers 
tho most, for what is termed 'disbudding' I.s neces- 
sary. This I.s a great llilng in Bcacli culture am. lie- 
qulres much thouglu. When the growths have reach- 
ed the length Of the little linger, they slioiild be grad- 
ually thinned. It is bust to do this at Intervals of u 
few days, taking away first only those growths which 



mind. One who knows this family as well as anyone 
says, they are In danger of neglect in tliese days, and 
this Is trui9.- It is well, therefore, to write of' lliem 
here, in the hope, that their cultivation will be more 
ardently pursued.. Hellanthemums, as this authority 
writes, are som'e of the showiest .told most brilliant 
of dwarf shrubs. Just now, when alterations and- ad- 
ditions are. being made in gardens, a reminder of 
these virtues may induce some planters to Introduce 
a few of the best of them to their gardens. They are 
not diiricult to accommodate, provided they have a 
well-drained and as sunny a position as possible; 
Shade and stagnant soil they cannot bear. They can' 
be used to furnish lodges on tho rock garden^ for 
planting in patches in front of tho herbaceous border, 
or oven in masses by themselves. The soli for these 
does not need to be very rich, and certainly it need 
nol.be very poor; a sound sandy loam is as good as 
anything, '■piie kinds can bo increased with the 
greate,-t readiness by cuttln.gs, which should bo taken 
when the>' are quite young and succulent, and given 
a brisk bottoin-lieat; a few days will suffice to root 
them. Sun Roses are, of course, most beautiful in 
the morning. As tho day advances the flowers close 
to be followed by a fresh display the following inorn- 
ing. Some of the red sorts, however, like Fireball and 
Magonta Queen, arc frequently open, in, |ha latter part 
of the afternoon.' The varieties of :uh6 common Sun 
Rose— Itself a British plant— range; 'In' color from 
crimson, rod and yellow to white, find there are both 
single and double forms. Besides the two mentioned 
the varieties croceum and serpylllfolluih (yellow), 
rautabile (rose), hyssoplf<dlum i (coppery red) and 
macranthum (while and yellow) should be grown 
Tliero ,;.irc also double-flowered sorts of most of these^ 
If the species disthiet from II. viilgaro, H, fonnosum' 
is, jierhaps, the most beautiful. It Is ij spreading 
dwarf .shrub, not more than 2 feet iitgh, lip.j grey- 
whito loliugo and largo bright yel!v.,v flow/'i's with a 
black spot at the baso of each petal,

A Few Fundamental Rules 



Avoid painteA or glazed pots; the cheap, porous 
clay, freely .admitting air to the roots,, is superior to 
all glldeil receptacles. Look well to the drainage. A 
hole in tlie bottom of tho pot, a saucer, with a few: 
pieces of hrlck, stone, or cinders, together with a bit 
of charcoal in the bottom of the pot before filling'' 
with, earth, will ensure against stagnant soil. 

• A common ,'err6r,v6fi;ffilB b is In using too 

large pots. " Plants bloom ihore freely when the roots 
hold close communion; though, if they become matted 
or protrude from : the bottom of the pot, it is high 
time to shift to one of larger size, A five or slx-lnch 
pot Is large enough to accommodate almost any plant 
of moderate size,-: ahd> thr'e0'!;6r*fpur tulips, or even a 
half dozen freesias, may bb tiTcked within its limits. 
TIso small pots In starting slips, and shift to larger 
as growth demands. 

There Is a well-established hygiene in plant life, a 
few fundamental rules requiring observance. A slcklv 
plant is an eyesore to all beholders, and an easy prey 
to insect life. Thrift Is the goddess of floriculture 
and cleanliness is her handmaiden. All leaves are 

rovered with microscopic pore.s— breathing tubes 

which ^should be kept open. Dusit Impedes their ac- 
tivity; hence tho first requisite,— cleanliness. Fresh 
air is also a necessity, but draughts should bo avoid- 
ed. Coal-gas Is injurious. If frost threatens, paper 
is a surer protection than cloth. Avoid extremes; uni- 
formity In light, heat -and moisture give the best re- 
sults. . . 

By a . fortunate coincidence, the banes of plant de- 
velopment In the llvlng-room arc those against which 
its human Inmates should likewise guard-— too high 
temijerature and lack u£ moisture, : *

JHE progresH and pi'ospority ol: a nation 
larprelv depends upon the productlvo 
powers of the soil. The nation is 
iM.iilt up of . people, and tlie people 
miiMt depend upon the products .o£ 
the soil. In many parts of the Orient 
countless milllon.s have been supported 
on the .same soils for almost five mll- 
lonia. Am to fertility, the soil of our 
own Canadian West is not far beluml 
llio best the world can show, and 
were I'evtility all, we miglit rival in 
l)oi)ulation llie Oriental empires. But 
the possession of fertility, like the poK.-3ession of 
\vcalth, is not all. Unless both be properly used and 
properly cared for, their value is lost. Where so 
much land is available and whore that land is highly 
productive, there is a great tendcne^■ for preed and 
wastefulness to become dominant factors. The latent 
value of any land may readily be destroyed by a 
generation or two of "soil robber.s"; men whose solo 
aim is to reap the largest possible returns with the 
least possible e.xpondlture, regardless of the disastrous 
results which must inevitably follow. Nearly every 
country has had its share of these transient settlers, 
and free, democratic America lias been no exceptioii. 
The number of farms throughout l':astorn Canaila 
; .and over all parts of the United States wliieh will not 
pay a reasonable rent are the result of this rcckles.s 
cultivation. In our own Western country the same 
practice has toeen going on under the w or.so than fool-< 
Ish, conception that the fertility of the soil was inex- 
^ haustlble. It has only taken time to show the fallacy 
v; qf.suchra.n;idiBaiy,aii"d some of the older wheat 

tt ijjands i»f^ showing Its results. 

Such a'praqtlce is not farming, but a wholesale sya^ 
tern of national robbery; robbery ofjthelmost yaluable,

latter has looked upati hirri -with a degreeidf/susplclon 
and e-vea aversion. But the time for this , is' passed; 
The scientist is willing to throw aside his -technical 
terms and meet the farmer half way, while'Vthe-.farmer 
is now a man who Is more able to understand; the 
work of the* 'scientist alnd who' seea the s'ne^d-iOjETun- 
derstanding. and applying the acientiflc'truth' which Is 
available. .. . ,^ , ' ^s-i -J'- i 

A 'chemical , study. o& the goIl,.inay have two- objects 
In view;, ■flrstri to understand the nature of the soil 
and Icnbw how It may tie most prof Itably . handled to 
;ftglye the largest casbl returns, -and seooh^Jy.-.to-.know 
■\vhaf Is going on herieath jthe 'surface/ -so thafwhlle 
we are turning over the black furrows . every- clod' 
will have a lesson and a meaning, and. the. work ;"wlll 
he filled with an interest that can turn mere drudgery 
into an enlightening occupation. However -Important 
this latter feature may be, it has ever oversh{).dowe'd 
the first consideration, and the efforts put forth -hy 
the agricultural scientists have been to' produce "the 
two blades of grass where one grew previously."- 

Up to near the beginning of the nlneteeiith cen- 
tury, .little .was Jtnovvn of the soiirces pr -nature of 
plant food. The' alohenilsts, who for many years pre- 
vious to- il800 had claimea it possible -to. chainge -the 
baser metals' Into- gold, puft forth the theory, that the 
water -'Of i-'the • soil ' was ■• transformed Into plant ■ tissue 
by some ' mysterious process, It -was seen, ' however, 
that when manures were applied to the soil they .had 
a l.)enoficial effect upon the crop, but they-never .sus- 
pected the plant taking up any portion<of-,the manufe; 
On the other hand, they said the manure contained 
A certain "spirit.s" which entered into the soil and plant 
■ and aided the growth of the crop. Bo long i^S 'these 
crude .superstitions held swdy no correct idea 6f . the 
growth of plants could be formed. It was not urttil 
after the composition of air and water was uhder- 
,stood, and some of the'common elements were discov- 
ered, that chemistry as a science began to throw-much - 
light on plant growth. Throughout the nineteenth 
century, however, there was a rapid development. 
By the untiring labors of such men as De Saussure 
and Boussingault in i'^rance, Schubler in Germany, 
and Davy in "Rngland, followed by such men as T^el- 
big, Lawcs and Clilbert, and Warrington, the secret of 
plant growth ha.s been fairly well exiilainnd, and the 
pafis played 1),\- the air the water and the soil care- 
fully detenniiicd. .So toda\- we are quite cej'tain of 
the gcner,-i! fodd '.'cquirements of the i)huit and wliero 
these const kucnts are deri\-e(l. Alueli of this \-aIu- 
able information has h<'en slowly diffusing down to 
those who are tilling the s.>il, and a I'e.snit ol* a 
conscious or inicouscious recognition of these prfn- 
eiples and facts, our systeni of tillage and crop])inj-' 
has been niodifled. We no longer hope for any 
strange spirits to undo the evils of careless eidtiva- 
llon. We Know that when we take a crop from the 
soli we have lessoC the ash constituents contained 
in lhat plant remaining in tlie soil, and that if we 
continue to dr.iw from this supply the store will in 
time become exhausted and no croj) can be grown 
until that food is returned. It Is needless to wait to 
learn this lesson by experience, when conihion sense 
and a Itnowledge of the composition -pf soils '■and 
plants will teach us. 

Plants draw their food from llie air and froni 
the soil. From the air, the.\- get carbon dioxide, a 
colorless gas, containing- carbon and oxygen. I'^rom 
the soil they .get water, which is made up ol' li>-dro- 
gon and o.xygen, and dissolved in the water various 
salts containing nitrogen, potassium, phosphorus, sul- 
phur, calcium, magnesium and iron. The little seed, 
\\-hen sown in the ground, contains a small imma- 
ture pUmt Imbedded In a store of food to nourish IT 
until It has had time lo send up a tin,\' leaf to gather 
the bright sunlight aiul tlio gases of the air ami to 
send down fuujther .small arm into the soil to gatlinr 
the wafer and .soil salts whicli it requires for growth. 
.■\s soon as these two parts are ready I'or work, the 
little I'ld draws up the-ivatei' with the various salts 
It requires dissoh-ed In It. This water is can-led up 
the stem to the leaves, wdiere it comes In contact 
with the carbondloxide gas which has been absorbed 
from the air, and by the energ,\- of the sunlight thest* 
substances are broken up and are reunited into more 
complex form.s, which go to build up the tissues of 
the plant. Kaeh coiislitunnt of the food has Its own 
place to fill in the making of the plant, and no matter 
how small the quantity of any one of these that 
may bo used, the ab.senee of It would result in a 
dwarfed growth and final death of the plant. Of 
tliese essential elements, carbon, hydrogen and oxygon 
i form'-by, far ' the greater bulk of the, plant; all the 
';'iOthi3rs;,;wlth' tlin exception of nltrogphi' being found 
:': in the ash. As the carbon l.s found ih abundance In 
the carbonioxfdo of the air and the hydrogen itnd 
•.-yeen in the water, It Is plain the bulk of the plant 



is derived from Inexhaustible stores. Among those 
elements taken from^the soil, only four are not pre- 
sent in comparatively unlimited ,^ amounts. ■., These 
are nitrogen, potassium, phosphorus and. calclumi- or,; 
as they are more -commonly called, nitrogen, potash 

■ phosphoric acid and lime. 

Most virgin soils, such ay are found m this coun- 
try, contain an abundance of these constituents 
-for scveral crops, but the most.fertlle sod has its 
limit. With continued cropping without returning 
anything to the .soli, there comes a tmu", and that 
usually in about ten or fifteen years, when most of 
the available food has been used up and tlie crop re- 
turns become so small the land will scarcely pay I'or 
cultivation. It is therefore ol.ndous that while wa 
must talve something from tlie land, wo should aim 
f'l-om the very first to return all the plant food that 
Is possible a practice which unfortunately has not 
been caiTled out in this country as much us it .should 
have been. The two largest^ returns of plant food 
which could be made to the land without interfering 
with the sales of produce are the straw and the 
manure jiroduced by the stock on the farm. Tt has 
bi-en the practice to burn the straw and to allow the 
manure to decay in the barnyard. When the straw 
is burned, all the nitrogen is lost, as well as a part 
of the potash and phosphoric acid. An acre of good 
wlieat, say thirty bushels per acre, would contain 
straw- included, approximately 50 lbs. nitrogen, 2% lbs. 
potash, and 1!1 lbs. phosphoric acid. If we value 
these constituents at the regular market price, the 
loss is about -$10 per acre. It. liowever, the straw is 
returned to the soil tU'ter being used for feed and 
litter, the loss would be reduced lo about $7.50 per 
acre, or a- saving of $2.50. Wliere the manure from 
the stock keiJt was returned in good condition, the 
loss would be much diniinislicd, and the productive- 
ness of the soil prolonged. Besides adding plant food, 
the straw and manure go lo form lumius whicii greatl.N- 
improves the physical texture of the soil, increases 
its power to retain water, and forms a more suitable 
place for the small cu-ganisins to live and prepare 
food in a form suitable for the plant. 
. ■ .Chemlsty, as wo see, has thrown nuicli light upon 
thA nature of soils and of plants, and their requlre- 
nients,.'-but with our present knowledge of the sub- . 
jebt Us usefulness Is -limited. It Is often thought 
that .the. chemist is 'able to' analyze a soll^and tell 
emct1y'''What'It.'^re.ciui,r,es to i^roduce a.g crop; but 
tlteyproblehi-is-notVso si^ -Injin-yblves much more, 
■than -appears oh' the stirface. In.-the first place, much', 
of toe. , giant . fo.^d^r^^^ .'.fee.; In.,ihe..-Jas9lub,le. .forni. . 
elsevlt, -lyoaM J)e leached out of -the soil '-ISy rains, but 
the plant can absorb this food ,only inthe soluble form. 
This change-fromfcthe.' insoluble?' to the ■ soluble form • 
■ must be, brougl^t about ..slqiwly .by, the soil water and* 
the weak juices of tlije 'plant?;- The power possessed^- 
by the plant to attack 'fmanyfof th^^ Jhsoliiblo forms 
of food 1g limited; ''vifhlle'tthertf<y#6^ has 
at ,his dispoisal is- quite' linirr^lt^d.. It-Is -plain, there- 
fore, that unless the analyst.'oa'n. use 'a 'solvent which 
has the same power ' as the -^piant ''Juices' andsj soil 
water, he can tell little of the ■ Iminediate productive- 
ness of a soil, because most soils contain enough 
food for many crops, but in forms whicli are not 
readily available. Then also, time, a factor not in 
the hands of the analyst, plays a large part in the 
soil to bring about BoUitlon. Most of the soluble food 
m«y be'used up lii this year's crop, but by next year 
the slow action of these weak agents over a long 
period of time wdll lia\e brought considerable food 
into an avail.able condition. However, methods have 
been prepared by which a fairly accurate estimate can 
be made of the amount of this readily available fopc" 
and the immediate productive value of the land thu."; 
determined. We can, therefore, easily see some of 
the difficulties which have confronted the chemist. 
For a long time it was thought chemistry codid solve 
all the problems of ■ plant . growtii, and Incorrect 
statements were made based only on a chemical 
knowledge of tlie subject. "A little knowledge" proved 
here, as in so man>- other cases, "a dangerous thing." 
The result was statements were made which did not 
a.gree witli practice, and the practical men began al- 
together to doubt the scientists, or theorists, as the\ 
called- them. But, as the philosopher said, "drinking 
deeply sobers us again," so a further study of the 

..^chemical side of the question, taking into account at 
the same time the physical and biological considera- 
tions, lias given us a far clearer insiglit into tlie 
true nature of these complex changes which are go- 
ing on in the soil. We see that the laws of physics 
are applying, as well as the laws of cliemlstry, aiui 
the great practical lesson which physics has taught 
us is the necessity fur better cultivation. A soil may 
he poor in available plant food, but if it be well eul- 
tivated and a larger surface exposed to the action of 
air, frost and water, much of the insoluble portion; 
of the soil will bo broken up into' forms which ni;iy 
be made use of, by the plant and the yield of the 
crop increased .as a result. ^ Nor is the relation of 
biology less ittiportanf. .Only .lately wo have dlscov- 
ered'ithat'tb^-sdllflsfull of -life.' Tiny organisms arc 
constantly-' at. work, preparing food for the plant anc 
nitrogen; ta cbhistitueint bf 'plant food which at one 
tinier Was looked- Upon as having no connection wltl 
germi llfe,.'ls now proven to be directly ilependentupon 
thesd soil organisms,-.' It is also well known that -the 

-legrumlnou^ plant's, 'as clover-s and peas. Have /asso- 
ciated with their roots organisms - which can i^;t&er 
nitrogen f rorn the air, thus Increasing, the suppl'y'%f 
one of , the most. Important and the, most expensive 
constituent of 'plant food. 'It is ' only when we con - 
.sider the chemical nature of the; soil In' relation to its 
phy.sical condition that we are able to draw a sound 
dedueton. 

This subject is most comjilex and most interest 
ing. No tiller of the soil need feel his occui)atIon a 
dull, mechanical drudgery, when In and beneath the 
furrows ho is turning, is a miscroscopic world In 
which the most complex changes are taking place, 
n here physical agents are performing a work I'ar be- 
yond human power, and whore millions upon niillions 
of tiny organisms, animal and vegetable, are strugg- 
ling for existence, and ' filling a place In the universe 
just as Important as many of the liigher creaturc-s. 
and filling it more faithfulh-. But for the perl'oet 
working out of a divine puriiose In these minute 
forces, the bread on which we exist could not be pro- 
duced. There has been much discovered, and there 
is still much to discover. The scientist is ever press- 
ing fm-u-ard Into the dark recesses of the unknown, 
stri\-iiig to bring truth to Ifglit, and striving to give 
man something which will enable lilm to mal<e more of 
the things of nature around him and to supply hiniselt 
uilh the needs and luxuries of life more easily, l^ia 
, while the work of ithe scientist Is still Incomplete, 
much- has been completed, and what is recpiired now 
Is a better acquaintance with and understanding of 
these truths by the practical I'armer. In I his intel- 
lectual age, the rank (jf any calling depends on tlie 
mental energy which it requires. Now, no other 
business on earth gl\'es scope for more study than 
does agriculture; not a natural science l)ul what 
can find a subject for Its latest research in agrlcuJ- 
lure, and some of which mark their develojiment by 
the solution of agricultural problems. The lU'oper 
understanding and cultivation of the soil calls for 
as much Ijraln as any of the professional linos of 
work, and when U receives it we may look for a 
marked change in the system of farmingand the rank 
of the farmer. There is ample opportunltj- for our 
farmers, and ijarticuiarly our farmers' sons, to got this 
Iriformiuion. There are many books treatin'g with tin; 
subject; our agricultural journals, as well as the in- 
stitutes, fairs and .such meetings 'are doing much to 
spread this tiseful knowledge, but the first of all 
places to receive a thorough training and make sure 
of having the cojxect idea Is at the Agricultural 
f'ollege. Wo have" now four colleges in Canada. 
Kvery part is represohted, and "before . long we ex- 
pect to have; mbreH.i Tlje course'. 'thayi.be^b the 
reach, of farniieifS bf ';today, butti.te beyond 
that of thelrii,sbns. ':THer<S»is no reason 'Hvliy a boy 
Intending, 'tp'afolibw, farming should not have'i'anj edu ■ 
cation wlUoh's^puld fit lilm /for that occUijatiiihi' fin- 
able him to make' more money from It, as well as to 
take a livelier Interest In his work by undorstandlns 
the things which are about him. The cost Is never 
high, ;ind in a country like this the will wl)! find the 
way If bnly our young men realize the Imporlance of 
the old proverb, "Knowledge is power." ' 




>H£}RE are. aomoi people -possessed of the 
Idea that In order to be successful with 
farm animals the flv,st thing they should 
do IS to mongrellze them, the object being 
apparently, to unite In one individual all 
the qualities of several specialized types. 
This never works out satisfactorily hi 
practice. In fact. It Is about the very 
worst thing that a keeper of live stock 
can possibly. do. On the other hand, there are some 
few eases In which the progeny of a flrsst cross of two 
pure breeds may under certain circumstances be more 
desirable thJin either of the parents. For the produc- 
tion of table poultry from the common American 
types of fowls this method of breeding is \-^vy effec- 
tive and profitable, for while it enables the ijoultry 
keeper to supply the market with birds of high qual- 
it.v, he can, at the same time, keep a flock of good 
winter laying hens. 

Among the best winter layers to be found ui)on tlie 
average Canadian farm are the Plymontb Rocks, 
Wyandottes and Orpingtons. These are all good gen- 
eral utility birds, attaining when mature, a large size 
and carrying flesh of medium quality. They are, 
however, too coarse in flesh and bone for the best 
markets and are also lacking in la-east dtveloimient, 
this latter defect being i)artlcular!y ncdlceable In llie 
young birds. They are, therefoiv, not in demand for 
the high-class l)roller trade, nor for roasting c!;i(?kens. 
Wherever there is a market for tliis class of poultry, 
it should seem iidvlsable to supply it. and this can he 
done without in any way impairing the; wdnter layin.g 
qualities of a flock of liens, by judiciously mating 
them with a. male of a breed possessing the requisite 
breast development and fineness of flesh and hone. 

Good table crosses can be made in so many ways 
that it is hard to say which is -absolutely the best. 
Some, however, are rather more;Buitable'rthari. others 
for certain purposes. When, for:; , instance,', early 
spring chlcW ;i will bring a good price, one of the 
English game cocks with Plymouth r Rock or Wyan- 
dotte. Jiens make^ |a- good -cross, the birds produced 
will be ' qiilck 'growers, cari-ylng a good breast,, and 
tlie fledh Is -well -flavored. They are rather small, but 
this does not'sbem to be a disadvantage for the early 
trftdbi especially tii ths- American^ mw^ where the 
writer! ia\y Ba«tam crbsses'usedvln-brcfei' to obtain the 
plump -breast and. small bodied tiirSs for broilers, 
which were- selling freely-.atiflfty cents per pound. 

For. Obtalnlng.JargeA fowls of the best form and 
citiallty, a cross of IDbrklngbr Indian game male with 
either of the utility breeds mentioned gives excellent 
■ results, producing a large proportion -of flrst-'grade 
table fowls, s'uch as will realize the high'est'prlices and 
give satisfaction to the consumer. 

.For laying, cross-bred birds have no advantage 
over the pure-bred utility breeds at any season of 
the year: in fact, are decidedly inferior. The pro- 
geny of the first cross, therefore, should be disposed 
of as soon as they are ready for market during the 
first season, for If pullets of this cross should be kept 
and fared". from, deterioratlob'.in both laying; and table 
qualities will certainly resultt-r-Farmlng World. ■ 

' Shade and -SheU^' for. Cfiipkens ' 

An exceedingly useful and simple device for pro- 
viding chickens with bolli shade and shelter, says 
the Irish Homestead, consists of f-.vo ordinary chicken 
coops, set down adjacent to one^ another, at any de- 
sired distance apart, say four to six feet. The fronts 
of both coops face the same direction, and the space 
l)etween them is sheltered by an awning, supported 
by ,a light frame, which extends from oneS-oop to the 
otlier. The coops may be each about two and a half 
feet square, and will accommodate two hens with 
tlicir broods, the sheltered space being used In com- 
mon by both broods. The awning may be of any 
light material, such as canvas, unbleached calico, oil 
cloth, etc., and it extends over the top and baolf, .with 
a few inches hanging over the front. When -.- the, 
chicks are under a weelv old, and it is desired tpl^coh;' 
fine them to limited space, this arrangement' lyill .be 
found most useful, it being only necessary.^ tb'-clbse- 
tho front witlt a'strip.,of netting, or for grjeater; con-; 
venience, a piece of netting may be- attached'., to- .a 
frame and used when required .for .the purpose, natn^d: 
When the chickens are older and'-hai-ve- full -liberty-- tb . 
roam, this arrangement for providing;: sha'db ajifl 
shelter is. no less useful than when. they 4re cbnflnedt 
and -they quickly learn' to .seek-"it-wh#n'.a.^sndd6n 
shower oftmes on^ or :whe.n,the heat^offthe siih is e?c- 
yesslvei ,Eor reiarlng turkeys and ducklings, .also, this 
double cbbpjtng plan with shelter will be found most 
useful, for ■;these birds,' as well as chickens,' are much 
InjiiVed by extremes .offbeat and cold, and by rain 
storms,. -when,' through careiesshes?, - no shade or shel- 
ter is provided. ' It Is not generally believed tliat 
youngiblrds suffer much from exposure to the sum- 
mer sun, because the effects are not immediately ap- 
.parent, but exiierlence shows th.at many of the stunt- 
ed, thriftless, almost bare chickens which are to 1)0 
seen In sunjrner time, owe their condition to (exposure. 
■-.This is paritlcularly true in those locfl^ties where 
there 'are- no trees, shrubss, or other natural shade, in ■ 
which the,' birds may find refuge from either sun- 
siline; or- hard weather. 

AROUND THE FARM 



Concrete Floors In Stables 

p^wj~T5Trt(00 much care cannot be exerbi^od In -pre- 
paring the foundation for .a^ concrete fl6br., 
'^' This should always: be' well drained and 
firmed to a depth of from six to eight 
inches below the concrete. 

It pays to thoroughly tamp this I'oun- 
datjon before putting on the mixture. If 
the soli contains a f*l-eat deal of clay. It 
may bo nece.^sary to remove part of it and 
lo fill In with broken stone, gravel, or cinders to with- 
in four or six inches of the proposed finished siirl'ace, 
depending on the thickness of the floor. Blind drains 
of coarse gravel or tile may be laid from the lowest 
points in the excavation to carry off any water that 
may accuminulate beneatii the structure. 

h'or the constructioiii of the ordinary stable or barn 
floor, whicli is not to carry i\ny great weight, tlie fol- 
lowing proportion is to be recomnieiuled for the con- 
crete base: 1 part cement, - '/!> iiarts clean, .sharp 
sand, and 5 paits loose gravel or broken ,xStone. 
This should be flnlahed on the surface with a, I to 1 Vi 
Inch layer of a ndxture of 1 part cement and l',*; to " 
parts of clean, sharp sand. The total thickness of 
the floor must b(! from 5 lo S inches, depending upon 
the load It has to carr.\-. 

For engine foundiithms, floors or drive-ways over 
which heavy loads pass, the following, proportion Is 
to be recommended; One jiurt cement, two parts 
sand, and four parts broken stone or griivel. 

For all large floors. It is advisable to jdaee the 
concrete In sections not to exceed six feet square. 
'I'his may be done by placing a two- Inch ]j|ank of a 
width i>(itial to the desired thickness of the floor on 
edge as a box in which the concrete Is tamped until 
water begins to show on top. Make several of tliese 
forms, holding the plank In jilace by means of stakes 
driven Into the under surface. These stakes should 
be driven on the outside of the form so they may be 
easily removed after the concrete has set and the 
planks have been taken out. I'^lll alternate forms at 
first, tainping the concrete llioroughl.\-, especially the 
edges. On the ,sumo day, as soon as tlie concrete lias 
set, remove the crosswise plank and fill in the I'onns 
not filled at first. Mark the side plank to show. ex- 
actly where the points come...,,. , ; 

The finishing Coat shiiuld/be'-llpl'ead on 'before the 
concrete has sot. To make this of uniform thlcknoss 
it Is best to place either 1 or IMs Inch wood strips, as 
UcBlrod, ^on top of the concrete over, whlcU'a straight 




edge may be run. Smooth/Wlth a trowel for. ,a;:S^mooth 
surface, or; -with - a wooden f loat' f or a: roughji-surface. ' 
Groove exactly over ^the jointsiofjlthe concrete BO.as to - 
bevel the edges of the block, • - 
' .'i.i.Do-^not trowel the surface- too imuch. until e:it'-.ha8... 
begun to stiffen, as it tends -to'^separate. the- cement 
from the sand and injures the wearing surface. 

The floor should be constructed with slope enough 
to carry all liquids to certain points from which, it 
mav be drained. 

Protect the new floor from the direct rays of the 
sun, currents of air and frost and keep constantly 
moistened for several days. Water is very important 
in the curing of concrete constructions and must be 
used liberally. 

Use nothing but the best cement tliat can be ob- 
tained. The sand should be clean, sharji and not fine; 
it should be free from loam or clay; as these will tend 
to destroy the adhesive quality and retard the setting 
of the cement. Use clean, pure water , for -. -Tnlxihg. 
Mix thoroughly; tamp thoroughly; water thoroughly. -

The -Eye of the Horse 

The eye of the horse differs in some points from 
that of man, and it has some appendages not pos- 
sessed by the latter, required by the habtts .of the 
animal. 

The horse has no eyebrow, and his eyelashes arc 
arranged In a peculiar manner, the longest hairs be- 
ing on the upper lid, probably that the eye may be 
defended from excess of light and from, insects, which, 
would naturally endeavor to annoy the horse In that 
unprotected part. Many stable boys and grooms, in 
their desire to make their horse appear neat, are so 
foolish us to cut away these necessary and imjiortant 
appendages, to the intolerable pain and inconvenience 
of the ijoor animal, who is unable, while at work, to 
turn or shelter himself frrtm any inconvenience or 
anuoyaiiee. 

On the lower lid are some long projecting hairs or 
bristles, which are supposed to be useless by ignorant 
persons, and are sometimes cut away. Arc they, 
however, useless? i'"ar from it! They are intended to 
let the, animal know the presence of anything that 
ma'y approach the eye too closely. 

The, horse has no hands wherewith to, rub his 
eyes 'when they are irritated by dust or similar sub-, 
stance, - Ai' drying- of the liquids -which moisten that 
part IS cbhtlnually going on, more especially when 
moving quickly along, and the. Almighty has, there- 
fore, in His wIsdb,m,.,pro.vlded an - efficient substitute 
for so necessary a purpose. " Jiist Inside the upper lid 
Is a little organ called the 'lachrymal gland which' is 
continually sending out a liciuid to flow over the.; eye, 
and wash away all lesser ImpuritSe.s. Besides this 
jjrovlsion, there is a thin cartilage of membrane con- 
cealed in one corner of the eye. vulgarly called the 
haw, and this, whene\-(-r the animal wislies, can be 
pnsiied out along the surface of the eyeball. The 
dust or the insect that may be the cause of the irri- 
tation. Wet with tears, is immediately carried away. 

Many persons v.-ho profess to understand liorses 
are ignorant of this beautiful provision. The haw is 
sometimes thickened and protruded when suffering 
from inflammation of the neighboring parts; it is 
then not Infrequently^mistalien for a. tumor,,or,jS>y.ell- .. 
ing and absplutely-.^cutlout, Instea'!JVb£i.b'elrigi';b!v£rbd'-;by-,i 
a little rest'br, coollri'g .medicine..fe'Ii6t'a 
the torturfe "of being, eipbsed- to the full glare ibf iJh^?

or rub-fthe eye, 'and he will easily comprehend y the 
barbarity and absurdity of the practice. The loss of 
blood which follows the operation may sometimes re- 
lieve the inflammation, l3Ut the cure would have been 
equally well accomplished by simple and rational 
means, w-ltliout depriving the animal of this neces- 
sary appendage. 

Wlien ill a darkened stable, the iris or brow-nish 
curtain around tlie centre of the eye expands, so as 
to admit the jiassage of sufficient rays of light for 
distinct vision; but on. emerging into the glarc^ of day 
tlie same aiierture immediately closes or grows less, 
a smaller quantity of liglit being necessary under 
these altered circumstances. Any person who has felt 
tlie pain and inconvenience of coining suddenly frpm ,. 
a darlc room into the full blaze of day -will', ^readily;-- 
conceive the necessity for lig-hting a stable' ;m the , 
proper manner. This . Is too often- neglected' In^ con- 
lined stables, and - the; cojiseduebcfes ;^ire. most- dlstrss-' 
ing to a human observer, iThejposr librae, led suddenly 
out ::tb his :\Vbrk,.'Bh<>ws "hI«, .pain - . by-- unmistakable 
- signs, V stiiimbleSi 'ahd rubs against any -thing - that may 
ba'pp'en. tb;be. nea^-r, -until- the eye has in, some degree 
a'cbbmipodated Itself to the new eircumstan'ces,,under 
•'which It- is, placed. Nor is tliis all. By a.coi'tinyance 
' of •thife change fi-om darkness to sudden da'yllgHt- tlie 
eye becomes seriously injured. The retina or sensible 
nervous e.Kpansion becomes deadened and more or less 
useless; the horse's slglit is injureil; he starts and 
shies ;it objects which he sees imiierfectly ; and many 
a rider who has received a dangerous injury has had 
lo thank bis inattention to tills simide cause, rather 
than any vicious habit of tlie animal to which it has 
been attributed. Blindness is almost certain to be 
caused by inattention to the above caution; but even 
blindness Itself is less dangerous to the rider than 
imperfect sight. In tlio first case, the horse. is forced 
to trust entlrelj- to the bridle; but in the latter, ob- 
jects only half distinguislied terrify and ' startle, 
though they would -under ordinary clrcuinstanCes be 
passed wlthout 'notice. ' 
, Another source of injury to the eye Is the vapor 
wjtloli Is ponstantly arising from a hot, . foul stable. 
BJvery intelligent reader must have felt the c.ough 'and 
watering eyes wKlch are caused to himself In goitig 
IntOiSnch a place. What, then, must be the operation 
of the same causes on animals- shut up for many 
hours 'at'a stretch and expo-sed to their full activity? 
The eyes are inflamed bv the ammoniacal.vaijors that 
lare exhaled, the throat is Irritated, cough;is;produced, 
and blindness, with cough or asthma, tire 'the' inevit- 
able consequences. — Nor'-West i'"armer. 

Where the Profit of Cattle Feeding Comes In 

A few months ago the North Dakota Agricultural 
College published a bulletin on steer feeding, written 
by Profs. Shepperd and Richards. We wiW not at 
this time go into the details of the feeding experi- 
ments discussed, but we believe that the last para- 
graph of the bulletin is worthy of reproduction by 
Itself, it touelies on a point in connection with live 
stock keeping tliat is often overlooked, and it refers 
to conditions that are very similar to our own., Here 
It is: — '"I'lie farmers of North Dakota can afford to 
feed cattle for market if the.v do not get the full ele- 
vator price for tlieir grain because of the market it 
makes for the roughage they can raise in such abun- 
dance. To convert the forage crops raised on the 
farms of this state Into money, it is necessary to 
feetl them to live stock as they cannot be sold readily. 
On many f.'irms where stock is bred and raised the 
j'oung stocic consumes most of the forage grown, but 
where there is an excess raised, above the needs of 
this class of stock, it would bo good farming to feed 
cattle for market, In order to dispose of this excess 
even If the feeding was done at a small margin of 
profit, above the 'cost of production. >.This practice 
means more barnyard manure available to ajply .on 
the land, the value of which Is commonly considered 
sufficient to offset the cost of labor in feeding the cat- 
tle, but which. If carefiilly figured Into the economy 
of farm management,: Is worth more than the cost of 
the labor In feeding the cattle that consume the feed. 
It also means the encouragement of the growth of 
forage ci'OUK, such as legumes, ami i.'i.rn fodder, a 
practice lhat is becoming absolutely essential on every 
farm. In the state when the land is expected to net a 
profit year after year." 

Dehorning Calves 

T have dehorned many , calye.s and htwc had no 
failures as yet. My method'jhai been as follows; Clip 
the hair from the top of the liorn when the calf Is 
from two to. five days old; slightly moisten the end 
of the stick of caustic imtuah with water, or moisten 
the top of the horn firmly with the potash for about 
a (luarter of a minute or until a sllgnt Impression has 
boen made on the center ol the horn, The horns 



should be .treated In .this way from two to .four. times 
at Intervals of five'.mlnutes. II, during the intervals 
of , five-' minutes after one or more applications, a little 
blood(,appears in ;the' center of the horn, it will then 
only, be neces.sary to give another very slight rubbing 
with the potash. 

The operation Is best performed when, the calf is 
under five days old, and should not be attempted af- 
ter tne ninth day. ( austie potash can be obtained 
ir(nn an.^■ druggist m the form of a white' stick-;.i;when 
not in use it should be iccpt In a stoppered glass bot- 
tle in a dry place, as it rapidly deteriorates when ox- 
. posed to the air.' One man should hold the calf while 
an assistant uses the caustic. lioll a piece of tinfoil 
or brown paper around the end of the stick of iiotash, 
whicli is lield by the fingers, so as not to injure the 
hand of the operator. Do not moisten the stick too 
nnicb, or the caustic may spread to the skin around 
the horn and destroy the flesh. For the same reason 
keej) the calf from getting- wet I'or some days after tlio 
operatioa. Be careful to rul3 on the center of the 
horn, and not around the side of it. Caustic potash 
is poisonou.s, and must therefore be kept in a safe 
place. Calves that I ha\-e treated are now from two 
to thirty months old and no signs of a horn have 
appeared on any of tliem. 

Bear in mind tliat the potash ljurns after you are 
through with the operation and that soim; calves have 
thin skin and others thick, .so that It i-.iUok n Iittlf> 
experience to determine .iiist wiien to stop the appli- 
cation of tlie potash.— J. 1-'. i3rown, in Hoard's Dairy-

. , Feeding Dairy . Cows 

Experiments have shown that 60 per cent, of all 
the feed a dairy cow can eat is appropriated to sus- 
tain her body. If a cow is fed to 70 per cent, of her 
capacity, only 10 per cent, of the ration can be used 
for milk production. Liberal feeding is neces§"ary, 
but its profitable extent depends on the individual 
animal. .Successful dairying depends fullv as much 
°Jl.*-^^^^^^^T^.B.B on the cow. A proportion of two- 
fifths;concentrates to three-fiftss roughage l.s widely 
a-hd ,su.ccessfully used. Of course feed stulfs must be 
chosen to balance Well and with,; an eye to thler mar- 
kef yalUe.;:' 'V ... 



■■■-^'^-> ' Fairpigs. 

There is a great deal of adverse criticism heard 
against the raising of fall, pigs No one will deny but 
that In this climate pigs will do better during the 
auninier than during the winter, but that Is not sav- 
ing that pigs should not be ral.sed during the winter 
AVo have In mind a farmer who told us recently that 
he preferred raising pigs in the winter time to raising 
them in summer If he could only got the one Utter 
each year. This is perhaps taking a very much stron- 
ger stand for tlie fall pig- that most pe^le would 
do The gentleman referred to remarked that In. the 
winter he had more time to care for his hogs' than 
during the summer, and as he had good warm';barns 
he found, winter pork making very protltable and that 
the pigs did all right. The barns were wel.l surround- 
ed by a grove, and the pig houses were In the most 
protected place of all, behind the other bulldlng,s, fac- 
ing the south, with runways to let the .sows and pigs 
out for exercise and to sun themselves on warm, 
bright days. Each morning a warm, sloppy feed is 
given, the beds are kept dry with lots of straw, and 
the pigs come through all right. 

The sows must be kept over if litters are to bo 
had in the spring, and if they can be made to raise a 
fall litter and money can be made from these, their 
owner is, just that much ahead. On the other hand, 
there is no question but that winter pigs will eat 
their heads off if they are not properly housed. A 
hog, can stand less exposure and cold than almost any 
other animal. And then they must have dry beds and 
be fed regularly. There is nbthing. that will so soon 
stunt pigs and make them unthrifty ;aiid .uripr6fitable-/ 
as to keep them in dark, damp pens and to o-verfeed' 
them. They will get the scours and the "thumps" 
and die. 

There Is every reason in this country for keeping 
iiiid feeding more stock during the winter. There is 
a long period between fail and s|5ring that is a com- 
paratively inactive season for the farmer. Ho can- 
not work out of doors mucli of the time, and if he doe.^ 
not liave stock to look after he really is not a bu.sy 
man for four fir five months during the winter. At 
this season tiie farmer can give ahiiost his wliole at- 
tention to caring for his stock, and if properly pre- 
pared to Iceep them, can profitably utilize much of 
"the poor gram and coarse feed that would otherwise 
be.'.wastedi . •, .,.■,.-■-.:-■! 



Sticking To 'One Thing 



A man should not stick to one thing after he finds 
out that he cannot make a success of that one thing or 
is not ada])ted to the kind of pursuit he Is following. 
Biit, on th(- other hand, one of the greatest obstacles 
to success In agricultural pursuits is the strong ten- 
dency of men to get tired of any particular line of 
work and change to something- else. Professor Eu- 
gene IJaveiiport recently reCei-red to this in relation 
to the breeding of dairy cows. "That," lie said, "Is 
the reason why more effectiv-e breeding up of our 
, dairy herds has not occurred, ff 100 men say they 
will go into the grading up with Jersey bulls, at the 
end of five years it would be found that ninety-five 
have changed to something else." At the end of the 
ten vears still fe^ver are engaged in tlie lines in wViich 
tliex M..>.rt'^d. s mevents a great amount of good 
being -acuompiL.r-j % ..lom the lines of breeding that 
so many intelligent men understand. One man starts 
)Vith Holsteins and changes , to-. Jerseys. Another 
starts with Jerseys and- changes to Holsteins. One 
man begins to raise strictly^-'dalry^-cattle-: andtln'five 
years is found trying to breed , beet- cattle for; milk 
purposes. 

The man that will select somethingdn which thero 
is money and keep to it is the man that will make 
money. Ho will be tempted over and over to go into 
something else that seems to promise great things, ' 
but -in changing he loses the results of his years of 
experience. It is the fund of experience that makes 
it ijossible for him to .-iccoinplisli more from breeding 
than can men that have not had experience. Ten- 
aciously sticking to one tiling, promises greater things 
for , the ' stock' breedei' than anything else. 

Handling a Vicioiis Bull 

If a bull has once sfiowh the least disposition to 
be vicious, he should neyei'. aga'Iii be taken out of his 
stall without a ring in hisinose and a staff of first- 
class tough wood, with a strong, safe, spring snap, or, 
better, a jointed connection with a turn-screw, as ■ 
spring sna'ps are liable to get out of order. Indeed ' 
it is not absolutely safe to trust even a miid-tomper- 
ed hull that has. never shown a tendency to be cross 
as many ca.'ieH have ocourred where such an animal 
has suddenly and surprisingly turned vicious, owirtg' 
to some unknown cause, and done hla caretaker to 
death.' A very vicious bull cannot be safely itaken outj . 
oven with a staff, and the simply safe way to handle 
such is to blindfold him by securely fastening a sack 
or something of the kind on hts head so that he can- 
not see either In front or sidowlse. This dovico Is 
equally 'effective In quieting an excited or nervous 
cow, heifer or steer that one wishes -to lead- The ^ 
writer recalls the case of a nervous heifer, shipped ,^ 
alone in a freight car, being .so excited on arrival at 
her destination that It was impossible to untie her lit; 
the car, as she would jump at a person, and wouldV': 
have Impaled him upon her horns. A horse- blanket 
was thrown over her head, then a sack fa.stened Over - 
lior oycH, and shn wati led out quietly and tied behind 
a wagon, where she followed as quietly as could b« 
desired.

the Coast of B. C. 



HE Coast, more tlian any , other 
part of Canada, appealed to me 
with arii;irre§istible lure, writes 
H. R. .MaicMillan in the On- 
tario Ji^gr;iculi^ Re- 
vi'eW,^ "^^^^^ only cir- 

cumstance which had enabled 
me to so long resist that lure 
had been a glaring lack of 
i^jluriiM' -'^What little I had been able to read 
' concerning the country had filled mc with 
: vague ideas not one of which I could crystal- 
' ize into a mental picture. The word Coast, 
■ signifying shadowy mists, salt breezes, rocks 
and waves, was tiie most concrete conception 
I'cotird conjure up; of course I knew there 
were* forests, inside passages, islands, mines 
•and inountains, but beyond that knowledge 
my ideas extended no farther. 

vSo it was with great eagerness I embraced 
an opportunity to spend a summer wjth R. D. 
Craig, timber cruising in that unknown, re- 
gion. Here would be a golden opportunity to 
become acquainted with the character of the 
country, minutely and broadly, to learn the 
lives o'f its inhabitants and lastly, to satisfy 
myself that it was the land of opportunity 
such as it has always been reported. 

Upon leaving Vancouver, which we found 
to be a beautiful city, with sea, mountains, or 
forest on every side, wc proceeded up the 
Coast in a gasoline launch. To one whose ex- 
perience of Canadian topography has been 
confined to the territory east of the Rockies 
such a trip was a constant surprise, necessit- 
ating a complete revision of ideas. The main- 
land, here consisting of the main, axis of the 
Coast, mountains rise bluff arid sheer from the 
water's edge. There is but little shore as we 
Easterners understand it. This is emphasized 
when an anchorage is desired, it is often ne- 
cessary to go miles before water can be found 
less than two hundred feet deep, even within 
reaching distance of the cliffs. Characteristic 
of the British Columbia coast are the drowned 
glacial valleys which constitute the fiords or 
inlets. These pathways of the ancient glacier 
extend deep, tortuous, narrow, and gloomj-, 
fifteen to thirty miles back from the sea. As 
' our quest was timber, and to search it we must 
seek the "drains"' or gulches in the mountains, 
or the narrow valleys of the great rivers drain- 
ing tlie coast range, we travelled up several 
of the inlets. The first Jarvis Inlet was a 
revelation. Here we discovered that with re- 
gard,- to western geography, the phenomena of 
tides and' precipitation our early education had 
been neglected. For half a day we gruffed up 
this arm of the sea, every few miles bringing 
us to a turn which at a distance appeared al- 
ways the end, and yet the end was not in 
sight; still it persisted between its mountain 
walls, over one hundred fathoms deep to the 
very edge. At the upper end, where the moun- 
tains were highest, a small branch was indi- 
cated on the map. Princess Louise Inlet, and 
flowing into this a large river was shown. As 
it happened we arrived at the entrance to this 
basin at full tide and proceeded easy — through 
the narrow, rocky passage. It had been rain- 
ing a downpour all day and now was dusk. 
.The mountains on 'either hand, not more than 
one-quarter of a jnile away, were from 4,000 
to -6,000 feet high, and from their dripping 
faces leaped innumerable cascades. As dark- 
ness came on our engine stopped, thereby pro- 
claiming its relationship to its cousin, the 
automobile. Immediately a leak in the hull of 
the boat began to increase the flood on the 
floor which had dripped in from various leaks 
in the cabin ; and, as if to make a certainty of 
our uncertainty, the tide began to set out to- 
wards the peculiar jagged rocks we had seen in 
the-.entrance to the inlet. We knew that this 
tide would soon be running six or seven miles 
an hour through that passage, making it fatal 
for any small drifting boat such as ours. Ac- 
cordingly we fearfully manned the sweeps, or- 
ganized a buck^et brigade and detailed an elec- 
trician to start the sparking mechanism of the 
engine. These duties distributed amongst a 
crew of four men recpiircd action of everj'one. 
After the galley slaves had pulled half an hour, 
the bucket brigade had baled the same length 
of time, and the electrician had worked out 
all the permutations and combinations possible 
with a dozen .wires it needed only a brief ex- 
' amination to show that no one had made any 
progress, the boat was in the same place as 
before, the water was nearly as deep on the 
floor and the engine still balked. There was 
no use in pulling'for shore, where precipices 
forbade a- landing, so we cast the anchors over- 
board, where they hung listlessly in the seven 
hundred feet of water. Tlien energies were 
concentrated on the engine and the pumps, the 
latter represented by a battered saucepan and 
a tin dipper. This time, the, boat was emptied, 
though the engine still maintained a dignified 
silence — and tired, everyone, after an envious 
glance at the rocky shore through the pouring 
rain, turned in. It was the middle of the 
night, we were all dreaming- of houSes founded 
upon rocks, and quiet country towns, when 
some uneasy sleeper sounded the alarm that 
there was a foot of water on the floor. Not 
much more water was needed, consequcntl}'' 
there ensued a period of frenzied baling, dur- 
ing which the engineer discovered that he had 
forgotten to sliut off the engine pump, and a« 
a result water had been .siphouing in all night 
through a three-quarter inch pipe, Thus one 



lesson was learned, and we began to pity the 
idle rich with their automobile troubles. In 
the morning the engine, without further com- 
plaint, smarted to go. Yet onei piore^.disapr 
pomtrneht' awaited ■ us— we hurriedly ' hunted " 
up the river, which, from the exceeding prom- 
inence given ;i"t on. the map had excited our 
hopes. We found that it was a fair sized 
stream running into the sea over a ridge four 
thousand feet high, and that it had its source 
not in some great valley where wc might stake 
timber but in the eternal snows. It was to 
this river we directed inquiring rivals 'during 
the rest of the summer. , '■ • ;'" 

These deep inletSi cutting the thOpttains 
ci'osswise, fed by sinall lE^teral streams and one 
or two large terminal ones we found to be 
typical of the drainage system of the coast. 
They are of great' economic importance, as 
constituting the most likely situations for set- 
tlement. It is only by means of the valleys 
leadin,g to them that transcontinental railroads 
may reach the sea. At the head of each inlet 
the banks of salt deposited by the glacial 
rivers form both shallow and deep water an- 
chorages. The short steep lateral valleys all 
contain small areas of timber, excellent power 
streams and mill sites. The larger terminal 
valleys contains still larger bodies of timber, 
small areas of arable land, and are suited for 
manufacturing or tovvu sites. As yet the aver- 
age population of the, inlets, excepting Bur- 
rard, on which Vancouver is situated, might 
be twenty, mostly loggers. 

The rivers occupying these old glacial val- 
leys are peculiar in several respects. The sea- 
son of high water is in the summer, when the 
sno^v is melting fastest in the mountains. 
They are then colored milky white by the 



boulder clay and sand which they bring down 
from the glaciers. To any one ' traveling the 
valleysvthey are a source of constant aggrava- 
r: tion^ , '^^ 

swamps ■ of 'thorny ' shrubs, wind through 
mtiskegs and sloughs or split into a dozen dif* 

, fei^e'rit strands which must be crossed and re- 
crossed. It is almost impossible to pack 
clothing and provisions through the dense un- 
dergrowth, so it is customary for the few Avho 
find it necessary to ascend the rivers to take 
a boat with which to cross the stream between 
the rapids or possibly paddle or pole in the 
few. quiet stretches. The packs are put in the 
boat and a-rope attached, to the bow and gun-- 
Wale iti^ such a %iEUift«r^tha^^ Strain of pull.- 
ing holds the boat \y;pl' into the' stream. ■ The 
tinlu,cky traveler then' Wades in the edg'e of the 
icCrCold water or walks on the gravel bars 
and "tracks" his boat, with the rope cutting 
a crease in his shoulder. Oftentimes the wa- 
ter rises, as the sun in the daytime melts more 
snow, so that hy the middle of the afternoon 
the water is loo swift to wade, i^og j;ims, an 
acre or two in extent are frequently met, falls 
are common, or long stretches of rapids around 
which everything must be carried. Altogether 
it is a very engrossing mode of travel,' no fac- 
ulty is left unemployed, yet it is fully recom- 

■ pcnsed b}-^ the unrivalled scenery afforded by 
tlie snow-capped peaks on either hand, the 
abundance of large trout in every pool anrl 
riffle, and the feeling of mastery wdiich one 
experiences when the di\'ide is reached, and 
one may see where in some mossy meadow the 
streams separate which flow to east and west, 
or south and north. 

No one who has ever written up the glories 
of the inside passagey has. ibeen guilty of ex- 



aggeration. From Vancouver to Queen Char- 
lotte Sound the panorama from the deckwofiia 
boat is one of mountains on either hand. Those 
of the mainland are two ranges.. ; The nearer^ 
partially covered with timber, reach into bare ■ 
and rocky summits and have their scarred and 
broken faces marked by the dark green triang- 
ular patches of ascending timbered gulches or 
the narrow grey lines of rough rock slides. 
The farther inland ranges are only visible 
from the sea as great serrated snowy peaks. 
On the other hand the mountains of V ancou- 
vcr Island, at a distance of twenty-five to 
thirty miles appear as an imposing angular 
baijk ;pf - glistening snoWj -arising from,;?i nar- 
row l}la;ck''foundatib'n which represents 'th'd low 
timbered island coast. As if to bring the tra- 
veler's thoughts to-isea level again the navig- 
able channels arc in places chocked with low 
roclcy timbered islands between wdiicli the 
twcnt}' foot tide rushes like a mill race four 
times daily. Here again our juA'cnilc geo.g- 
rap/iies arc guilty of criminal negligence. 'J'hc)' 
have told us of a far-away fScylla and Charyb- 
dis but never mentioned the fact that every 
ton of freight traveling to or from any point 
north of Nanaimo must make its way through 
the seethingf passage of Seymojiir Narrows, 
Holc-in-the-Wall, "Yucalta or Arrow Rapids, 
where the current is so swift that it has been 
known to capsize a full-rigged United States 
1)attle cruiser. With incidents such as these, 
with its shifting screens of mountains, its sun- 
lit, narrow, crtjokcd passages, and its sparse, 
quaint population of old timers is it any woii- 
(Icr that the Inside Passage has surpassed the 
expectations of every traveler? 

The industries of the Coast are not yet 
beyond the initiAl stage. , 'Logging,, requiring 




A Bi^ Social Change In Endand 




N ANNOUNCEMENT appeared the 

other day in the Manchester Guardian 
of a remarkable innovation for which 
an English hotel company is respon- 
sible. For the sum of ^168, it is re- 
ported, a guest may reside for a year 
in any hotel within the system, removing as 
the fancy takes him from London to Hastings 
or from the Lake District to Boxton. 
This development, it is suggested^ may 
herald a big social change in English life; 
It certainly denotes an approach to^ the 
popularity of the hotel in America as a" per- 
manent place of residence. One has' not heard 
of any group of hostelries in the L^nited States 
which interchange their guests at a uniform 
inclusive rate, but the abandonment of private 
housekeeping for hotel life is a tendency that 
has been strongly marked in that country in 
recent years, says the ALanchcster Guardian. 

It is most noticeable in New York. In that 
city there are said to be more ti.an three hun- 
dred first-class hotels, of which nearly a hun- 
dred and forty are described as "large." The- 
current edition of the "Social Register" 
shows that nine thousand families in New 
York — that is to sa}^ forty-one per cent of the 
wealtliy and fashionable people Avho are en- 
titled to be recorded on that "exclusive" list — 
have given up their town houses to live at ho- 
tels. The increase in the number of hotel 
residents as compared with "transients," as 
they are called, is not, however, peculiar to 
New York, but is illustrated in every town of 
considerable size and wealth. In Washiii.gton 
the official congressional directory gives hotel 
addresses for the great majority of members 
of the Flouse of Representatives and for a 
fair number of senators. In the case of con- 
gressmen, of course, the brevity of the ses- 
sions, to say nothing of the shortness of the 
average member's term, makes it inexpedient 
to set up a house in the capital. 

The reason most commonly alleged for this 
tendency is the scrv.ant difficulty, which, how- 
ever troublesome in England for families of 
moderate means, is far more acute in yVmerica, 
not only for such households, hut even for the 
wealthier classes. Native white Americans 
absolutely refuse to enter domestic service. 
Except in the South, the negro is not a satis- 
factory or available substitute. The gap has 
therefore to be filled by immigrants, mainly 
Irish and Scandinavian in the east and middle 
west, and Japanese or Chinesie *boys' on the 
Pacific coast. Untrained European girls com- 
in,g straight from the ro.ughest farm Avork-are 
able, inunediately on arrival in New York, to 
secure wages that in Itn.gland ^vould be paid 
only to efficient servants. After a very few 
nionths' experience they have no difficult)^ in 
finding places at one pound a week. Out west 
it is said to be eyen more; expensive to secure a 
competent servant unless one is satisfied with 
the help of Orientals. I heard recently of the 
family of a professional man in California Avho 
declared themselves willing to pay seventy- 
five pounds a year and her outward travelling 
expenses to a thorou,ghI)^ capable English 
housemaid who would undertake not to dis- 
card cap and apron while she remained there. 
It should further lie .noted that not only is the 
difficult)^ of obtaining servants greater than in 
England, but also that the proportion of mis- 
tresses who are able to hold the reins in their 
own households is smaller there than here. In 
many a family which has made its pile and has 



come to a big city to spend it the lady of the 
house is not afraid of hard work, and would 
be quite able to undertake every, domestic task 
herself, but she has not acquired tlt'e art of 
superintending a household and keeping its 
staff in order. For example, an English lady, 
calling not long ago oil a regular 'at home' day 
at a New York house, was surprised to find 
two footmen playing cards in the hall. It is 
obviously a great relief to an inexperienced wo- 
man or to one with many social cnga.gements 
to be able to throw upon an hotel management ^ 
the entire burden of securdng and controlling 
servantsj 

- ~ A cdtttfibutory reason, more generall}- re- 
cognized by foreign observers than by Ameri- 
cans themselves, is the gregaribusness of the 

American temperament. The average.. Ameri- 
can abhors loneliness, lie con|iders privacy 
'undemocratic' The stir and movement of the 
hotel are more attractive to him than the quiet 
and isolation of the private h.ouse. There is 
not only the common dining-room with its 
gaiety and brightness, but the public lounge 
in the entrance hall, where the gossij) of the 
day can be exchanged with all comers. To a 
great extent living in an hotel is a substitute 
for membership of a c'.ub. In England the so- 
cial functions performed by, the village inn or, 
the public-house in the working-class neigh- 
borhood are ignored by the colder and more 
sedate hotel, but in America there is hardly 
any institution of the kind too select to pro- 
vide abundant opportunity for free talk. Some 
of tiiem are recognized centres of information 
on business or polities. Of late j'cars in any 
, financial e'risis the papers the next morning 
have usuall}' reported not only the proceedings 
in Wall street during business hours but tlie 
rumors that have circulated in the corridors of 
the Waldorf-Astoria in the evening. Readers of 
Mr. Winston Churchill's "Coniston" will re- 
member how Jethro Bass, the State, "boss," 
organized his campaign from the "Throne- 
room" in the Pelican Hotel at Brampton. The 
incident is typical. An hotel fncing Madison 
square has been well known as a place of resort 
for the manipulators of the Republican "ma- 
chine" in New York state, and tlie Democratic 
leaders could usually be discovered at another 
hotel near by. Sometimes the general air of 
bustle and activity is intensified by the acces- 
sion of a number of "transients" for the pur- 
pose of one of the manj>'s:onyentions which aire 
such a conspicuous feature of America:n 'life,- 
At one summer hotel on Lake Mohonk there 
are held annually two conferences, one on arbi- 
tration and the other on Indian affairs, which 
exercise an imjiortant influence not only upon 
public opinion hut even upon legislation. 

In addition to these causes, the trend to ho- 
tel life is largely stimulated in New Yor^c by 
the peculiar situation of the city ])roper, built 
as it is upon the lon,g and nnrrow Manhattan 
Island, with no facility of expansion^ except 
across the liarlem river. The difficulties and 
discomforts of travel to and froin the northern 
suburbs or from the outlying- districts of Long 
Island and New jersey make everyone wish to 
live within easy reach of the ;;CoiiT[niercial..or ., 
the amusement centre. The priice-JofNiahd ■ih''- ■ 
the desirable residential section is consequently 
so high as to make the building of individual 
houses almost i)rohihiti vc. Such costly sites 
are unremunerative unless they can lie utilized 
for structures of many stories. Recent building 
for residential purposes l^^s not -taken the form, 
as some years ago, of expensive flats so much 



as of hotels proper and "apartment hotels." 
Thp apartment hotel consists of a large number 
of private suites, but with the domestic service 
and commissariate administered! as in an' Qr- 
dinary hotel. At the entrance,,thiBre;, is us^nally 
a luxuriously furnished reception hall instead' 
of a public loun,ge, and the general atmosphere 
is rather that of an elaborate private establish- 
ment. This new institution aims at providing a 
mean between the isolation of the private resi- 
dence and the publicity of the normal hotel. 
In most instances the rentals paid in apartment 
hotels are high ,and in some cases possible only 
to persons of great Avealth. As much as -2200 
a year per room (without board) is paid in a 
few establishments of this kind in, Fifth avenue. 
New York. . . .. . 

It would be easy to moralize on/ the'prob- 
•able effects of hotel life upon' fittlilies that 
grow up in such an environment. The spec- 
tacle/of quite young children sitting up with 
their elders at the table d'hote and giving their 
own orders from the menu is not pleasing. The 
American child is not, as a rule, deficient in 
savoir faire, and his social precocity is likely to 
be inordinately stimulated Avhen' the display 
and excitement of a fashionable hotel take the 
place of the discipline of the nursery. It must 
be remembered, however, that this criticism 
does not apply at all to the country and to the 
smaller towns, where the residence of| families 
in hotels is almost unknown, though even out- 
side the large cities the popularity of the board- 
ing-house is not an altogether wholesome fac- 
tor in the training of the young.

The 
ho\isehbld soaps -claimifig increased efficiency 
through the presence of hydrocarbons u.sually 
contain petroleum naphtha not exceeding five 
per cent. Tetrapol is a yellowish liquid, and 
is fcnmd to contain 55 per cent, of water, 25 
of "Monopol soap" in place of ordiuary soap, 
and 20 of carbon tetracbloire, the special sol- 
vent "Monopol soap," the fatty base, is a red 
oil having the peculiarity of solubility in hard 
water. ' - > 



The Cooper-Hewjtt mercury vapor lamp 
is a large, glass :itube in which the yapori^is : 
made to glow hy the passage of the f elfectnc" 
current. An important improvement is' claim- 
ed by Dr. Kucli in the use of tubes of quartz, 
which . can be made much smaller, give in- 
creased efficiency by permitting higher temp- 
erature, aiid after a time yield a yellower 01' 
whiter light in place of the objectionable 
green. For 110 volts the glass tubes are about 
40 inches long and i 1-2 inches in diameter, 
but a quartz lamp of the same voltage re- 
quires a tube not more than: 3 i-:4 inches long 
and about half an. inch in diameter; 



the least capital and presenting a maximum of 
return for a minimum of .skill, has made rhe 
greatest progress. As yet not -much timber is 
being cut which cannot be ptit^ into,, salt water 
with a donkey engine. The general'procedure 
has been to stake a piece of timberj 6r in;6therr 
words pay the Government an' annual 'rental 
for a license to cut the timber from a certain 
area, then secure a small force of men, a don- 
key engine and start a logging camp. The 
donkey is placed on the shore, preferably in a 
small bay where the logs may be boomed 
without being exposed to'the full force of the' 

j waves;^ . A!', skid road is constructed with as 
easy^.a. grade. and as -few - curves , as possible, 
leadifig baick to the 'timber to be cut. ''^The line, 
an inch, or inch and a quarter steel cable, 
leads from the drum of the donkey to the 
timber. In order to facilitate the handling of 
tile line, a smaller cable, the haul-back, is at- 
tached to the second drum of the donkey, and 
together with the hauling line forms a loop, 
one end of which is reeled in as the other is 
paid out. Thus the heavy line may be pulled 
back to the woods for the next haul. This 
represents the simplest outfit.' Usually two 
donkeys arc used, one situated half a mile or 
so from shore, >vhich yards the logs to a cen-; 
tral point, the other, the "road" dohk'ey ' at' 
the shore, which hauls the logs in "turns" or 
towes of eight or ten logs each over the skid 
road to the shore. By means of this massive 
machinery huge logs are jerked through the 
small trees and underbrush, and often develop 
a lurching s])riglitliness Avhich one seldom sees 
— save in a runaway buggy. Wlien boomed in 
boonis one hundred to one hundred and 
twenty-five yards long, containnig each a quar- 
ter of a million feet, they are towed to Vaucou- 

' ver to tlie mills'. ^ There-are- as yet few mills 
north of Vancouver. Atpresent railroads are- 
being built to reach the less accessible timber, 
and with the completion of these logging will > 
receive a' great impetus. <,'l, 

- Mining does not fill so important a posi- ' 
tion as we might expect. There are- more 
prospectors than nnners, more claims thdn 
prospectors. Although our geographies^tbfd' 
us that Texada Island was solid iron ore it 
still lies undeveloped. A few small copper, 
gold, silver mines are working, but aside from 
the coal deposits of Vancouver Island little 
work has been done. The pro.spectors, old 
grizzled veterans of California, Idaho and 
.Alaska, are still searching the streams for 
"float/' crawHng along the talus slopes, scal- 
ing the dizzy peaks and buoyed up by indom- 
itable hope spending long months in painful 
traverses of rugged mountains or slow searches ■ 
around glacier margins. They have struck 
color many times, but have failed in the greatly 
disturbed rocks of the country to find large 
enough deposits in place to make profitable 
Avorking. 

The population is floating, yet permanent.- 
They travel from south to north and back 
again, but never leave the coast, to whose 
rugged freedom they are Avedded. As a class, 
the coast loggers and prospectors, avIio com- 
prise the greater part of the population, are 
men Avho have drifted there from the mining 
and lumber camps of the world, and in such 
camps or in lonely shacks^they will die. They 
are.hard workerSj .who 'onv.^angerous trips, in 
a lonely coiintry, at a^hsizardous; occupationj 
will spend week's of painstlkiiig ' work. Then 
Avhen they reach one of the numerous saloons, 
Avhence "grub," mail and "hooch" or squirrel 
Avhiskey are distributed they Avill dispose of 
the hard-earned boom or cleverly constructeci 
claim, and Avith an abandonment primeval give 
themseh'cs over to a period of carousing. On 
one occasion Avhen I asked one logger why 
Avhiskcy was popularly knoAvn-as squirrel he 
replied that it Avas because two drinks Avouid 
make a man climb a tree. 

What Avill be the future of this country, 
Avhich is now almost entirel}^ Avithout a popula- 
tion it is Avild to imagine. At present the 
'thousands of miles of coast are naked, except 
for a very fcAV shacks built ot split cedar 
stakes, Avhere live or have lived siwashes, 
hand-loggers, or prospectors. But with this 
past summer'^ activity millions of dollars of 
capital have ■■■poured into the country and 
nearly every square mile of timber has passed 
into the hands of small investors or Avealthy 
■ corporations. British Columbia timber, though 
it has sometimes been grossly over-estimated, 
is the last virgin stand of valuable construc- 
tion timber on the continent. Big manufac- 
turers are ^approaching it from all sides, and 
soon, under the influence of donkey engines, 
railroads and 'double cutting band-saws it will 
disappear. But while :disapp(^aring it Avill fur- 
nish homes for thousands of ^Mhilies, work for 
tens of thousands, , and these lovely inlets 
Avhere one's. shadow is now, good company 
may soon be the sites .of busy tOAvns. F^ol- 
lowing upon the disappearance of the timber, 
ipr it Avill be clear cut, aiid almost assuredly, 
''ttirned over under existing' regulal ions' 'and'' 
protection, Avill.come a period when the lum- 
l,)er industry will diminish before the mining, 
and on the then .denuded mountains may be 
established mining toAvns similar to those of 
the Gold Range, which represents the same 
f(.)rniation in the United States 

Should this development be i^alized, to- 
gctlier witli a careful conservative exportation 
of her prodigal fisheries, British Columbia 
may yet prove her proud boast, "The Wealth- 
iest Province of the Dominion." ,
